2ot Yesterday afternoon our office received a telegram from 
Sivan, reporting that on the 29th of the Seventh Moon(the llth 
of Sept.- the Grand Secretariat received the follewing Imperial 
Edict: 

Now that we are reforming the course of military instruce 
rion and have stopped the military examinations, it becomes 
urgently necessary that military academies be established at 
each Provincial Capital in order to cultivate military talents 
and train up an effective army. 

Examination shows that the military academies established 
at Nankin, Tientsin and Wuchang, together with t he camp of in- 
struction in Shantung, ali have already adopted certain regula- 
tions, so that Li Hung-chang, Liu K’un-i, Chang Chih-tung and 
Yuan Shih-kai should be charged with the responsibility of con- 
sulting together and agréing upon some plan for their enlarge«~ 
ment and for securing thorough instruction and drill; deter= 
mining what branches should be studied and what method of drill 
practiced, so as to make the military instruction complete and 
prepare defenders for the State. All the rules and regulations 
must be again considered with careful attention md the very 
best agreed upon and reported in detail in a Memorial to Us, 
requesting an Edict authorizing their adoption. 


As to the other Provinces, their Viceroys and Governors 


are at once ordered to devise plans for establishing such schods

following the example of those mentioned in all particulars, 


in order that uniformity may be secured.

The sales of titles and offices is a temporary expedient 
‘adopted by the Government for the purpose of meeting an emer- 
gency. The custom has recently grown to excessive proportions 
md has given rise to many abuses. Distinctions of rank have 
become confused and the official career has been thrown into 
disorder, the authority of the Board of Civil Office has been 
weakened and business interests injured. Now that We are re- 
forming the various departments of the Government, it has bee 
come very important that these abuses should be cleared away. 
Hereafter, without regard to precedent, no purchase of reai 
official position will be allowed. Beginning with the issue 
of this Edict it is forever ended. Within one month's time all 
cases now pending before the Board must be wound up, nor must 
there be any memorial pleading for an extension of time. 

As for brevets, hereditary titles, decorations with plumes, 
purchased degrees of Kung-sheng (Senior Livgentiate) @ha@ Chien- 
sheng (Nominal Student of Imperial Academy)\, and other such 
constant practices at present observed, let the Board c oncerned 
take counsel and report to Us whether er not such purchases 
should be allowed and whether the custom is attended With dis- 
advantages or not.

ment was ente,ed into by some Chinaman in Shanghai , whose neme 
I have forgotten, whom he had directed to arrange the matter, 
and that he must settle with him. I repeated this to yr. 
Boeck who I understood left Peking the next day, ani I have 
never seen him since. 
Further than this Mr. Boeck's statement is erroneous. On 
March llth I left Peking for the United States. On my return 
in August I received several telegrams and letters from Mr. 
Rudolph Dolge, in all of my replies to which I discourage d him 
from coming to Peking, telling him he could accomplish nothing 
thereby. About two weeks ago he arrived here and requested m 
to secure an interview with Li Hung-chang which I declined to 
do, but told him that I would try to arrange an interview for 
him with Mr. i the Private Secretary of His Excellency, 
with whom he could talk over the matter and thus be able to 
make amore intelligent report to Mr. Search. 
The interview was had, and Mr. Dolge reported to me that 
it was wry pleasant and satisfactory, that he had waived all 


right to amy money compensation and would hope for future recog 


nition through some grant, privilege or concession. 


Mr. Cheshire was with me as interpreter during my inter- 


view with Li Hung chang in March last, and Mr. Squiers had some 


prief correspondence with Mr. Dolge during my absence.

MEMORANDUM 


Dear Adee: 


This question of an American concession at 
Tientsin seems to me to have reached the point where 
some definite instruction will have to be sent to 
Mr. Conger. I have discussed the mat ter with the 
Secretary, and have told him very much what I see 
Mr. Conger stated tc him in his telegram of Septem- 
ber 9th, to wit: that. “no Americans were residing 
or likely to reside on the ground, the concession 
of which was asked, and that its only value to the 
United States was the remote contingency of requir~ 
ing a place to land troops or military stores;" in 
other words, that all we wanted was the wharf fa- 
cilities and the contiguous bund. 

Mr, Conger last winter revived the claim of 


the United States to this bit of land simply for 


the purpose of preventing the extension of the Germm

alan 
concession which confines on it, and in the hope 
that by the addition of this strip of land to the 
British concession an international settlement 
might be created at this port. I am of opinion that 


if this land can not be secured the question better 


be dropped, for the tract which Mr. Conger says the 


Chinese authorities offer us would not only be use~ 
less, but would require the expenditure of consider- 
able money in improvements and policing. 
Of course, the abandonment of our claim may lead

Confirming, on the overleaf, my telegram of the 9th ultimo 


and Department's reply of the 12th ultimo, I have the honor to 
report that on the 14th ultimo I made formal application for the 
re-cession to the United States of the old United States Con- 
cession at Tientsin, having previously received verbal assurance 
of a willingness on the part of Prince Ch'ing and Li Hung-chang 
to grant it. The matter was referred to Li Hung-chang, the 
Viceroy of this Province, by the Foreign Office, but because of 


his illness, or for some other reason, he did not reply. How- 


ever, in the meantime his Secretary had informed me that he was 


giving it his attention. On the 7th instant I wrote him again 
and received reply that he had instructed the Tactai at Tien- 
tsin to consult the English and German Consuls and report. I 
immediately wrote him that as this was a matter which concemed 
only China and the United States, it was wholly unnecessary to 
consult any other Governments, and that such consultation on his 
part was, in fact, only an invitation for them to interfere, 

and that the United States Government could not allow such in- 


terference. I also called and had a personal conference the 9th 


stant in which he said that after the Concession was surren- 
dered by the United States, it was then divided between Germany 
pe 3 

and England. I knew this could not have been possible and so 
told him, but added that if it were so that that was the end 
of it, as we were not asking a Concession oun Euglimad or Ger~ 
many, but only from China. My Government, however, would not 
be satisfied except upon conclusive proof that such was the 
case. He said, of course, their records were all destroyed, 
and he only had an indistinct recollection of the matter as 
it was done during the Viceroyalty of Wang Wen-shac; but the 
German and English Consuls must have a record of it and that 
was why he wished to consult them. 

To-day he sent his Secretary and the Customs Taotai of 

4 


Tientsin to tell me that he was mistaken, that the matter had 


been talked about but was not in fact given to the Germans and 


English, because of the opposition of the China Merchants Stean 
Navigation Company and the Chinese Engineering & Mining Com 
pany who were the owners of practically all the land in the 
tract. I told them, as I had also told Li Hung~-chang before, 
that if it was not given to the United States the Germans or 


English would take it, and, therefore, it was not a question 


whether or not these Companies should be under Foreign juris- 


di ction 


diction, but under what Foreign jurisdiction. They replied 


that the English and Germans, soon after our giving it back, had 


agreed in writing that they would not ask for it but would leave 
it in control of these two Companies. I said that the affairs 
of last year had changed all this, and that had it not been 

for the notice which I served in February last the tract would 
have been seized before this as they have seized other property. 
But they still urge the opposition of these two Companies as 

an excuse, and add, further, that the Chinese Engineering & 
Mining Company has been eold out to Belgian, Russian and French 


interests, and they cannot understand what we can want of a 


Sanbbbeten where the land is all occupied, leaving no place 
for American merchants or business, and they say that these 
Companies will strongly suspect a design to dispossess them. I 
insisted that all rights of property in Chinese or others would 
always be respected under the jurisdiction of the United States. 
They then said the taxes would necessarily be very high, and 
as these two Companies owned practically ail the land, they 

would have all the taxes to pay. I replied that even new the 


roads had to tw kept up, policed and lighted, and it would prob- 


ably cost them no more then than now. They answered that now 


the Chinese Board of Works improved the streets and that they 


paid 


: 


paid no taxes, etc. 
Instead of this tract, they offer and beg us to accept a 


much larger and unoccupied tract a long way down the riwr, 


- outside of all the other Concessions. I replied that this 


would not satisfy us, but that this tract, even with its pres- 
ent occupants exactly suited our purpose and was the only tract 
we desired. 

They then asked if we would be willing to agree that a 
Representative of one of these Companies should always have a 
piace on the Council or Municipal Government. I replied that 
we desired the Concession on the same terms as to jurisdiction 
and control as Concessions had been given to other Powers, and 
could take it with no other restrictions. 

They finally said that the Viceroy was very anxious to 
please the United States and would consent to giving the Cone 
cession if I insisted upon it, but he had sent them to explain 
to me all the difficulties in the way, and the troubles and com 
plications which would probably arise out of it. I replied 
that I understood it all and if the Concession was properly 
granted to the United States we would have to meet the diffi- 
culties as they arose, and at any rate they should not invite 


difficulties and opposition by consulting these Companies or 


anybody 


oui else.

, The fact is, these Companies represent some of the fore- 
most and wealthiest Chinese in the Bupire, and they do not wish 
to te turned over, together with their property, to Foreign 
jurisdiction, and the Vieeroy does not like to brook their 
ices. It is possible that before the affair is conclud- 
ed we shall hear of some strenuous German opposition. In fact 
I am not certain that they will not resurrect some documentary 
evidence, giving Germany title, because in the corresponience 
transmitted to the Department with Colonel Denby's despatch 
No. 2559, of July 10th, 1896, there is a letter from the Tao- 
tai, saying that he would take the Concession back and would 
then turn 2 over to the Germans.

Your Highness and Yeur Excellencies: 

During the oecupancy of Tientsin by the Allied Forces 
many of the Foreign Powers have taken advantage of the situa- 
tion to posess themselves of large tracts of territory in that 
whalates for separate national settlements, or for other pur- 
poses, The United States has taken no part in such appropria- 
tions of property, preferring to organize int ernational settia- 
ments where possible, But since this seems impcssible at Tien 
tsin at the present time, and since normal relations have been 
re-established between the Powers and China so that it may 
properly be done, my Government has instructed me to ean cai 
the re-cession to the United States of the very small tract in 
Hsstdin well known as the United States Concession, This 
tract comprises all the land lyine between the British and Ger- 
man Concessions, and extending from the PeihoRiver back to the 


Taku Road. The boundaries are well known an‘ established, but 
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at i Nae oan date they can be more accurately surveyed and marked 

This Concessionwas set apart for and granted to the United 
States in 1860, at the same time that the English and French 
Concessions were eranted to them, For many years jurisdict- 
ion was exercised over it by the United States Consul, but on 
June 27th, 1896 it was, for what thenesebmed suf“icient reasons 
surrendered back to the Chinese Government; but now conditions 
have so changed as to make it necessary ani desirable for the 
United States to again take it under its jurisdiction, It 
will also be an advantage to China to have the United States 
exercising jurisdietion along with the other Governments 
at Tient sin. 

Il beg to add that during a recent conversation with His 
Exceliency, the Chinese Plenipotentiary, Li Hung-chang, before 
the Signing of the Protocol, he assured me that the act of 


re-vession should have his approval and co-operation, 


Trusting that this request will meet with the hearvy 
approval of Your Highness and that the proper loeal Officials

Edict issued by Her Imperial Majesty, the Empress Dowager, on 
the 2nd instant, urging upon the officials of the Empire the 
pressing need of reform; and a memorandum concerning the con- 
tents of a telegram received at the Board of War on the llth 
instant, reporting the decision of the Court to make certain 
constitutional changes, tending toward retrenchment and more 
efficient administration. 

The significance of the former is its apparent recogni- 
tion of reform as essential to the preservation of the State, 
md its appearance in response to the request of Jung-lu, who 
has heretofore been regarded as ultra-conservative. 

The second inclosure,while reporting an increase in the 
number of executive departments, also indicates the abolition 
of certain inferior yamens. Perhaps the most important of the

projected changes is the erection of the Hanlin Academy inte

. Board of Education. Such a Board would appear to he necess- 


ary to carry cut the proposed changes in the educational system 


of the Empire. Its institution has been urged wry strongly 
for some months past by the native press, and this reported 
ection of the Goverrment may perhaps indicate that the press 
is beginning to exert some influence in official circles.

I have the honor to transmit herewith translations of cor- 
respondence between the Foreign Office and this Legation upon > 
the questions of the continued residence in Peking of Foreign 
merchants who located here during its occupation by the allied 
forces, and the payment of octroi upon goods imported by For- 
eigners. This octroi is a tax levied upon all merchandise, 
native or foreign, except for the use of Legations and Lega- 
tion Guards, coming through the city gates. This, however, 
is not collected from goods accompanied by transit passes. 

It would evidently be unfair to the Native merchants if 
the Foreign merchants were given the advantage of exemption 
from taxes which they are compelled to pay. I shall, there- 
fore, at the proper time instruct any of the American merchants 
who may be here to pay the tax. 

The treaties do not permit the residence of any Foreign 


merchants in the city of Peking, but several years ago per- 


mission 


mission was given for the opening of stores here by a Dane, a 
. 

German and a Frenchman for the especial accommodation of the 

Legations, but their trade soon developed into a very large 


business with the Chinese. The Hongkong & Shanghai and the 


Russo-Chinese Banks have also been established here for several 
yeu, so that the city has, in fact, by precedent at least, 
been opened to special if not to general trade. 

It is true that the banks and stores mentioned are located 
within the limits of the Legation Quarter, but their business 
extends throughout the city. I have, ii etittey as have 
most of my Colleagues, thought best to keep the question open 
with the hope that its dies settlement would result in opening 
the city generally to Foreign trade. Further action will be 
promptiy reported.

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has a guard of soldiérs, all the provisions for whose use ought 


also to be allowed to come in free of duty, But the port of 
Tientsin has not yet been tumed over and the Tientsin Customs 
Taodt al has not taken ehares of the port, so that the various 
supplies of provisions intended for the use of the Legations 
and the Legation Guards are not accompanied by a duty-free 
certificate, and our office nct having any way of making exam- 
ination, fear that merchants who ought to pay duty on goods 
prought in, are taking advantage of the situation to bring in 
dutiable goods and it becomes impossible in the confused state 
of affairs to discriminate the one from the other, and thereby 
the Government is made to suffer loss. It becomes the duty of 
this office, therefore to acquaint Your Highness and Your 
Excellency with the facts and to request that you willsend a 
despatch to each Legationto the effect that hereafter, mola 
any Legation or Legation guard have packages coming to the 
Capital, they should request the Minister of the Legation to 
issue a certificate, in orderthat the packages may be noted 
and passed, and further to request them each to send a despatch 
to the Board of Foreign Affairs asking said Board to instruct 
this office, that there may be record of the same, etc."

Last year after the military disasters it became comman 
for merchants of various foreign nationalities to rent or 
seize houses in all parts of the city and open shops. The 
allied ainsi being in possession and control and the local 
administration not having been handed back, the circumstances 
were not those of ordinary times, but now that peace negotiat- 
ions are concluded and friendly relations re-established, 
seeing that Peking is not in the list of Treaty Ports, the 
shops and hongs established by these foreign merchants ought 
all be removed to the Treaty Ports in accordance with the 
treaty stipulations, 
Should there be any who had put buildings in repair, they 
ought also to take these away immediately, and in order to 
avoid complications there ocught to be no pretext of demanding

Il have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the des- 
patch of Your Highness and Your Excellencies, dated the 4th 
inst., in which you call attention to the fact that during the 
military occupation of Peking this past year many merchants of 


various nationalities seized or rented houses in different 


parts of the city and opened shops. You say that the conditions 
then were exceptional, but that now that the peace negotiations 
are concluded, these shops and hongs ought to remove to the 
Treaty Ports in accordance with the Treaty stipulations, etc. 
In reply I beg to say that I am informed that merchants 


and other business men of various nationalities have already 


been given permission to carry on business in Peking. 

If this information be correct, then of course citi*ens 
of the United States have the same right. But, if all foreign 
business is to excluded from the city, then tne United States 
merchants, if there are any, will be instructed to go out with 
the others. 

I however take the liberty to incidentally suggest to Your 


Highness and Your Excellencies that the present is a most opp- 
ortune time for the Chinese Government to voluntarily place the 
city on the basis of a Treaty Port. 

Peking should be the great and convenient entrepot for the 
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vast and populous territory behind it; and, if so opened, Chin- 


ese revenue would be increased thereby, the recently re-estab- 
lished peace and friendly intercourse would be strengthened 
and mutual benefits result.

r take the liberty of recalling attention to the letter of 
the Honorable Secretary of War enclosed in Department's Des- 
patch No. 552, of June 6th, 1901, not for the purpose of asking

the Secrétary to change his ruling, but in order to correct 
an a ab caeeeeion whieh he seems to have of the situa- 


tion here. The Secretary says:. 


"Morever, it would seem to me to impolitic for the United 
States to compete with the local dealers at Peking in 
supplying the members of its Legation with subsistence 
stores, which presumably they had no difficulty of ob- 
taining from those dealers prior to the arrival of the 
Legation Guards." 


This city is not a treaty Port and has never been opened 
to foreign trade, and no Chinese store has ever kept foreign 
supplies for sale to foreigners. It is true that, by suffer- 


ance, or by special permission, a Dane, a Frenchman and a Ger- 


man had, for some years prior to the troubles of last year,

We have always been compelled to send either to Shanghai 


or San Pranciseco for our supplies, and we generally, at great 
inconvenience and expense, sent to San Francisco. It will be 
seen, therefore, that sales to the members of the Legation 
Staff by the United States Commissary really competes with no 
one, unless it be with the San Francisco merchants.

MEMORANDUM 


Dear Adee: 

T am delighted that the -wemegubetigns Pr o- 
visional Government of Tientsin is being re- 
stricted, and trust with all my heart that it 
may soon cease to exist. All the customs dues 
at Tientsin and various other Imperial taxes, 
more especially on salt, which the Provisional 
Government took upon itself to collect, should 
be at once made back to China. [Every one of 
them is needed for the payment of the indenni- 
ties. | In this connection, I hope something 
will soon be done to secure the paying into 
the general fumds of the customs of the sums 
collected now by Russia om account of import 


and export duties at Newchwang,. These also 


belong to the service of the debt. | 
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I trust Mr. Conger may be successful and 
bring about the placing of Peking on the footing 
of a treaty port. I think it would be highly 
beneficial, not so much to trade as to the 
cordiality of relations between the Chinese 
officials and foreigners. They would get a 
a much better and wider appreciation of them if 
Peking was opened to foreign trade. 

As regerds the question of the tariff of 
imports om goods imported into China by the land 
route, referred to in Mr. Conger's despatch, it 
was understood, after discussion in the Confer- 


ence between the Russian, French and British 


Ministers, that in those cases where the tariff

On the 12th instant the Diplomatic Corps held its first 


meeting since the signing of the Final Protocol. 

Request had been made by Sir Robert Hart that certain 
taxes heretofore collected and transmitted by the Customs Tao- 
tai, and which, by the Protocol, are pledged to the payment of 
the Indemnities, but now being collected by the Provisional 
Government, should be henceforth turned over to the Imperial 
Maritime Customs. It was decided to notify the Provisional 
Government that it was the opinion of the Ministers that this 
should be done, and the Ministers of the Powers who are still 
taking part in the military occupation of this Province agreed 
to notify their respective Military Commanders of the necessity 
of a change in the Regulations of the Provisional Gove mment 
which would permit this to be done.

The evident reason of the Russian Minister's objection is 
that in 1869, Russia and China, by Treaty, provided that im- 
ports over the Siberian frontier, sent to Tientsin, should 
only pay 2/3 of the regular tariff, and he still expects these 
Russian products to enjoy this privilege. The recent Protocol,

Russia joined without reservation in the negotiating and sign- 


ing of the Protocol, we may properly insist that goods imported 
ie the Treaty of 1869 shall now pay 2/3 of the duties after 
peing increased by the Protocol to five per cent effective. The 
importations over the route mentioned to Tientsin are very 
small. I apprehend for this reason no objection has heretofore 
bean made by the other Powers, but should it be construed to 
apply to all Biberian frontier routes, including railways, and 
sali peas general, it would seem that objection should be 
made. However, it is to be expected that all these matters 
will be adjusted with the proposed Treaty Revisions.

Ils ont eu 
la plus grande confiance dans des moyens pervers et ont entrainé la Cour. Noo seulement ils out refuse 
d'obéir & Nos ordres pour anéantir les Boxeurs, mais ils ont été jusqu’a les croire et, sottement, ils se sont 
mis @ attaquer (les Légations). Aussi ce mauvais feu prit une grande extension et les circonstances ne per- 
mirent pas de l’arréter, plusieurs dizaines de millions de malfaiteurs s‘étant rassemblés au has du coude e! 
de l'aisselle (c’est-a-dire un point trés important). De plus les meneurs forcérent des généraux et des suldats 
ignorants Aattaquer les Légations, et c'est ainsi que des maux incroyables ont sévi durant plusieurs mois. 

Les dieu tatélaires de l’Empire ont été en danger, les tombes Impeériales et les temples des Ancétres 
ont tremblé, le pays a été dévaste, les habitants sont plongés dans la misére. Aucune parole ne saurait ex- 
primer les dangers que Nous et S. M. I'Impératrice Douairiére avons courus. Notre cceur et notre téte en 
souffrent encore maintenant; nos pleurs et nos ressentiments se confondent. C’est vous, Princes et Ministres, 
qui en ajoutant foi aux paroles perverses et en laissant agir les malfaiteurs, avez mis en danger, au Ciel, nos 
Ancétres et nos dieux et qui, ici-bas, avez fait endurer au peuple ees calamités. Demandez-vous quel est le 
chatiment que vous méritez ? ) 

Nous avons deja rendu deux décrets. Mais comprenant que des peines si légéres pour des fautes si 
grandes ne pouvaient suffire 4 vous faire expier vos crimes, Nous devons vous infliger de nouveaux chati- 
nents plus sévéres, selon votre degré de eulpabilite. 

Tsat-Hrun, Prince Tcnouane, déja dégradé, a laissé les Boxeurs attaquer les Légations. Il a, de sa 
propre autorité, publié des proclamations contraires aux traités ; il a ajouté foi légéremeut aux dires des mal- 
faiteurs; il a fait décapiter illégalement un grand nombre de personnes ; il s'est montré, en vérilé, grossier, 
et inintelligent, Nous linvitons, par faveur, 4 se suicider. Nous chargeons Ko pao-houa, président par 
interim de la Cour des Censeurs, d’aller constater (le suicide). 

Tsat-Y1, Prince Touan, déja dégradé, a entrainé avec lui plusieurs Princes et Pei lo (Princes du 3° rang). 
Il a écouté légérement les Boxeurs et sottement il a conseillé de se batire. C’est ainsi que tous ces troubles 
ont éclaté: ses fautes, en vérité, ne peuvent étre écartées. Tsat-Lan, puc Fou-Kouo, rétrogradé, a, de cou- 
cert avec Tsat-Hiun, sottement publié des proclamations contraires aux traités. 11 doit également étre puni 
pour ses fautes. Nous les privons de leurs titres de noblesse, mais, considérant qu’ils font partie de notre 
famille, Nous ordonnons, par une faveur spéciale que Nous leur accordons, quiils soient envoyés dans le 
Sin-Kiang (Ili), ob ils seront condamnés a perpétuité a la prison. On enverra d’abord des délégués pour les 
surveiller. 

YU-HIEN, gouverneur dégradé, a cru sottement, lorsqu’il exergait précédemment les fonctions de gou- 
verneur au Chantong, aux philtres des Boxeurs. Arrivé a Pékin, il ev a vanté les louanges, si bien que 
plusieurs Princes et Ministres ont subi sa mauvaise influence. Etant gouverneur du Chansi, il a massacré 
uo grand nombre de missionnaires et de chrétiens. C'est plus qu'un imbécile, qu'un fou, qu'un assassin. 
c'est le plus grand coupable et l'auteur de toutes ces calamités. Il a déja été envoyé au Sin Kiang et, pen- 
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sant qu'il est arrivé au Kan-Sou, Nous ordennons que, sur l’ordre que nous envoyons, il soit immédiatement 
décapité. Nous chargeons le juge provincial Ilo Fou-koueun, de constater l'application de la peine. 

Kano-Y1, Sous-Grand Secreétaire d Etat, Président au Ministére de I Intérieur, ayant prété son appui 
aux Boxeurs, des troubles graves éclatérent. Il contribua a publier des proclamations contraires aux traités. 
Un chatiment severe devait & Vorigine lui étre infliigé, mais il est mort de maladie. Nous ordonnons que les 
vrades qu'il posseédait primitivement lai soient retirés et qu’il soit aussitot dégradé. 

Tonc Fou-siane, géneral au Kan-sou, dégradé et laissé en fonctions, est entré (dans Pékin) pour dé- 
fendre (la ville) avee Jes troupes placées sous ses ordres; il n'a pas su exercer une discipline sévére. Ignorant 
de plus les questions internationales, il suivait ses idées et agissait d’une facon inconsidérée. Bien que les 
attaques contre les Légations lui fussent ordonneées par les sudsits Princes dégradeés, il est difficile cependant 
de l'absoudre de toutes fautes. Nous devions d’abord le punir sévérement, mais, s»ngeant aux services 
signalés qu'il a rendus au Kan-sou et aux sympathies qu’il a acquises parmi les Musulmans et les Chinois, 
parun acte de clémence extraordinaire, Nous ordonnons qu'il soit immeédiatement dégradé. 

YinG-N1EN, Président de la Cour des Censeurs, rétrogradé et déplacé, s'est opposé a ce que Tsat-Hivun 
publie de sa propre autorité des proclamations contraires aux traités. Nous pouvons tenir comple de cette 
rirconstance, mais comme il na pas su vainere (cette résistance) par la force, il est en somme difficile de 
labsoudre de ses faules. Nous ordonnons, par une marque de grande bienveillance, qu'il soit dégradé. Nous 
le condamnons a mort et il attendra en prison qu’il soit statué sur son cas. ° 

Touao Cuou-kiao, Président au Ministére de la Justice, dégradé et laissé en fonctions, n’avait jamais 
montré jusqu’alors aucun seatiment d’animositeé dans les relat ons avec les Puissances Etrangéres. Ayant 
fait une enquéte sur les Boxeurs il ne tint aucun propos en leur faveur, mais par sa négligence des fautes 
furent commises.

« J'ai ’honneur d’accuser réception a Votre Altesse et & Votre Excellence de la lettre qu’Blles ont bien 
voulu m'adresser en réponse & ma communication en date du 7 Mai au sujet des indemnités. Dans fa lettre 
i laquelle Votre Altesse et Votre Excellence viennent de répondre nous Jeur faisions ronnalire que le chiffre 
des dépenses effectuées et des pertes subies par les Puissances s‘élevait a la semme approximative de 
quatre cent cinquante millious de taels caleulée jusqu’au 1° juillet.

Dans toutes les provinces, des bandits ont apres des adhérents et fondé des sociétés anti-étrangéres. 
Divers édits l’ont interdit formellement. Nous l’'avons répété maintes fois et cependant, dans ces derniéres 
années, il y a encore eu, dans tous les districts du Chan-tong des sectes du nom de Ta-tao-houei (Société 
‘des Grands Couteaux) et Y-Ho-Kien (Boxeurs) qui se sont propagées partout pour tuer et voler sciemment. 
Elles ont gagné peu a peu le territoire du Tche-li et ont pénétré brusquement dans la capitale ot les établis- 
sements étrangers ont été incendiés et Jes Légations atlaquées. Des crimes ont été ainsi commis contre des 
pays voisins et des fautes ont été fuites contre lintéerét général. Pour ne pas avoir assuré la protection, nous 
avons encouru des responsabilités considérables. 

Vous, peuple, qui en temps ordinaire vous nourrissez et vivez des produits de cette terre, qui tous avez 
été comblés des bienfaits de |'Empire, vous avez usé cependant inciter ces bandits a désirer se battre, a en- 
seigner des méthodes pour jeter des sorts et as’adonner a de fausses pratiques. Vous avez résisté téméraire- 
ment a vos mandarins, vous les avez massacrés, vous avez assassiné des étrangers, et puis vous avez été cause 
de ces calamilés inoujes qui par dessus tout ont plongé dans la douleur votre Souverain et vos péres. 

Nous ne pouvons penser a ce qui a été fait, sans eprouver un ressentiment plus profond encore. Nous 
avons déja presrrit formellement aux Commandants en chef de toutes les régions de faire leurs efforts les plus 
sincéres pour détruire ces sociétées. I] importe de supprimer le mal jusque dans sa racine, aussi les Princes 
et les Ministres, qui ont prété leur appui aux Boxeurs, subiront-ils les peines les plus sévéres conformes a leurs 
crimes, et, afin dinspirer la crainte, tous les examens civils et militaires seront supprimés pendant cing ans 
dans toutes les villes of des étrangers ont été massacrés ou ont subi des traitements cruels. 

Craignant que les populations ignorantes des campagnes n’aient pas connaissance (de ces punitions), de 
nouvelles interdictions sévéres seront faites spécialement afin d’éviter que l’on n’exécute des gens qui n'auraient 
pas élé avises. 

Vous, soldats et peuple, vous devez savoir qu.il est formellement défendu par la loi de former des so- 
ciélés secréles ou den faire partie, Nos ancétres n’ont jamais montré la moindre indulgence dans la répres- 
sion contre des sociétés de malfaiteurs. 

D’ailleurs, les Puissances étrangéres sont toutes des pays amis, les chrétiens sont des enfants de notre 
sang que la Cour regarde avec Ja méme bienveillance, et Elle ne saurait admettre d'avoir pour eux des sen- 
liments différents. Tous Jes Chinois, chrétiens ou non, gui seraient maltraités devront se plaindre auprés 
des autorités et attendre quun jugement juste et équitable soit rendu. Comment pouvez-vous croire a la 
légére toutes les rumeurs que lon repand ? Comment pouvez-vous ne plus tenir compte des lois pénales ? 

Ensuite, lorsque tout est perdu, ceux qui sont habiles se sauvent au loin et les naifs sont mis a mort. 
La loi pardonne dillicilement et tout ceci est vraiment fort triste. A partir de la publication du présent édit, 
chacun devra s'amender et se repentir des enseignements qu'il a recus.

DECRET IMPERIAL du <4 décembre 1900. 


Il a été stipulé dans les traités passés entre la Chine et les Puissances Etrangéres que les nationaux de 
ces Puissances auront la faculté de pénétrer dans l’intérieur. 

La Cour, pour assurer et maintenir les relations avec les autres pays, a déja rendu des décrets prescri- 
vant que l'on fasse ls efforts les plus sincéres dans Jes provinces pour assurer la Protection. Cependant les 
autorités locales s'étant relachées peu a peu (dans l’exercice de leurs fonctions), des troubles ont été causés 
par les malfaiteurs et des atlaques ont eté dirigées contre les étrangers. On a vu de remblables incidents se 
_ renouveler plusieurs fois. 

Nous comprenons que nos qualités ont été trop faibles pour amener le peuple ignorant a se réformer se 
ce qui nous a conduit 4 commettre des fautes immenses. Pas ub seul mandarin local n’a su, en temps ordi- 
naire, faire connaitre les affaires européennes et aucun n’a compris l'importance des relations étrangéres. 
Aussi la conflagration s‘est elle étendue partout menacant | Empire, et s‘ils s‘interrugent en eux-mémes ils 
ne se sentiront pas tranquilles. 

Dorénavant chacun d’entre vous devra s’appliquer & repousser ses resseniiments et a dépouiller ses pré- 
jugés. Vous devez savoir qu:, de tous temps, l'e:.tretien de relations amicales avec les pays étrangers a été 
une régle fondamentale. Les gens qui arrivent en Chine venant de loin, soit comme marchands pour y échan- 
ger leurs produits, soit comme voyageurs pour augmenter leurs connaissances scientifiques, ou encore 
comme missionnaires pour précher la religion dans Te but d’exhorter les gens a faire le bien, ont franchi les 
montagnes et traversé les mers au prix des plus grandes fatigues. 

Puisque la Chine passe pour un pays civilisé, elle doit pratiquer les devoirs d’un hdéte envers ses invi- 
tés. D'ailleurs, les Chinois qui, dans ces derniéres années, se sont rendus a |'étranger sont au moins plu- 
sieurs centaines de mille. Leurs personnes et lenrs biens dépendent de la garantie que leur assurent les Puis- 
sances qui leur ont donné leur protecti»n. Comment pourrions nous continuer de traiter différemment leurs 
nationnaux ? 

Nous ordonnons de nouvveau a toutes les Hautes Autorités civiles et militaires responsables de toutes les 
pruvinces de prescrire a leurs subordonnés de protéger, de la facon la plus efficace, les agents et nationaux des 
Puissances étrangéres qui viendraient dans leurs circonscriptions. Dans le casou des malfaiteurs audacieux 
pousseraient & maltraiter et massacrer des étrangers, on devra sur le champ aller rétablir l'ordre, arréter les cou- 
pables et les chatier. Aucun retard ne devra y étre apporté. Si par suite d’indifférence, ou plus, de tolé- 
rance volontaire de grandes calamilés venaient a se produire, ou si des infractions aux trailés venaient a se 
oo et n’étaient pas immédiatemen} réprimées et punies, les Gouverneurs Généraux, Gouverneurs et 

onctionnaires provinciaux ou locaux pesponsables seront révoqués sans pouvoir étre appelés 4 de nou- 
velles fonctions, dans d'autres provinces‘ey_espérer étre réintégré, ni recevoir de nouveaux honneurs. 

Le présent décret devra étre imprimé et publié afin de prévenir les mandarins et le peuple et mettre fin 
& toutes ces habitudes indignes.

EDIT IMPERIAL du 24 juillet 1901. (Traduction) 


Le 9° jour de la 6* lune, la Grande Chancellerie a recu leédit ci-aprés -

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SOIXANTIEME SEANCE 


Réunion du Corps Diplomatique en date du 26 Juillet 1901. 


La séance est ouverte 4 10 heures du matin, a la Légation d' Espagne, sous la présidence de M. de 
Cologan, doyen. 


_ Sont présents : MM. les Ministres d’Allemagne, d’Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d'Espagne, de 
France, de Grande-Bretagne, d'Italie, du Jupou, des Pays-Bas, de Russie, et le Plénipotentiaire des Etats- 
Unis. 


M. d’Anthouard donne lecture des ‘rectifications faites par MM. de Giers, Joostens, Rockhill, de Mumm 
et Sir. Ernest Satow au procés-verbal de la 59° séance, qui est adypte. 


M. de Mumm a dressé une liste des questions en suspens et des communications dont pourrait s’occu- 
per le Corps Diplomatique. 

1° Il y a décrire au général Voyron qui a fait cunnaitre l'opinion des généraux relativement aux desi- 
derata des Re ntants des Puissances et demande leur approbation a cet égard. Il y aura également a 
préparer une lettre aux Plénipotentiaires au sujet de la destruction des ouvrages fortifiés dont ils avaient 
déclaré vouloir se charger, Jeur proposition ayant été agréée par les généraux. 


2° Le Prince K'ing et Li Hong-tchang ont exprimé le désir de reprendre possession du Yamen jes 
Censeurs. Cet édifice étant situé dans le secteur allemand, le Doyen pourrait répondre que la rétrocession en 
sera négociée par le Ministre d’Allemagne qui avisera directement les Plénipotentiaires Chinois. — Ap- 
prouve. | 


3° La Commission du Whampou est préte asoumettre a la réunion les modifications faites au projet 
primitif, d’aprés les suggestions de divers Ministres, 


4° MM. Komora, Joostens et le Baron Czikann ayant prévenu leurs Collégues qu'ils adhéraient a la 
fixation au chiffre de 450 millions de taels de l’indemnité, on pourrait aviser les Chinois que les réclama- 
tions ont été arrétées & celle somme et leur soumettre en méme temps le plan d’amortissement n® 5. 


5° On pourrait également leur écrire au sujet de la concession de Kulangsou. 


6° Il y a & répondre a une lettre du Comte de Montgelas qui a demandé que le cércleé international soit 
antorisé par le Gouvernement Chinois @ occuper son local actuel. 


7* Qu’est-il advenu du projet de proclamation soumis par Sir Ernest Satew au Corps Diplomatique et 
annoncant le rétablissement de la paix et la remise du pays aux autorilés locales ? 
Sir Ernest Satow répond qu'apres que ce projet a éle approuvé par ses Collégues, il l'a fait traduire et 
imprimer & mille evemplaires. On pourrait en remetire cent exemplaires aux Légations qui ont encore des 
secteurs & Pékin, et en envover au Gouvernement Provisoire de Tientsin, aux administrations de chemin 
de fer etc. qui se chargeraient de |’affichage. | 

M. de Mumm pense qu'il serait bon que les affiches fussent toutes apposées en méme temps. 


8° Il y ala question de l'affichage dans les provinces des édits prévus par les articles II et X de la 
Note Collective. rapports fournis 4 Sir Eraest Satow par les agents anglais, il résulte que !'affichage 
auratt été fait réguliérement dans ae toutes les provinces. II ne sait rien en ce qui concerne la Mand 
chourie, la Mongolie et Je Chansi Nord d’oa il n’a recueilli aucun renseignement. A Tientsin l'affichage n'a 
n'a pas été fait mais on ne peut incriminer les Chinois puisque c’est le Gouvernement Provisoire qui admi- 
nistre. 

Les renseignements qu’a recus M. Joostens lui permettent de dire que l'affichage des édits n’a été fait 
nulle part en Mongolie. 

of de Mumm propose que le Doyen envoie au Gouvernement Provisoire une copie des deux édits, re- 
latifs @ la suspension des examens et 4 la défense d’appartenic aux Sociétés anti-étrangéres, a la responsa- 
bilité des fonctionnaires de province en cas de mouvements anti-étrangers et antres infractions aux traités. 
Il les ferait graver et 4 ee — Adoptée. 9°. 10°. 11°. Enfin il reste a s'occuper des réponses & faire con- 
cernant les cimetiéres, les punitions dans les provinces, le sel, le cérémonial ete. 

Le Baron Czikann dit que, par avance, la Commission de Rédaction, a préparé des lettres relatives aux 
questions indiquées par M. de Mumm. 

Ii donne lecture du projet de réponse au général Voyron. (Voir copie de la correspondance.) 

M. de Giers fait des réserves au sujet de la phrase relative & l'ajournement de l'entrée des troupes 
chinoises & Pékin. Empécher l’entrée de ces troupes, est assumer une grave responsabilité. Il y a des trou- 
bles dans les environs de la capitale et en ville méme. Le Ministre de Russie ne croit pas pouvoir approu- 


ver le pe ci-dessus visé. 
. Beau déclare qu’il a fait les mémes réserves que M. de Giers, au momentde la rédaction de la lettre 
et qu'il croit. devoir encore les renouveler ici. 

M. de Giers croit qu’on pourrait ne pas répondre encore sur ce point particulier, car une réponse va- 
gue aurait l'inconvénient de lier les mains a la fois aux généraux et aux chinois. Il est préférable de s’abs- 
tenir d’émettre un ey Ee les deux ou troissemaines que durera encore l’occupation. De plus il y a 
gg Vanarchie dans la ville pendant le temps nécessaire @ la substitution des réguliers aux troupes 


M. Beau é net un avis conforme. Il ajoute qu il sera d'autant plus nécessaire de s entendre aver les Pié- 
nipoteotiaires Chinvis au sujet de la rentrée des troupes Impériales que certaines Puissances, comme la 
l'rance et |'Autriche-Hongrie, dont les casernements ne sont pas encore préts, devront conserver des can- 
tonnements en ville aprés l’évacuation des effectifs étrangers, et que des arrangements syéciaux devrout 
étre conclus a cet égard avec les Plénipotentiaires. : 

M. de Giers dit que les Ministres ou les commmandants des troupes pourraient s’entendre avec M. Hou 

yu Fen. 
Sir Ernest Satow objecte que le =r Diplomatique était d'aceord pour autoriser 3000 régutiers a s’ap- 
procher jusqu'a Tsing ho au nord du Palais d'Eté et que le général Gaselee eu avait avisé M. Hou yu Fen. 
|bes troubles s'étant produits dans le sud du Tchely, & Ky Tchéou, Li Hong-tehang y a envoyé 2000 régu- 
liers. Quant 4 ceux qui restaient, ils -ne sont pas encore arrivés & Lou-kou-kiao, mais sont restés quelque 
part sur la ligne du Lou Han. Une partie de ces soldats pourraient étre chargés de la répression du brigan- 
dage dans les envirous de la ville, o@ on était d'accord de les admettre vers le 1** aout. 

M. de Mumm fait remarquer que si les réguliers chinois nesont plus disponibles, ils n’entreront pas & Pékin, 
mais que ce n'est pas une raison pour dire cn principe aux chinois qu’ils n’entreront pas. Il est d'avis de rée- 
pondre au général Voyron dans les termes indiqués par MM. Beau et de Giers. Ii a fait dans le temps oppo- 
sition & Ventrée des réguliers, en conformité de vues avec les autorités militaires allemandes, mais celles-ci 
se sont depuis rangées a l'avis contraire comme le général Voyron, tS 

Sir Ernest Satow propuse denvoyer des interprétes avec les commandants étrangers pour régler la 
question de concert avec les Chinois. 

M. de Giers accepterait le mode de procéder indiqué par Sir Ernest Satow, comme il admettrait aussi 
que les militaires indiquassent leur desiderata et que les Ministres se chargeassent des négociations. 

M. Beau ext d'avis qu'on demande aux militaires les emplacements qu’ils occuperont en ville et aux 
Plénipotentiaires ceux qui seront assignés a leurs troupes. Il propose la rédaction suivante qui est adopteée 
comme fin de la lettre au général Voyron. 

« En ce qui concerne lentrée des rézuliers & Pékin, les Représentants Etrangers se proposent d'exa- 
miner cetle question daccord avec leurs autorités militaires respectives et avec les Plénipoteutiaires Chi- 


nos. » 


M. Komura dit que les généraux ont fixé le 15 aodt comme date de l’évacuation générale de Pékin. 

M.de Mumm objecte que cette date ne peut étre imperative et qu'il est préférable de ne pas la inention- 
ner, 

Sur l’avis de Sir Ernest Satow, on ajoute qu'on s'en referera aux généraux du soin de se prononcer sur 
la date d'évacuation de Pekin. 

M. Komura. « Tout ce que nous avons a dire c’est que nous acceptons la date fixée par les généraux 
qui ont pris la décision, bien que sachaut que certains corps évacueraient Pékin avant ou aprés la date du 
1) aodt. » 


Cet'e opinion est atceptér et le texte ainsi libellé. « Les Représentants Etrangers acceptent la proposi- 
tion qui leur est faite par les commandants en chef des troupes alliées. » 


Le Baron Czikann dit que la Comnission de Réaction n'a pas eu le temps d’écrire anx Plénipoten- 
tiaires relativement a la destruction des ouvrages fortifiés, Elle voulait avoir l'opinion da Corps Diplomati- 
que, quise prononce d'ailleurs en faveur de la formule de la contmunication du général Voyron. La lettre 
sera envoyée dans ces terines, 


Le Ministrs d’Autriche-Horgrie donne lecture du projet de note aux Plénipotentiaires au sujet des in- 
demnités, Aux mots « 450 millions de taels en or » on substitue eeux de « 450 millions payables en or au 
cours du 1* avril 190%. » C'est le taux choisi pour l’évaluation des indemnités et il est en outre plus éleve 
que le taux actuel. 

A propos des indemnités, M. de Giers dit qu'il a regu de nouvelles instructions de son Gouvernement. 
Trouvant que dans lin'érét général, il est désirable d'arcélérer la solution de la question de l'indemnité, le 
‘;ouvernement Impérial de Russie est prét a ne pas insister sur la néressité de corsidérer dés a présent 
l'augmentation éventuelle des droits @importation maritime au-dessua de 5 90 comme une garantie de ré- 
serve, mais & condition que, dans le cas ob les ressources affpgtées au service des obligations se trouveraient 
étre insuffisantes, les Puissances d'un commun accord, procéderaient immeédiatement a l'étude et a la fixa- 
tion des mesures nécessaires pour combler le deficit. 

Le Gouvernement Impérial entend que la possibilité d‘étendre cette étude & la question de l'augmenta- 
tion des droits dimportation ne doit pas étre exclue et qu'en y'jnsistant pas actuellenent sur la garantie de 
reserve qu il avait proposée il n'exprime pas pag la son acceptation de la déclaration faite par Son Excellence 
le Ministre d’ Angleterre qui précise qu'uve augmentation éventuelle dex droits d'importation au dessus de 
5°, devrait étre utilisée en entier pour le: réformes indiquées par Sir Ernest Satow. 

Le Ministre d’Angleterr) répond : « Je suis prét & accepter an nom de nom Gouvernement la condition 
jointe a la déclaration que vient de faire San Excellence le Ministre de Russie. Que son Gouvernement 
i insiste pas dés & présent sur une augmentation éventuelle des droits d’importdtion au dela de 5 *),. comme 
surantic de réserve, d'autant plus quelle ¢st confurme a la proposition que j'ai soumise & mes Collégues 
duns notre derniére séanre, i 

Quant a la déclaraiion que vient d’y ajouter Son-Exeellence le Ministre de Russie, je suis obligé de 
dire que je la regarde comme une déclaration énanant seulement du Gouvernement qui la fait et que je ne 
suis pas autorisé & rien changer ace que j'ai déja dit aw sujet de la garantie de réserve. ». ) 

M. de Giers observe que cette déclaration peut s‘appliquer non seylement & son Gouvernement. mais a 
sea purtagent ses vues. | | ee 

. de Mumm dit qu'il semble résulter des paroles que viennent de prononcer MM. de. Giers et Sir 
Ernest Satuw que la difficulté que présentait la question dea indemnités est heureusement aplanie et .il en 
felicite le Corps Diplomatique, a ae os inns | Ka 


eer. 
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M. Rockhill ajoute qu'on pourrait dés a present renvoyer a la Commission des indemnités le projet de 


protocole relatif 4 la question des indempités afin qu'elle sen serve comme canevas pour la préparation du 
pretocole final. 


La majorité des Ministres se prononcent pour l’élaboration d’un protocole général. Mais M. de Mumm fait 


observer que la partie relative & l'indemnité en constituera la base la plus importante et il appuie la motion — 


de M. Rockhill qui est adoptée. 

M. le Baron Czikann donne lecture du projet de réponse aux Plénipotentiaires relativement a la conces- 
sion de Kulangsou. 

Adopteé. 

M. Beau lit le projet de lettre concernant les rimeti¢ves. — Adopté également. 

On décide que le Comité de rédaction répondra au comte de Mongelas dans le sens suivant : « Le cer- 
« cle international est installé dans la partie nord de la Via d'Italia, qui a été laissée aux Chinois, et qui doit 
« constituer lespace découvert faisant face au glacis. On ne pourrait sans contradiction demander le maintien 
« de cette construction et son affectation a l’usage des officiers étrangers qui trouveront d’ailleurs au Club 
« de Pékin laccueil qu'il sont en droit d'attendre et jouiront des avantages qu'il procure & ses Membres. » 

M. ‘le Marquis Salvago voudrait savoir si, comme le lui a écrit M. Hou yu Fen, Jes différentes puissan- 
ces, ont, en reudaut la police de leurs secteurs aux Autorités Chinoises, permis aux agents le port de fusils 
a répétition, (Fusils a 6 coups ?) 

MM. Komura et Beau disent que seuls les revolvers ont été autorisés sur les secteurs Japonnais et Fran- 
cals, 

M. de Mumm dit que les officiers allemands se sont opposés a l'emploi de fusils se chargeant par la cu- 
lasse. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit que, sollicité d'autoriser l'importation de 400 revolvers de fabrication bolge, en- 
ireposés & Ilungkong, il a dd s‘y refuser. 


M. de Mumm annonce que la commission du Whangpou a modifié son projet d'aprés les indications du 
Corps Diplomatique. Elle fera circuler le texte nouveau en méme temps que l'ancien, Le texte définitif ne 
pourra d ailleurs étre établi que quand tous Jes Ministres auront recu des instructions, notamment M. Beau 
qui a demandé que les Puissances dont le tonnage est de 200.000 tonnes et au dessus (Contre proposition de 
lamendement Komura) soient représentées au Conseil du Wangpou, ce qui ferait entrer en plus dans cé 
Conseil un Représentant de la France et des Etats-Unis. 


Aw sujet dune plainte des Chinois de Tientsin, & propos de l’'application du droit sur le sel, on deman- 
dera Tavis du Gouvernement provisoire. Il résulte d'ailleurs d’une indication fournie 4 M. de Mumm par le 
délegué allemand du Gouvernement provisoire, que la plainte sus-visée n'était pas fondée. 


Sir Ernest Satow rappelle que M. de Giers avait demandé quels étaient les Gouvernements qui accep- 
taient le terme de 5 ans, quels étaient ceux qui acceptaient le terme de 2 ans pour l'interdiction de l’impor- 
tution des armes. (Execution de larticle V de la Note Collective.) 

En ce qui le concerne, le Ministre d’ Angleterre a répondu que son Gouvernement accepterait le terme 
de 2 ans, s'il était agréé par les autres Puissances ; qu’il était prét en outre a abandonner le projet de ré- 
vlement soumis a l'approbation des Cabinets étrangers, car il est d'une application difficile et impliquerait 
une intervention de la lézislation des différentes Puissances, difficile 4 obtenir. La Douane Maritime pour- 
rait étre chargée de la répression de la contrebande de guerre. 

M. de Mamm dérlare que sou Gouvernement préférerait le terme de 2 ans, renouvelable, si l’expérience 
montre l'efficacité de la répression de la contrebande, car la contrebande est difficile & exclure et le tralic lé- 
vilime serait alteint. 

M. de Giers voit des inconvénients a laisser la repression de la contrebande aux chinois. Un navire de 
guerre devra-t-il assister impassible devant un débarquement clandestin d’armes, et n’avoir d'autre recours 
us de s'adresser an Commissaire des Douanes le plus voisin ? 

M. le Marquis Salvago dit que je Gouvernement italien se rallieraau terme de 2 ans, avec faculté de 
prolongation. 

M. le Baron Czikann fait une déclaration identique, en ce qui concerne I’ Autriche-Hongrie. 

M. Rockhill a recu des instructions. Son Gouvernement acceptera un projet pratique et un terme rai- 
sonnable pour Pinterdiction de Vimportation des armes et munitions, si les autres Puissances y donnent 
leur assentiment, Pour la répression de la contrebande, on devra demander de nouvelles luis au Congres, 
<i la législation actuelle est insuflisante, mais on ne peut encore préjuger des décisions du Congres. 


M. Komura se prononce pour une prohibition n'excédant pas deux ans, contre la défense d'exportation 
et pour la défense d importation. Il voudrat que lautorisation fat donnee d’importer les armes et muni- 
tions nécessaires & la police intérieure de la Chine. L’autorisation serait éventuellement accordée par le 
Corps Diplomatique et par lintermédiaire de son Doyen. 

Sir Ernest Satow et M. Roekhill remarquent que ce desideratum a é:¢ exprimé par les Chinois dans le 
inemorandum concernant la Note collective. 


Plusieurs Ministres proposent que la Commission de payement des Indemnités entreprenne dores ct 
déja la préparation d'un protocole final pour la conclusion des négociations. M. de Mumm est d'avis qu'on 
pourrait le signer dans une quinzwine de jours. Il dit que la Commission recevra de toutes les Commissions 
spéciales les informations qui lui seront nécessaires pour son travail. 

Le Ministre d’Allemagne demande a ses Collégues qui ont l'occasion de rencontrer les Plénipotentiaires 
Chinois ou leurs délégués de hater la solution des questions non résolues, celles des limites du quartier 
Diplomatique prés de Hatamen, de la réforme du Tsongli-yamen, du cérémonial, des punitions des provin- 
ces etc, 

Sir Ernest Satow dit qu'il retire ses objections contre le maintien du mur du Palais en face du « car- 
riage Park », on pourra en aviser les Chinois, 


La séance est levée a midi et demie.

SOIXANTE-ET-UNIEME SEANCE 


Réunion du Corps Diplomatique en date du 27 Juillet 1901. 


La scance est ouverte a 2 heures de l'aprés-midi a la Légation d'Espagne, sous la présidence de M. de 
Cologan, Doyen. | 


Sont présents : 
MM. les Ministres d'Allemagne, d'Autriche-Horgrie, de Belgique, d’Espagne, de France, de Grande- 
Bretagne, d'Ttalie, du Japoo, des Pays-Bas, de Russie et le Plénipotentiaire des Biats-Unis. 


_ M. de Mumm, comme Président de la Commission du Payement des Indemnités a eru devoir convoquer 
la présente reunion. 

Duns la lettre aux Plénipotentiaires Chinois concernant les indemnités, dont le texte a été arrété hier, 
on n'a pas tenu compte de ce que le plan d amortissement, joint a cette communication, avait été établi seule- 
inent pour les calculs, et que Jes interéts pour la période allant du 1* juillet au3! décembre 1901 n'y avaient 
pas été portés. Or, plusieurs Puissances, la Russie et |'Allemague entre autres, ont demandé que les intéréts 
commencent 4 courir @ partir du 1* juillet. L’omission sus-meutionnée causerait une perte de 9 millions de 
taels. Aussi la Commission a-t-elle cru pouvoir retenir la Note afin d’y faire, aprés approbation du Corps 
Diplomatique, les modifications nécessaires. Elle a été aussi d’avis de profiter du remaniement de la Note 
pour y mentionner les résolu'ions prises le 11 juin dernier a |’égard des ressources de garantie de |'indemnite. 

En ce qui concerne le payement des intéréts courant a partir du 1* juillet 1901, Tn Chine aura une cer- 
taine difficulté & s'aequitter, car les nouvelles ressources ne pourront étre appliquées au plus tét qu’en sep- 
tembre ou octobre. Il y avait une proposition de commencer le service de la dette au 1* octobre. Cela cepen- 
dant ferait perdre les intéréts de trois mois c'est-a-dire les intéréts pour les mois du 1° juilletau 1" octobre 1901. 
})‘ailleurs Sir Robert Hart qu'a vu M. de Mumm, demande au Corps Diplomatique de ne faire commencer le 
nouveau service qu’a partir du |* janvier prochain et de permettre que le pavement des intéréts courant a 
partir du 1* juillet 1901 soit réparti sur une période de trois ans. M. de Mumma observé et Sir Robert Hart 
a admis qu’il y aurait lieu alors de tenir compte des interéts composés. 

Le Ministre d Allemagne relit le projet de Note aux Plénipotentiaires Chinois avec les modifications. 
(Voir copie le la correspondance. / 

M. de Giers déclare qu'il a rendu compte & son Gouvernement des observations faites par Sir Robert 
Hart que si la question des indemnités n'etait pas réglée avant la fin du mois de juillet, | intérét du semestre 
de l'année courante ne pourrait étre paye eu janvier 1902. Il n'a pas regu de réponse et est assez embarrasse 
pour se prononcer car de l’observation de Sir Robert Hart son Gouvernement devait conclure qu'il y avait 
encore possibilité de payer Jes intéréts en janvier 1902. Il se rangera néanmoins a la décision de ses Collé- 
gues, si elle est unanime. 

Le Doyen met aux voix. « Accepte-t-on que le service de l'amortissement commenee au {* janvier 
1902 avec liberté aux Chinois d'acquitter eu 3 ans l'arriéré des intéréts du 1** juillet 1901 au {* janvier 1902. 

Oui a l'unanimite. 


M. de Mumm lit |'addition 4 la Note concernant les ressources unanimement indiquées par les Puis- 
sances. 

M. de Giers demande qu'on ajoute aux mots « droits d’importation..... » le mot « maritime. » 

Sir Ernest Satow, — Y a-t-il donc un tarif special pour les droits sur les frontiéres terrestres ? 

M. de Giers. — Il ya un tarif spécifique sur certains articles et sur d'autres un tarif spécial, base 
sur le tarif maritime, représentant Jes 273 des droits de ce tarif. Avec la rédaction que propose M. de Giers, 
le tarif basé sur le tarif maritime sera naturellement augmenteé, tandis qu’aucune modification ne sera faite 
au tarif spécifique. 

La modification proposée par le Ministre de Russie est adoptée et sur la demande du Doyen, on 
approuve a l'unanimité la désignation des ressources. 

M. de Giers demande si les paiements des arrérages de la dette se feront tous les trois mois ou tous jes 
six mois. Plus le terme sera court, mieux cela vaudra. 

Sir Ernest Satow croit qu'on stipulera que les versements & la Commission de Shanghai seront m:n- 
suels mais que le payement des intéréts aux Puissances sera semestriel. On l'indiquera dans le protocole 
Dans plusieurs pays les rentes de Etat sont payables tous les trois mois, mais les intéréts sur d'autres obli- 
gations par semestres. 

Il ajoute qu’on devrait décider & quelle date commencera la perception des droits ramenés a 5 0)0 effec- 
tifs. Le plus tot sera le mieux, a son avis, bien que les opinions du commerce soient partagées ; il y a a 
craindre l'accumulation des marchandises pendant la période précédant le relévement des droits. L’intérét 
commence a courir le premier juillet. Les Chinois pourront disposer immédiatement des ressources de |: 
Douane indigéne et de la gabelle. Il serait juste qu ils profitassent également de l'augmentation du tarif. 

M. Rockhill objecte qu’il y a des contrats commerciaux & longue échéance et que les négociants souf-

M. Komura préférerait qu’au lieu de dire suivra « immédiatement la signature du protocole » on indi- 
quat un certain délai, par exemple le 1** novembre. Le délai sera sans importance puisque le paiement de 
linterét est reporté a une date ultérieure. 

Sir Ernest Satow répond que, lors de la signature du protocole, il faudra indiquer la date .de |’éléva- 
tion & 5 Ojg effectifs des droits d' importation ad valorem.

Réunion du Corps Diplomatigue en date du 10 Aoiit 1901. 


La séance est ouverte 4 10 heures du matin, a la Legation d’Espagne, sous la présidence de M. de 
Cologan, deyen. 


Sont présents : MM. tes Ministres d’Allemagne, «’Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d Espagne, de 
France, de Grande-Bretagne, d'lwlie, du Japon, des Pays-Bas, de Russie et le Plénipotentiaire des Etals- 
Unis. 


Lecture est fai'e des rectifications au procés-verlal de la 61* séance, qui est adopté. 


Le Doyen rappelle que la séunce a été convoquée a la demande de M. de Mumm, Président de Ja 
Commission du Whampou, pour examiner une proposition de M, Beau, tendant a faire représenter dans |i 
Commission d'amélioration du Whampou, les nations dont le Wnnage & Shanghai est de 200,000 ton- 
neaur. . 

M. de Mumm ajoute, qu'aprés avoir traité cette question, le Corps Diplomatique pourra discuter le pro- 
jet de protocole final, élaboré par la Commission de paiement des Indemnités. 

Dans des séanees anterieures, le Ministre de France avait insisté pour faire représenter dans la Com- 
mission d’'amélioration du Whampou les Puissances dent le tonnage .a entrée et ala sortie de Shanghai 
s éléve & 200,000 tonnes, mais il n'avait pas encore regu d’instructions. 

Dautre part, la Commission Diplomatique du Whampou s'était crue autorisée, en vue de gagner du 
temps, a envoyer aux Chinois le projet de réglement et l'annexe, car il était nécessaire que les Vlénipoien- 
tiaires obtinssent l'approbation du Gouvernement avant de signer la convention et d’accepter le protocole 
final. I] est né¢essaire également d avoir l'appui du Vice-Roi Lieou Kouen Y qui est trés puissant. Le Con- 
sul général d’Allemagne a Shanghai qui l’a vu n‘a pas retiré de son entretien une impression trés favorable. 
Le Vice-Roi a déclaré qu’en équite, = étrangers devraient payer tous les frais pour |’amélioration de la 
riviére et laisser la direction des travaux aux Douanes Maritimes. M. de Mumm serait heureux que ses Col- 
légues prescrivissent a leursagents a Shanghai d’intervenir activemeut auprés. de Lieou Kouen Y pour l'ame- 
ner & aceveillir nos dssiderata. Li Hong-tehang, que M. de Mumm a vu samedi dernier, a déclaré qu'en ce 
qui concernait les travaux d'amelivration du Peiho, son concours, comme Vice-Roi du Tcheli, était tout 
uequis ; il ne voyait pas d'ohjection pour le Whampou, mais il pensait que la contribution finaneiére chi- 
noise serait malaisée § obtenir, Le Ministre d’ Allemagne a_ profité de sa visite & Li Hong-tchany pour lui 
indiquer les édits nécecsaires qui n’ayaient pas encore été publiés; ce dernier a répondu qu'il n’y aurail 
aneune difficulté a cet égard. Pour ce qui est des forts 4 raser, Lia dit quil était difficile de répondre a la 
note des Représentants et méme den accuser récep*ion. Le Gouvernement Chinois consent a raser les forts 
mais il ne voudrait pas écrire qu'il y consent. Le Vire-Roi a ajouté qu'il était. prét a signer le protocole 
linul avec une phrase congue approximativement dans le sens indiqué par nous et une annexe portant la no- 
meneclature des forts. 

Revenant a la question du Whampou, M. de Mumm constate que l'accord s'est fait sur l'ensemble du 
projet. Reste a faire l'entente sur la question des 200,000 ou 500,000 tonnes, M. Beau avant déclaré. qu'en 
maintenant le chiffre de 500,000 tonnes. il serait pendant longtemps peut-étre encore difficile a la France 
d'étre représentée dans la Commission d’amélioration de Ja riviére. M. de Mumm tient, pour bien préciser 
les choses ace que, l'opinion du Corps Diplomatique soit demandée sur un premier point : 

Accepte-t-on le projet da Whampou, a / exception de la question du tonnage. 

Oui, a Punanimite. 

Sur la question du tonnage, le Doyen consulte les Représentanis. 

M. Korrura demande que le paragraphe h soit maintenu en principe et que le chiffre du tonnage ne soit 
pas meutionne. Il edt préféré les 500,006 tonnes, mais n'a pas d objection au chiffre de 200,000. 

M. de Giers et le Baron Czikann acceptent ce chiffre. 

MM. Joostens, le —— Salvago, Knobel se ralliervnt a la majorite. 

Sir Ernest Satow préfere le chiffre de 500,000 tonnes. Le tonnage total anglais pour 1899 a été de 
4.900.000 tonnes, le tonnage chirois d' | million, le tonnage japonais de 900.000 le tonnage allemand de 
05,000 tonnes. La France et les Etats-Unis ont ea un peu au-dessus de 200,000 tonnes. La représentation 
qu'on demande n‘est pas nue représentation proportionnelle. Le Ministre «Angleterre bien que peu parti- 
sun des représentants officiels, préfére le chiffre primitivement indiqué de 500.000 tonneaux. 

M. Rockhill, bien qu'il doive faire profiter son Gouvernement de l'adoption de la proposition de 
M. Beau, se ralliera & la majorité. 

M. de Mamm quoique sans instructions précises 4 ce sujet, se croit pourtant autorisé & accepler le 
chiffre demandé par son Collégue de France. I! est vrai que pour Allemagne, avec son commerce annue! 
au-dessus de 500,000 tonnes a Shanghai déja les chiffres proposés par Sir Ernest Satow auraient assure un 
Représentant, mais M. de Mumm ne voit pas d’objection d'étendre ce privilége aussi a d'autres nations si 
elles le désirent. 

M. Beau fait remarquer qu'il ne s'agit pas de la représentation proportionnelle des intéréts, mais de la 
représentation légitime des divers intéréts; il importe que tous les états qui ont une navigatiun important: 
svient représenités dans la Commission. 


Un tonnage annuel de 200,000 tonnes comme celui de la France, des Etats-Unis, et de Ja Russie tné- 
rite certainement d’étre pris en considération. 

M. de Mumm. En résumé, Sir Ernest Satow s’en tient aux 500,000 tonnes, MM. de Giers, Beau, et le 
aron Czikaon se prononcent pour 200,000 tonnes, Les autres Ministres sont préts a voter avec la majorite. 
Il est nécessaire de demander des instructions aux Gouvernements. I! propose en attendant d'envoyer aux 
Chinois le réglement et l’'annexe du Woosung en omettant dans l'un et l'autre texte le chiffre du tonnage 

Adopté a l'unanimiteé. 


M. de Mumm donne lecture du projet de protorole final. La Commission a d‘ailleurs fait au texte un 
certain hombre de changements depuis qu'il a été mis en circulation. }

Article II. A propos du Duc Lan, M. de Giers dit que Je Consul de Russie & Ourounji lui a annuncé 
larrivée de ce personnage dana la ville. — | 

La Commission veillera & ce que Jes princes et mandarins coupables soient désignés dans le protocole 
final comme dans les Décrets. — 

Au sujet de Tong-fou-siang, la Commission s'est exprimée ainsi : « Tong-fou-siang a été privé de ses 
fonctions par édit impér al du 13 février en attendant qu'il soit statué sur la peine définitive a lui infliger. » 
Il a été jugé préférable de ne pas mentionner la peine de mort que la Cour avait prononcée par un édit se- 
cret, pour ne pas créer d’embarras possible au Gouvernement de Singan. 

Article III, Pas d’observations. 

Article TV. V. Pas d’observations. 

M. de Giers cependant désire qu'on n'annexe pas au protorole les édits impériaux relatifs aux punitions 
des provinces. Dans un but de conciliation il n'a pas fait d'objection aux allusions concernant le chatiment des 
coupables, mais il ne peut confirmer la justice d’une répression qu'il n'a pas demandeée, 

Sir Ernest Satow répond qu’a son avis les crimes contre ’humanité étaient aussi graves que ceux con- 
tre le droit des gens, et que puisqu’on avait annexé au protocole les édits sur les punitions des coupables 
de Pékin, on aurait dQ faire de méme pour les coupables des provinces. 

Sur une observation de M. de Mumm, qui déclare que la Commission a cru devoir tenir compte des con- 
sidéralions présentées par M. de Giers, Sir Ernest Satow dit qu'il se rangera a la majorité. 

Le Doyen met aux voix les articles de I & V inclusivement qui sont adopteés & Funanimite. 

M. de Mumm réserve pour la fin Ja lecture de l'article VI qui donnera lieu & des objections et passe a 
celle des articles de VII a XT. 

Article VII. Sir Ernest Satow, au sujet du quartier Diplomatique, dit qu'il a prié le commandant du 
génie anglais de s’entendre avec ses Collégues étrangers pour la pose des bornes limites. 

Article VITI. La liste des forts a raser sera annexée au protocule. 

Articles IX, X, XI, approuveés. 

Article X11. M. Rockhill ohserve que, ence qui concerne la réforme du cérémonial de Cour, un mémo- 
randum annexé au protocole pourrait suflire : un édit impérial n'a pas été demandé aux l-lénipoteutiaires 
Chinois, 

Le Doyen met aux voix les articles VII et suivants qui sont adoptés 4 l'unanimité avec les modifications 
faites au cours de la séance. 


On passe a |’étude de larticle VI. 
Sir Ernest Satow veut préciser que le montant de l'indemnité de 450 millions est une dette en or, et 
que tous les six mois, l'intérét et lamortissement seront payés en or, 

M. de Mumm demande que la Commission soit chargée d'arréter le texte définitif. Accep’é. 

M. de Giers insiste pour qu'on insére le nom de la monnaie, et le poids relatif d’or dans chaque mon- 
naic. Cela se fait pour tous Jes emprunts, 

La Commission se conformera aux indications de M. de Giers. 

M. de Mumm dit que Sir Ernest Satow a demandé que le tael fut calculé a 3 sh. or, 3 sh. ne seprésen- 
lent pas le cours du Hai Kouan tael au 1° avril. 

Ministre d’Angleterre répond qu'il a voulu choisir un chiffre rond pour faciliter lesealcu!s. D ailleurs 
le taux que M. Hillier lui avait indiqué comme taux du tael au 1* avril difflére de celui qu'il a donne a 
M. von Bohlen et qui a servi de base aux caleuls de la Commission des Indemnités. On tachera, de toutes 
lacons, de s'arranger. 

M. Komura remarque qu'on a spé-ifié le taux du 1* avril et qu'on ne peut plus rien y changer, 

M. de Giers ajoute que les bons émis porteront. peut-étre leur valeur mentionnée en plusieurs monnaies 
et que par conséquent. i fuut établir une concordance entre elles, 

A la fin du § @ de Larticle VI, la Commission des Indemnités a supprimé de son projet le paragraplie 
suivant : . 

« La Chine s’interdit la faculté de convertir ou rembourser tout ou partie de cette detie autrement que 
par le jeu de l'amortissement indiqué ci-dessus dont le montant ne pourra étre accru ou diminué sans le con- 
seulement des Puissances.- 

Sir Ernest Satow lit la déclaration suivante : « Ce paragraphe fut rayé par une majorité de la Commis- 
sion, mais, d'aprés mon avis, il est a regretter qu'il n’ait pas été retenu. 

Je ne désire nullement entraver la liberté de la Chine de se débarrasser de ses dettes par ses propres 
moyens. Elle préférerait peut-é:re amortir le capital 4 une date plus rapprochée que celle du Qian d’amortis- 
sement., 

A mon avis, une période d'amortissement plus éloignée aurait été avantageuse pour elle. 

Je ne désire pas, je le répéte, entraver sa liberté d'action dans les questions économiques pourvu qu'elle 
accorde le méme traitement a tous ses créanciers, et n’en favorise pas un ou plusieurs dans des négociations 
busées sur les arrangements financiers auxquels lesa autres Puissances n auraient pas pris part. 

J'ai donc |! honneur d'inviter mes honorables Collégues a rétablir le paragraphe ci-dessus mentionne, » 


M. de Giers répond que le paragraphe a é'é biffé & sa demande, le Gouvernement russe étant d’opinion 
qu'on ne peut empécher la Chine de se libérer quand elle le Jugera convenable et possible. 

M. de Mumm ajoute qu'il a souscrit & la demande de M. de Giers parce qu’en envoyant la Note aux 
_ Chinois et en y joignant le plan ¢’amortissement qu'on leur impose, la Chine se trouve liée. Le poragraphe 

dout parle Sir Ernest Satow u’ajouterait rien a la question, Il est clair que Ja Chine quand elle voudra se de- 
barrasser de la dette “angie le faire en rachetant ses bons, mais elle pe pourra empécher les obligataires de 
» profiter des chances du plan d’amortissement. 

M. Beau fait remarquer qu’on ne peut empécher la Chine de racheter ses bons si l'occasion lui en est 
offerte, si les VPuissauces voulaient en empécher, elles devraient se lier les mains a elles-mémes. 

Dans la pratique, conclut M. de Giers, la suppression du paragraphe visé par Sir Ernest Satow n'a 
aucune Importance, 

§ d. Sir Ernest Satow dit que si les Gouvernemen!s étaient obligés d'accepter & chaque échéance, le taux 
du tael établi daprés le cours du trimestre précédent, ils risqueraient de perdre. 

M. de Mumm reépond que la Commission s'était laissée guider par un sentiment d’équité a légard des 
Chinois, pensant qu’a la suite des diverses échéances, | équilibre s'établirait dans le cours des taels. 

M. de Giers objecte ~ le Corps Diplomatique a fixé le taux du tael au 1* avril pour le montant de 
Tindemnité, Il s’agissait du capital. Pour le paiement des échéances, il serait plus clair de dire que la Coni- 
inission des banquiers indiquerait au Gouvernement Chinois la quantité de taels a fournir pour achat de l’or. 

Sur la demande de plusieurs Ministres, le Ministre de Russie libelle ainsi sa proposition : 

« Avant chaque échéance, la dite Commission indiguera au Gouvernement Chinois la quantité de Hai 
Kouan taels qu'il devra fournir pour lachat de l’or necessaire au service de la dette.» 

Cette redaction est adoptée a l'unanimite. 

e. 1° « Les ressources affectées a la garantie des bons sont énumérées ci-aprés. — 

* « Le reliquat des Dowanes Maritimes » la Commissiona ajouté « le reliquat des revenus de la Douane 
Maritime aprés payement de lintérét et de tamortissement des emprunts antérieurs gagés sur ces revenus. » 

A propos de la phrase «importations maritimes». Sir Ernest Satow lit Ja déclaration suivante : « Ces 
mots ‘‘importations maritimes” ont été insérés 4 la demande de Son Excellence le Ministre de Russie. Je 
dois faire remarquer que des stipulations en faveur du commerce par voie de terre entre pays limitrophes sout 
acordées ordiuairement pour les marchandises d'origine locale. Si les diminutions des drvits d'importation 
et (exportation étaient appliquées de maniére a en faire profiter les marchandises en général, ayant pour re- 
subtat—darcorder—at—marchandises transportées par voie de terre un avantage queiconque sur lés mMémes 


marchandises transpurtées par mer, ce ne serait pas confurme aux obligations que la Chine a contractées de 
par ses traites.

M. de Giers réwond qu’il tient 4 déclarer que les conditions dans lesquelles se fait Vimportation par voie 


de terre sout stipulées daus des traités et conventions qui ne contiennent pas l'indicetion que ces conditions 
ee rapporteut seulement aux marchandises dorigine locale et que la Russie ne pourrait adwettre que la Chine 
cherchat a se soustraire 4 ses engagements relatifs & Vimpertation par voie de terre.» 

M. Beau fait une observation analogue, a l'égard des conventions franco-chinoises de 1886 qui réglent 
les conditions de trafic entre le Tonkin et la frontiére chinoise. 

Au sujet des exceptions a faire dans le tarif des droits d' importation. M. Beau déclare que son Gouver- 
nement a toujours entendu que faire maintenir exemption de droit sur le riz.

M. Nwekhill dit qu'il serait préférable de traiter plus tard la question; mais Sir Ernest Satow voudrait 
que ces indications fussent données le plus rapidement possible, avant la mise en vigueur des droits de 5 ()),) 
ad valorem.

M. Rockhill acreptera le 1*" octobre.

M. de Mumm observe que Je protocole final est une compilation des résul r .

Sur le terme des travaux de révision du tarif, Sir Ernest Satow avait proposé 4 mois, mais il a su 
depuis que selon l‘opinion des experts six mois serunt a peine suflisants a la tiche. 

M. de Mumm partage cet avis. 

Avant que lu réunion ne se sépare, M. de Giers voudrait faire encore une communication, Son Gouver- 
nement lui a demande de preéciser le plus tot possible la part qui reviendra a chaque Etat. dans la somme de 
450 millions de taels. Le Corps Diplomatique devra faire le partage. Il ya plus ou moina d'impossibilité 
‘indiquer en ce moment le chiffre de la répartition des indemniteés, puisque les demandes excédem le total 
de 45 millions. 

Mais peut-étre est on déjd assez avancé dans le travail de réduction des demandes exagérées ou injusti- 
tices des sociétés et des particuliers pour pouvoir fixer un chiffre approximatif qui serait trés prés du chiffre 
exact. Car s'il fallait atlendre que toutes les questions concernant ces derniéres demandes svient tranchees, 
cela ménerait trop loin. 

Sir Ernest Satow demande sur quel tableau on se basera pour calculer, l'un s'éléve & 459 millions, 
l'autre a 463. De plus, le chiffre caleulé en taels pour l'indemnité d’Etat anglaise n'est pas exact. Il faudrait 
faire un tableau definitif. C'est 4 la Commission des indemnités qu’incombe ce soin, 

Le Gouvernement Britannique tient 4 déclarer que si Ja somme regue par lui pour sa réclamation. to- 
tale est supérieure a celle qui est nécessaire pour faire face a toutes les réclamations anglaises réclamations 
d'état ou le particuliers, exactement calculées, le surplus sera rendu & la Commission de Banquiers alin 
ju'elle en dispose d'aprés une décision ultérieure des Puissances. 

M. Beau dit qu'il est disposé a faire la méme déclaration. 

Sir Ernest Satow demande que chaque Légation mmette 4 la Commission des indemnités le chiffre 
approcimatif définitif de ses réclamations, c’est-a-dire un chiffre qu'on pourra encore ciminuer mais qu on ne 
pourra plus augmenter. 

Le Doyen a recu de M. de Mumm une lettre ot il lui demande ce qu’il faudra faire en l'honneur de la 
fete de | Empereur qui est célébrée aprés demain. | 

On enverra des cartes.

Réunion du Corps Diplomatique en date du 12 Aout rgor. 


La séance est ouverte 4 10 beures du matin, 4 la Légation d’Espagne, sous la présidence de M. de 
Cologan, doyen. 


Sont présents : MM. les Ministres d’Allemagne, d’'Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d’Espagne, de 
France, de Grande-Bretagne, d’lialie, du Japon, des Pays-Bas, de Russie, et le Plénipotentiaire des Etats- 
Unis. 


La Commission de Paiement des Indemnités s'est réunie la veille pour modifier l'article VI du projet 
de protocole final, conformément aux indications données par le Corps Diplomatique. 

Avant que M. de Mumm donne lecture des changements introduits dans le texte, Sir Ernest Satow de- 
mnande a dire quelques mots concernant les autres articles du Protocole. 

A légard de Tong-fou-siang, le Gouvernement Britannique désire toujours que l’exécution de ce per- 
sonnage ait lieu, elle a été promise confidentiellement ; un décret du 27 janvier annonee une punition ulté- 
rieure pour le général chinois, les Plénipotentiaires interrogés ont déclaré que ce serait la mort. 

Le Gouvernement Anglais ne veut pas que cette promesse demeure lettre morte. 

Sir Ernest Satow propose aussi, pour ce qui regarde la question des cimetiéres qu'on inscrive au proto- 

- ités consenties ont été payées. MM. de Giers et de Mumm sont également de cet avis. — 

Adopte. 


M. de Mumm donne lecture de l'article VI modifié. 

Le § a est adopté avec une légére correction, faite 4 la demande de M. de Giers. Le Gouvernement 
Russe a exprimé Je désir qu'il fut spécifié que le cours du tael marqué pour les 450 millions de l'indemnite 
était destiné a l’évaluation de la somme totale, et qu'il n'y avait pas de cours fixes pour les paiements an- 
nuels. — On remplace dans le texte primitif les mots — « cours du hai kouan tael par rapport a Ja monnaic 
d'or de chaque pays tels qu'ils sont Arés ci-aprés » par « cours etc tels qu’ils sont indiqués ci-aprés » etc. 

Le § suivant dont la fin avait été supprimée par la Commission comme superflue, &‘a demande du 
Ministre de Russie est libelié ainsi : 

« Le capital et les intéréts seront payables en or ou apx taux de change correspondant aux dates des 
diverses échéances., » 

Le § 5 est adopté. On Aaa sur la proposition de Sir Ernest Satow, la forme « chaque Puis- 
sance se fera représenter » au lieu de « chaque Puissance pourra se faire représenter. » 

Les § ¢ et d sont adoptés, 


ge. n° 1. Sir Ernest Satow fait observer que son Gouvernement quiavait accepté l’exemption des droits en 
faveur du riz et des céréales étrangéres, aurait préféré qu'elle fat mentionnée au protocole. En outre, si cette 
mention n’est pas faite, les Légations dés le lendemain de la siguature du protocole, seront assiégées de de- 
mandes de renseignements concernant |’énumération des produits exemptés de droits. 

M. Beau appuie cette observation. Il préférerait |’insertion dans le protocole d’une disposition for- 
melle car la réduction adoptée laisse planer un doute en ce qui concerne le riz et les céréales. 

M. de Mumm fait observer que les procés-verbaux font foi que |’exemption a été decretée. 

M. Beau répond que les importateurs de riz l’ignorent et ne connaltront pas en temps voulu le régime 
sous lequel sera traité ce produit. 

M. de Mumm voit des inconvénients & mentionner le riz et les céréales car i] peut y avoir d'autres arti- 
cles 4 exempter de droits et l’examen du tarif peut prendre longtemps. 

M Beau fait observer qu'il ne s‘agit pas de faire exempter le riz mais simplement de reconnait.e dans le 
protocole une situation privilégiée existant déja en faveur de ce produit comme en faveur des céréales et 
pour le maintien de laquelle il y a unanimité parmi les Plénipotentiaires. 

Sir Ernest Satow fait remarquer que les articles admis en franchise sont peu nombreux et qu’en somme 
on n'a mentionné d’une maniére précise que le riz et les céréales (France et Angleterre), les machines a va- 
peur et l’argent et l’or monnayés ou non ‘Japon). 

M. Komura dit que le nouveau tarif japonais taxant les machines a vapeur, il ne propose pas | 'exemp- 
tion de droit en ce qui le concerne dans le tarif chinois. 

Dans ces conditions, et sur la proposition de M. Beau, on modifie ainsi le § I « y compris les articles qu! 
jusqu’a présent entraient en franchise, & l’exception du riz, des céréales et des farines de provenance étran- 
gére (la mention des farines est ajoutée 4 la demande de M. Rockhill), de lor et de l'argent monnayés ou 
non monnayés, mais sauf etc. » 

La n est a se 4 l’unanimile. 

M. Joostens demandera 4 son Gouvernement de ratifier son vote parce que la « free list» comprend plus 
(articles qu’il ne l’avait primitivement cra. 

Le § e. n° 2 est accepteé. 
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M.de Mumm donne lecture du § ¢ n° 3. — A propos de la Commission Internationale, Sir Ernest 
Satow a exposé a ses Collégues qu'il s’était efforcé de faire accepter la rédaction proposée par la Commission 
a son Gouvernement. Mais il a regu des instructions formelies : il ne peut consentir & la conversion par une 
Cominission [oternationale des droits ad valorem imposés en vertu du tarif spécifique annexé aux traités 
votre la Grande Bretagne et la Chine. Si ses Collégues insistent il ne refusera de signer le Protocole, 
Mais il devra formuler les réserves de son Gouvernement. I! propose done la rédaction suivante. « Tous les 
droits sur les importations percus ad valorem seront convertis en droits spécifiques autant qu'il sera possi- 
ble de le faire et dans le plus bref délai. » 

Les mots « le plus bref délai » indiquent le désir de voir aboutir rapidement le travail de conversion. 
On . au Ministre d’Angleterre qui eut désiré que tout fut termine cette aunée qu'un délai de 4 mois était 
insuffisant. 

M. Beau demande si daus le cas of son Gouvernement ferait Jes réserves dont parle Sir Ernest Satow 
le délégué anglais ne ferait pas partie de la Commission de révision du tarif ? 

M. de Giers regrette qu'on revienne sur une décision prise ; avant de se prononcer, il voudrait connaltre 
l‘opinion de ses Collégues. | 

M. Rockhill estime dangereux de rouvrir une question déja réglée, mais il acceptera le compromis pro- 
pose pe Sir Ernest Satow si par Ja on peuten finir avec le protocole. 

M. Joostens, s’étant déja prononcé avec |’aveu de son Gouvernement, devra demander de nouvelles ins- 
tructions, 

M. le Marquis Salvago aurait préféré qu’on s’en tint 4 la décision premiére, mais croit interpréter les 
intentions de son Gouvernement en acceptant ce compromis si on peut de cette fagou éliminer tout obstacle 
a un accord définitif sur le protocole. 

M. Beau exprime également ses regrets du changement de texte, auquel il se résoudra si Ja majorite 
'accueille, car son Gouvernement désire arriver le plus promptement possible @ un accord défiaitif. 

M. Komura, dit que son Gouvernement considérait la question comme définitivement close, Cependant, 
il est prét & accepter la proposition de Sir Ernest Satow ea vue de favoriser l'accord des Puissances et dans 
l'espoir p eowme question nouvelle capable d'ajourner un ipnevent final et définitif ne sera plus soulevée. 

M. de Giers s'associe aux déclarations de MM. Beau et Komura et spécialement a la derniére réserve 
formulée par son Collégue du Japon, | 

de Mumm rappelle qu'on avait essayé d’arriver & un compromis dans la derniére séance. Il a 
échoué puisque le Gouvernement anglais a méme prévu des réserves dans le cas ou Je Corps Diplomatique 
maintiendrait sa décision primitive. Bien qu’a regrets, il renonce 4 l’article concernant la Commis-ion de re- 
vision et accepte la modification de Sir Eruest Satow, en s‘associant aux remarques et réserves de MM, Beau, 
Komura et de Giers. 

Le Baron Czikann s‘associe également a cette déclaration, 

I] demande qu’on vote sur le pvint suivant ; 

« Est-ce que la proposition de Sir Ernest Satow est acceptée avec la réserve présentée par M. Komura 
et appuyée par plusieurs autres Ministres. » 

Réponse. Oui a l’unanimité. 

M. Joostens s'inspirant de ses instructions générales se rallie au vote de l’unanimité de ses Collégues, 
tout en regrettant d’avoir A revenir sur une décision antérieurcment prise et qui avait toutes ses Jeertencee. 

M. de Mumm demanjle également que dans le cas ou le Gouvernement anglais aurait approuveé les 2 points 
que Sir Ernest Satow a Acceptés ad referendum, base du changement des taxes des douanes indigénes dans 
les ports ouverts, ce dernier en avise la Commission, qui remettra le texte définitif du protocole au Doyen. 
Ce — lenverrait aux Plénipoteutiaires Chinois accompagné d'une note dont le Ministre d’ Allemagne lit 
le projet de texte. 

ron proposition est acceptée et le projet de note adopté. De petites rectifications de détail pourront y 
étre faites. 

M. Joostens rappelant la déclaration qu’il a déja faite dans la séance du 19 décembre dit qu'il’ est auto- 
risé & signer le protocole final sous la réserve de la position particuliére de la Belgique dans Je droit public. 

M. Komurs demandera éventuellement qu'on consigne au protocole le taux de la monuaie d'or que le 
Japon vient d adopter. 

Sir Ernest Satow remercie ses Collégues d'avoir accueilli sa proposition et se félicite de leurs sentimen's 
conciliants. 

M. Komura déclare que Je Général Yamané a | ‘intention de retirer les troupes japonaises aussilét que 
les moyens nécessaires a |’évacuation lui auront été fournis. Il considére cependant que la présence de trou- 
pes chinoises 4 Pékio est nécessaire pour maintenir |'ordre, et propose en conséquence d'admetire un certain 
nombre de soldats chinois dans le quartier japonais. Il désire connaltre l'opinion de ses Collégues a ce sujet. 

M. Beau appuie cette derniére motion. Il y a intérét a ce que |’entrée des troupes chinoises précéde |'éva- 
cuation totale de la ville par les soldats étrangers. 

M. de Mumm y consent, car il n’a plus que sa garde a Pékin. 

M. de Giers s’associera au veeu de la majorité. 

Sir Ernest Satow voudrait ne se prononcer qu'aprés avoir vu le Général anglais attendu aujourd'hui. 

Le Marquis Salvago aésire aussi consulter le Commandant des troupes italiennes, 

I! faut prendre une décision et savoir si oui ou non les troupes chinoises vont pouvoir entrer. Des sol- 
dats en armes se sont approchés d'une porte gardée par les italiens et ont été repoussés, quelques-uns ont 
méme été arrétés. ms BT 

M. Komura remarque que les généraux avaient décidé que les Chinois pourraient entrer & Pékin a partir du 
i** Aodt. Nous sommes au 12. A-t-on des objections a ce que les Chinois oceupent le secteur japonais ot 
ils serout maintenus. 

Le Marquis Salvago fait remarquer que s'il y a eu tentative de la part des soldats chinois d'entrer eu 
ville maintevant qu'on leur avait dit de se tenira 20 lis de Pékin c’est assez probable qu'une fois admis dans 


le quartier japonals ils tacheront de s’introduire dans les autres quartiers et des conflits s'en suivraient. Le 
Marquis Salvago tient 4 faire remarquer cette probabilité en déclinant toute responsabilité des conséquences 
de eette mesure qui lui semble imprudente. 

— Ministres consultés sur les inconvénients de l'entrée des troupes chinoises, répondent qu'ils n’en 
voient plus. 


On agite la question de hater la signature du protocole avant le départ de M. Rockhill. On consent éven- 
tuellement, a le signer sans attendre |'impression des annexes, pourvu que tous les édits impériaux en ques- 
tion soient heey ee et que le projet d'amélioration du cours du Wangpou soit accepté par une note des 
Plénipotentiaires Chinois, M. d’Anthouard écrira aux Plénipotentiaires pour hater la publication des décrets. 
. de Mumm dit que deux lettres sont restées sans réponse ; celle des Plénipotentiaires demandant que 
'accés de la Ville Impériale soit interdit aux charrettes et aux chevaux et mules pour qu’on puisse y faire les 
réparations nécessaires. 

Plusieurs Ministres dont Sir Ernest Satow, M. Beau et M. le Marquis Salvago observent que leurs 
troupes sont cantonnées dans |’ouest de Pékin et que leur interdire le passage par le palais serait interrom- 
pre leurs communications avec les Légations. 

On répondra plus tard aux Chinois. 

Sur la proposition de MM. Beau, le Baron Czikann et M. Knobel, il est décidé qu'on saisira cette occa- 
sion de les entretenir de la nécessité, dans |'intérét de la colonie européenne, de maintenir ouvertes certaines 
parties de la Ville indispensables aux besoins ou au confort des étrangers tels que les voies d'accés au pont 
de marbre, et l'enceinte extérieure du Temple du Ciel jadis permise aux Européens. On pourra déja 
entretenir de vive voix les Plénipotentiaires de cette question. 


M. de Mumm dit qu'il a une lettre du Gouvernement Provisoire, concernant la taxation des étrangers, a 
—< il faudrait repondre. La Commission de rédaction préparera un projet de lettre qui sera mis en cir- 
culation et au besoin discuté dans une prochaine réunion. 


La séance est levée a midi et demi.

La séance est ouverte a 10 heures du matin, a la Légation d’Espagne, sous la présidence de M. de 
Cologan, doyen. 


Sont présents : MM. les Ministres d'Allemagne, d’Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d'Espagne, de 
Vrance, de Grande-Bretagne, d'ltalie, du Japon, des Pays-Bas, de Russie et le Pléenipotentiaire des Etats- 
Unis. 


M. d’Anthouard donne lecture des rectifications aux procés-verbaux des 62° et 63* séances, qui sont 
approu ves. 


Le Doyen a regu des Plénipotentiaires Chinois une note concernant diverses observations a propos du 
projet de réglement du Whampou. II la metira en circulation. M. de Mumm doit d’ailleurs entretenir |v 
Corps Diplomatique de cette question dans Je courant de la séance. 

Sir Ernest Satow a la parole. I! est heureux d'informer ses Collégues qu'il a été aulorisé par son Gou- 
vernement a signer le protocole dans la forme adoptée dans la derniére réunion. Il a deux observations a 
présenter concernant les réserves qu’il avait faites précédemment ; la premiére vise le membre de la pbrase : 
« les revenus des Douanes Indigénes, administrés dans les ports ouverts par la Douane Maritime Impé- 
riale, » 

En retirant aux mandarins chinois l’administration de ces revenus, on leur enléve des sources de pro- 
fits plus ou moins légitimes et si d'autres ports étaient ouverts, les autorités chinoises devraient perdre par 
la la source de profits. 

Pour la sécurité du paiement de la dette de |’Empire. il faut le plus d’argent possible. Sir Ernest Satow 
‘ésirerait que les mots « ports ouverts » fussent interprétés dans l'acceptation la plus large. A cété des 
ports é traités, il y a des “ag & traitement spécial tels que Yotcheou, Nanning, un ou deux autres, des 
« mirchés chinois » (Fatshau etc); les ports d’escale du Yangtze et du Sikiang, od se fait un commerce 
assez important. La phrase concernant les « ports ouverts » devrait également s’appliquer a eux. 

M. de Giers croit l'article fort clair. Par ports ouverts, on a entendu les ports ot est instaliée la Douane 
Maritime, et on a voulu éviter d’imposer son installation la ot elle n’existait pas. 

M. de Mumm partage |'opinion de M. de Giers, qui ajoute que partout ou fonctionne la Douane Marili- 
me, dans les ports d’escale, par exemple, si elle y fonctionne, | article est applicable. 

La seconde observation de Sir Ernest Satow vise Ja base de conversion des droits d'importation. On 
avait adopté d’abord le premier trimestre 1900. Le Board of trade consulté a fait remarquer que, dans ces 
trois mois, les valeurs étaient au-dessous du cours normal et que trois mois sont une période assez courte 
pour arriver & une valeur moyenne des marchandises. I] aurait préféré prendre trois ans (années 1897-98- 
99) et trois mois soit 39 mois pour avoir une moyenne plus exacte. 

M. de Mumm dit que la modification est peu importante. Seul, le travail de la Commission de Révision 
en sera augmenteé. 

M. Komura acceptera trois ans sans ajouter trois mois. 

Le Doyen consulte ses Collégues pour savoir s’ils acceptent trois ans comme base de conversion. — 

Oui, a lunanimité. 

Le texte est ainsi modifié : « Cette conversion sera établie comme suit : on prendra comme base d'¢- 
valuation la valeur moyenne des marchandises au moment de leur débarquement pendant les trois années 
1897, 1898. 1899, c’est-&-dire etc... » 

M. de Mumm déclare que M. Joostens ayant ainsi que Sir Ernest Satow retiré les réserves qu'il avait 
faites, le texte du protocole se trouve accepté. Il reste a éclaircir la question des taux. On s‘était mis d’ac- 
cord pour prendre le taux du 1* avril 1901. La pbrase qui le mentionnait ayant été biffée, il faut au moins 
retenir la date et établir des cours corrects. Une liste des taux des différentes monnaies a été mise en circu- 
lation. Tout le monde ne |’a pas vue. D’aprés les indications nouvelles de ta-Hong kong Bank il y a quel- 
ques petites modifications dans les 3* ou 4° décimales, sans doute parce que le seul cours connu est celui 
de la Livre Sterling. Il sera bon d’adopter un méme nombre de décimales. 

M. de Giers tient 4 signaler une « différence » qui lui a été signalée & Pétersbourg. On lui a fait obser- 
ver qu'en comptant le tael comme poids d’argent sur Londres c’était uo cours, et qu'en prenant le cours de 
Shanghai, il y avait une différence de 3 kopeks par tael. Tout le monde ayant pris le cours de Shanghai, i! 
ne fera pas d‘objection, bien que par 1a l'indemnité russe doive subir une réduction de 3 millions de taels. 
Kofin, il ne peut faire la conversion du titre de l’or russe en grammes parce qu'il y a une fraction périodi- 
que, Le titre du rouble est de 17.424 dolia. 
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M. de Mumm donne lecture des taux des monnaies : 


i tael vaut en marks : 3.055 
Couronnes austro-hongroises : aaa 
Dollar or : 0.742 
Francs : 3.750 
Livre Sterling : 3 shill. 
Yen : 1.407 
Florin : 1.796 
Rouble or (au titre de 17.424 dolia) : 1.412 


Il sera nécessaire de refaire la conversion des réclamations aux taux indiqués ci-dessus. 
M. de Giers rappelle que ce taux ne s'applique qu’a l'indemnité de 450 millions. 


M. de Mumm sait, qu’outre la concession demandée par les Chinois 4 M. Rockhill et dont il sera parlé 
plus tard, il en est une autre qu’ils désirent & propos de l'article VII. Li Hong-trhang dit qu'il est difficile a 
son Gouvernement d’accepter la nomenclature des forts 4 raser. I] voudrait faire rayer les mots : « fa liste de 
ces forts est ci-annexée. » 

M. de Mumm est d’avis d'accepter. Au besoin on pourrait parler aux généraux du cas od les chinois 
ne raseraient pas les forts, et savoir par eux quels sont les frais payés par le Gouvernement Provisoire 
pour les forts qu'il s'est chargé de faire raser. 

Sir Ernest Satow. La note écrite aux Chinois indique les forts qu’ils devraient raser. 

M. de Mumm avoue que de l'opinion du Maréchal de Waldersée un certain nombre de forts pouvaient 
ne pas étre rasés. : 

M. de Giers. Il y a deux questions. 1° celle de la destruction des forts, 2° celle de annexe. 

La destruction des forts est du ressort de nos militaires. et il ne se considére en droit d introduire 
des changements dans leurs décisions, mais il est difficile de demander aux chinois iba se charger du rasement 
les forts, qui devrait étre effectué par les autorités militaires étrangéres. 

D‘ailleurs. dit M. Konvara, & l'exception de ceux de Shanbai Kouan, tous les autres forts sont dans Ia 
juridiction du Gouvernement provisoire. 

M. de Mumm propvuse de rayer les mots « la liste de ces forts est « ci-annexée », et d’omettre l'annexe 
avec la nomenclature de ces forts. 

Accepté a l’unanimité. 

Suivant une suggestion de M. Rockhill, M. de Mumm propose de parapher dés aujourdhui le protocule. 
aprés qu'il en aura été donné une nouvelle lecture et que les derniéres modifications de détail avront éte 
faites. 

Il relit le projet qui est approuvé, et tous les Plénipotentiaires présents y apposent leur signature. 

Douze exemplaires identiques en seront dressés et signés par les Ministres et les Plénipotentiaires Chi- 
nois. 

Pour les signatures, l'ordie alphabétique des Puissances sera observé, méme dans |'exemplaire de 
protocole particulier & chaque pays, car il s’agit d'un simple protocole et non d'un texte de traité od la signa- 
ture des Plénipotentiaires des Puissances contractantes doit étre mises en téte. 

Le texte Chinois sera inséré dans une colonne, a cote du texte Francais. 

Méme si les annexes ne sont pas toutes prétes, on pourra signer le protocole final avec les Chinois, a |: 
condition que les Edits qui doivent y étre insérés, aient été promulgués. On demandera aux Chinois des 
,extes légalisés le jour de la signature. 


M. Rockhill a la parole. I! a vu le Prince King et Li Hong tchang et il a cru comprendre de quel com- 
promis ils se contenteraient dans la question du Whampuu. En vue de ménager la suscep'ibilité du Viee-Roi 
de Nankin et d’écarter son opposition, les Plénipotentiaires Chinois voudraient que le Surintendant des 
Ports du Sud fut mentionné dans le réglement du Whampou. M. Rockhilln’est pas partisan de faire cette 
mention dans l'article 27, car elle donnerait un droit de veto 4 Lieou Kouen Y ou a ses successeurs, mais 
aux articles 33 et 34 il n'y voit aucun inconvénient. :

: Prince Ch‘ing, Imperial Commissioner, President of the 
Board of Foreign Affairs, etc., and Earl Li, Imperial Com- 
missioner, Senior Grand Secretary, Viceroy of Chihli, etc., 
send this despatch: 

On the 6th Day of the Ninth Moon (Oct. 17th) we received a 
communication from the Governor of Shansi, saying that on the 
24th Day of the Eighth Moon of the XXVII Year of Kuangheu he 
had received a report from the Acting Department Magistrate of 
P'ing-ting Chou, Mi Ch'ang-ch'ih, to the effect that he had 
just received from the District Magistrate of Ching-hsing Hsien 
in Chihli, Chao Chen-hung, a letter, saying that he had received 
from the Prefect of Cheng-ting Fu, Chiang, a letter of in+ - 
struction, stating that he had received a letter from the 
District Magistrate of Ch‘ing-yuan Hsien, informing him that 
he had received a letter from the British Minister, saying that 
his Countryman, Lieutenant Colonel “Ha-chin", was going from 
Peking to Cheng-ting to travel in that vicinity, and that he 
would follow the road from Cheng-ting to Tientsin, and that 
he ought to inquire and learn clearly whether or not the road 
was passable, whether or not it was flooded, and that he should 
exercise special care to protect him; that he had also received 
a letter from the British Minister, Sir Ernest Satow, saying 
that his Countrymen, Colonel Manifold, Lieutenant Colonel 
"Han-ta," and the interpreter, Harris, with a number of Indian 
followers were going from Peking to Szechuen for purposes of 


travel; that both the above mentioned parties were provided 
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with passports from the Roard of Foreign Affairs, and that he, 
(the District Magistrate of Ch'ing-yuan Hsien) had received 


verbal orders from the Provincial Treasurer to send soldiers 
to escort them through the District, and must exercise special 


care to protect them, and that all carts, horses, drink and 
food, everything necessary, as occasion should arise, must be 
provided for them, that they must be liberally treated, etc. 
This having been transmitted to the Department Magistrate 
(P*ing-ting Chou), he says:- "In my humble opinion @m examina- 
tion of the treaties with the various Powers shows that their 
nationals, whether officials or private persons, when provided 
with passports to travel in China, are only oN be protected; 
heretofore there has been no providing of supplies required. 
At present the pace negotiations are completed, the roads are 
gradually opening up, and the number of persons who will come 
from the various foreign countries to travel in China will 
most certainly increase from day to day. If, as stated in the 
letter of the Prefect of Cheng-ting, they must all be provided 
with carts and horses, supplied with food and drink and each 
in turn treated liberally, how will the Department and District 
Magistrates, providing day and night for tens of myriads, be 
able to bear the burden? Not only so, but the travellers, 
following upon one another's heels, galloping east and hurrying 
west, coming and going, there being no established precedent 
as to what provision is to be made, once the custom is begun 
whether they come in the morning or the evening, will be in 
haste, and when they reach any district, ten thousand to one 


the Magistrate will be unable to provide for them in time and 
by delay or mistake will give the foreigner occasion for com- 


plaint. Truly it will be most inconvenient. I therefore res- 


pectfully beg that you will inquire, consider and determine 
whether or not hereafter, when officials, members of the gentry, 
scholars, or common people come from the various countries to 
travel inland, they must be provided with carts, horses, res- 
idences, and food} that on receipt of your orders I may obey. 
I write this note on purpose to respectfully make this request.” 
The Governor of Shansi, on receiving this communication, 
writes: "In sending my comments on this note, I said that 
I made investigation and found that heretofore when foreigners 
have gone into a District, if provided with a passport, the 
Department or District Magistrate has merely been required by 
precedent to give protection. The treaties have nothing to 
say about a requirement to furnish carts, horses, or the 
sending of food. Recently when the Protestant Missionaries 
came to Shansi, inasmuch as they had suffered very heavy injur- 
ies last year, we could not but employ extra ceremony in our 
mutual treatment of one another in order to dissipate suspicion 


and ill feeling. 


Now that peace is established the number of 
foreigners coming and going will daily increase, and certainly, 
if, as the said Department Magistrate puts it in his petition, 
tens of myriads must be provided for day and night, the burden 
will be unbearable.

It 
would seem, therefore, that the case is clearly one to te dealt 
with in such a way as to strengthen our foreign relations, and 
the carts, horses and food required, while they need not be 
provided in the most extravagant style, ought not, on the 
other hand, to be supplied in a too parsimonious manner; the 
rule should be such as a host observes in the treatment of 
his guests. But as to the treatment that should be accorded 
to the foreigners that may come hereafter, whether or not 

any definite limits should be fixed, (I instructed him to)a~ 
wait until I should have communicated with the Imperial Com- 
missioners, requesting them to consult with the various Min- 
isters of the Powers and determine the matter, and then direct 
us that we might obey, when I would then instruct the Yang Wu 
Chu (Foreign Office of the Province), to send him orders by 

a Four-Hundred-Li Post. 


(The Governor of Shansi continues, addressing the Imper- 


ial Commissioner:) "I determined that I ought to propose to 
Your Excellencies that you should examine and consult with the 
various foreign Ministers and clearly agree with them as to the 
treatment to be accorded to foreigners that may hereafter come 
into Shansi, that the matter may be definitely settled. I 
shall anxiously await a reply instructing me how to proceed, 
etc."

I am in receipt of a despatch from His Excellency; Li, 
Superintendent of. Trade for the North, saying that he had re- 
ceived a petition from the Acting District Magistrate of Wan- 
p'ing Hsien, Ptan-ying, as follows: 

“It is the hisible opinion of your petitioner that an exan- 
ination of the treaties shows that foreigners traveling in China 
was first have their Consuls communicate with the Chinese 
authorities that they may transmit instructions to the depart- 
ments and districts througti which the travelers are to pass to 
give protection. The plan established was originally a good 
one, but unfortunately when instructions have beam received, 
sometimes the foreigner has already passed on, and sometimes 
there is a despatch but no foreigner. Formerly, when there was 
mutual peace there was no occasion for anxiety, but now, after 
the recent disturbances, we cannot but be more cautious. In- 
vestigation shows that at present a great many foreigners are 
constantly traveling about alone among the villages and it is 
impossible for the department and district magistrates to know 
of it before hand, so that they have no means of affading then 
protection. efore last, in this district, at the Western 
Hills, a German, “La-erh-fu-li-tz'u," was killeé@, and it was 
just for such a reason. Although the ¢driminals have already 
been arrested and punished, there is danger that other foreign- 


ers may go ahout alone and *he local officials not having ary 
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information of the fact, there are ten thousand chances to 
one that trouble will again arise, and the misfortune will te 
charged to a lack of efficiency in giving protection. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the fault may be a trifling one, al- 


ready a foreigner:has been kila@éd, and it seems a duty, there- 
fore, to request that hereafter, when a foreigner desires 
to travel about, he shall be required first to go to the local 
civil and military officials, or to the appropriate office, 
and report clearly to what place he intends to go, that they may 
appoint a guard to accompany him. If he is proceeding to anoth 
er district, the first department or district official should 
first prepare a dé@spatch and send it to the department or dis- 
trict official next to be visited and have him appoint men to 
receive the traveler and send him on under protection. Should 
there be any carelessness, heavier blame shoud be attached to 
it. But a distinction ought to be made between inability to 
protect and carelessness in protecting. It is but rigt that 
I should petition Your Excellency to make a clear statement of 
the matter to the Board of Foreign Affairs, requesting them to 
2 send despatches to the Ministers of the Powers residing in 
Peking, ealling their attention to the terms of the treaties, 
md Coneult with them as to an agreement upon some plan of pro- 
cedure, and thereupon to issue general instructions whim may 
be carried out."

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your Excel- 
lency's despatch, saying that the Viceroy of the Two Kuang had 
granted permission to a Franco-Belgian Syndicate to build rail- 
ways and open mines in Kuangtung Province, which appeared to be 
a Violation of the contract with the American China Development 
Co. Your Excellency had also previously sent another letter 
asking for a speedy reply, etc. 

On examination it appears that the Franco-Belgian Syndicate 
did request permission to build a railway from Canton to Wuchou 
via Fo-shan and San-skui, which would appear not to ag'ee with 
the American contract. The said syndicate has negotiated with 
the Viceroy of the Two Kuang, only; our Board has not given 
its consent. When we received Your Excellency's/despatch of 
the 10th instant (October 21st), we telegraphed to the Viceroy 
at Canton and to the Minister Sheng, of which there is record, 
and I have just received a telegram from the Viceroy at Canton, 
saying that he had written to the French Consul to inform the 
FPranco-Belgian Syndicate that it must discuss the matter thor- 
oughly with the American China Development Co., or suggest some 
other plan. I am now awaiting another telegram from the Canton 
Viceroy to inform me how he is dealing with the case, and when 


I shall have received it I will communicate again with Your Ex- 


cellency. In the meantime I send this reply for Your Excellency

MEMORANDUM 


Me. Secretary: 

I find that the Solicitor prepared and had 
~ submitted to you on October 17th last a memoran- 
dum on the subject of the private claims growing 
out of the anti-foreign uprising in China of last 
year. 

The British Government, I may add, has en- 
trusted the adjustment of all claims of its sub- 
jects to its Crown Advocate in China. The German 
and French Governments are having this work done 
by their Le@ations in Peking assisted by consular 
officers. Some of the other Governments - Bel- 
gium, for example, are adjusting at home their 


national claims. The Second Secretary of our 


Legation at Peking is a lawyer by training, though 


I do not know whether he has had much experience. 


aga 
An American lawyer of good standing might be en- 
gaged to assist him. I think one could probably 
be secured in Shanghai ms Yokohama. These two 
persons might form a Commission and, assisted by 
general instructions from the Department, pass on 
the various claims of American citizens, subject 
to revision by the Minister and final approval by 
the Department. 

The Conference of Foreign Plenipotentiaries 
in Peking prepared a set of rules for the adjust- 
ment of private claims; a copy of these was trans- 
mitted to the Department in my No. 42 of March 14, 
1901. These rules have been accepted by all the 
Powers as a general guide for the adjustment of their 
claims commissions, The United States alone, I 
believe, has not expressed its willingness to fol- 
low them. We are consequently free to fix the 
amounts to be allowed on our citizens’ claims as 
we deem expedient, but these Rules might be gener- 


ally followed with advantage.

tion that Congress be asked at as early a date as

CLAIMS OF AMERICAN CITIZENS AGAINST CHINA. 

Claims against China growing out of the "Boxer" uprising 
in 1900 filed in this Department number 140, and aggregate a 
little more than $2,000,000 in amount. 

Of these claims 118 were transmitted to the Department by 
the Legation at Peking, and 22 were sent here directly by the 
claimants. 

Most of the “claims” are bare statements (sworn to) by 
claimants of the facts and estimated amownt of loss or damage, 
unaccompanied by other @vidence of citizenship or as to the 
factor amount of loss sustained, 

As Minister Congér points out, many of the claimants should 
submit to a considerable reduction, and there are local facts 
and conditions surrounding the claims which render desirable an 
examination of them in China by some one familiar with the situa- 
tion and local values. 

Mr. Conger states that the Russian claims are being passed 
upon at Peking by a Commission composed of a man sent from the 
St. Petersburg Foreign Office, an attaché of the Russian Lega- 
tion at Peking, and another Russian, and that all are to be sub- 
mitted for the Minister's approval, which is to be final. He 
further states that most of the other Legations have some sort 
of similar practice, He suggests that if some one from the 
Department could come to China and together with a member se- 
lected from our diplomatic or consular service in China investi- 
gate and pass upon the claims of our citizens, an equitable 
result might be obtained. 

It occurs to me that a less expensive and equally desirable 
arrangement would be for the Department to designate some one 
from our Legation at Peking, for instance, Mr. Squiers, and one 


of our consular officers in China, to be named by Mr. Conger. 


The Department should transmit to the Legation at Peking copies 
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of claims filed in the Department, which have not already been 


sent to the Legation. The result of the work of the Commission 
should be subject to revision by Minister Conger, and perhaps 
also by this Department. 

Mr, Conger states that several of the Governments will 
themselves pay the private claims of their citizens, and he 
recommends that Congress be requested to make provision for the 
payment of the claims of our citizens as soon as adjusted, He 
urges an early settlement of the claims of our citizens on ac- 


count of the pressing needs of claimants.

His papers show that he was a naturalized Hawaiian subject. He 
left Hawaii in 1897 for Canton, where immediately after his 
arrival he engaged in business as a merchant. He is still a 
merchant, and in good standing. I enclose for your courteous 


perusal and decision all of his original papers and his photo- 


graph. 

I have told Lam Chung Wa that I will refer his case to 
you for decision.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your despateh yo. 357 
of the 22nd ultimo, transmitting Consul MeWade's despatch No. 
193 of the 16th ultimo, requesting instructions upon the citi- 
zenship of one Lam Chung Wa. 

It appears from the evidence submitted that the said Lam 


Chung Wa is a native of Heong Sang, in the Provinee of Kuang- 
tung, Empire of China; that on the 19th day of August, 1886, 
he was naturalized as a citizen of the Kingdom of Hawaii before 
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W. M. Gibson, Minister of the Interior; that he was recognized 
as such naturalized citizen by passport No. 1454, issued to 
him September lst, 1890, by the Acting Consul General of Hawaii 
at Hongkong, and again by a Special Certificate issued to him 
by H. B. Comper, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Hawaii on Nov. 
22nd, 1897. 

The Ast of Congress of April 30th, ( Tentitiea "An Act to 
provide a government for the Territory o Hawaii" provides as 
follows: 

Sec. 4. That all persons who were citizens of the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii on August 12th, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
eight, are hereby declared to be citizens of the United States 
and citizens of the Territory of Hawaii." 

By virtue of the above Lam Chung Wa is a citizen of the 


United States, unless he has renounced such citizenship. 
fn this connection I call your attention to the statement 
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in Mr. MeWade's despatch that Lam Chung Wa left Hawaii in 1897 
for Canton, where immediately after his arrival he engaged in 
business as a merchmt, and where he is still a merchmt in 


good standing. 
A citizen of the United States’ may reside abroad for pur- 


poses of health, education, amusement or business for an in- 
definite period, and may even acquire a civil or commercial 
domicile there, without expatriation, providing he does so 
with the intention in good faith of returning to the tmited 
States. But if he permanently withdraws himself and his 
property and places both where neither can be made to eontri- 
bute to the national necessities, acquires a political domicile 
in a foreign country and avows his purpose not to return, he has 
placed himself in the position where his country has the right 
to presume that he has made his election of expatriation.” 

This presumption arises more readily “when a naturalized 
citizen of the United States returns to his native country and 
resides there for a series of years, with no apparent purpose 
of returning.“ By some of our naturalization treaties a resid- 
ence of two years in the country of nativity without the in- 
tention of returning being in some way made apparent, is suffi- 
cient to give rise to the presumption of self-expatriati on. 

I beg to suggest that Consul MoWade be advised to exer- 
cise great care, before registering Lam Chung Wa as a citizen 
of the United States, that “his claim to American citizenship 

shall not be made the pretext of avoiding duties to one country

As interesting and amusing evidence of the unrelenting 
hold which ancient superstition still has upon the Chinese 
people, I enclose translation of a note just received from 
Prince Ch'ing, embodying an Imperial Edict concerning the 
rescue of the sum fram the shadow of an eclipse expected to 
take place on the llth instant. The superstition is that a 
great dragon swallows, or attempts to swallow the sun, hence 
the necessary effort for its rescue.

Tenth Moon of this year, and the observance of the rites for 
rescuing it; and has received an endorsement of the vermillion 
pencil as follows: 
'‘Noted.' ‘Respect this.* 

All the civil and military officials in Peking, therefore, 
will assemble at the Yamen of the Board of Rites at 1:30 P.M., 
on the first day of the Tenth Moon to await the rescue. More- 
over, in the rescue of the swm it is required by precedent that 
the Imperial Equipage Department shall provide for the beating 
of gongs and the music of drums; but as our Board is situated 


not far from the various foreign legations, we have to request 
that you will send despatches for their information, etc." 
This despatch having come to hand, I examined and found 


that precedent requires that at the rescue of the sun there 


shall be the beating of gongs and the music of drums, and as 
in duty bound, therefore, I send this despatch to Your Excell- 


ency for your information.

Cinquante quatriéme séance du Corps Diplomatique 


en date du 11 juin 1901 


La séance est ouverte, 4 dix heures du matin, a la Légation d’Espagne, sous la Présidence de M. de 
Cologan, Doyen. 


Sont présents : 

MM. les Ministres d’Allemagne, d’Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d’Espagne, de France, de Grande 
hretagne, d’Italie, du Japon, des Pays-Bas et de Russie, et le Plénipotentiaire des Etats Unis. 

M. d’Anthouard donne lecture du procés-verbal de la cinquante et uniéme séance, qui est adopté. 

Le Doyen informe le Corps Diplomatique qu’il a regu de M. de Mumm une lettre le prévenant qu'un 
ervice religieux aura lieu le samedi 15 courant, 48 heures du matin, a la Légation d’Allemagne, en mémioire de 
de M. le Baron yon Ketteler, dont les restes vont @tre transportés en Allemagne. Les Ministres Etrangers et leur 
Personnel sont invités a y assister. 

Le Doyen den ande a ses Collégues s’ils acceptent les propositions des Plénipotentiaires Chinois concernant 
|-s allocations pour la construction de monuments funéraires dans les cimetiéres profanés. 

M. de Giers et Sir Ernest Satow répondent affirmativement. 

M. Beau remarque qu'un cimetiére Francais a été profané a Suin-hoa-fou et les Plénipotentiaires n'en ont 
pas fait mention. I) écrira a ce sujet au Prince King et a Li Hong-tchang. 

A cété de la question de principe, relative aux cimetiéres profanés, qui a été régiée par le Corps Diploma- 
tique, Chaque Ministre intéressé réglera les réclamations qui concernent particuliérement sa Légation. 

Le Doyen répondra aux Plénipotentiaires que MM. de Giers et Sir Ernest Satow acceptent leurs proposi- 
tions et que le Ministre de France les accepte également avec une restriction dont il les entretiendra. 

Le Doyen fait ensuite quelques observations sur deux réclamations internationales qui lui ont été 
présentées. Il soumet a ses Collégnes quelques quest‘ons de principe et quelques faits, comme par exemple 
celui d’une réclamation qui a été envoyée en double a la Légation d’ Angleterre. 

M. de Mumm objecte que, conformément a une décision antérieure, le Doyen a toute compétence pour 
iuver seul les indemmnités internationales. 

Le Doyen fera, en tous cas, appel au concours d’un juriste anglais attendu a Péking et dont Sir Ernest 
Satow a bien youlu lui promettre le concours. 

Le Ministre de France déclare que la réunion a été convoquée a sa demande. Ila recu de son Gouverne- 
ment des instractions qu’il attendait et dont le retard ne lui avait pas permis d’émettre d’opinion aux derniéres 
séances, Ces instructions l’autorisent 4 accepter les revenus provenant de la Gabelle pour le paiement des 
irrérages de l’emprunt si cette combinaison peut rallier l‘unanimité des suffrages du Corps Diplomatique. 

M. de Giers a recu des instructions analogues. Son Gouvernement, opposé a toute ingérence dans 
|'Administration Chinoise que pourrait provoquer la création de taxes nouvelles, désirerait que la Dette Chinoise 
fit yagée sur les revenus de la Douane, avec élévation des droits a 10 %, S’il était impossible d’arriver A un accord 
sur ce point, et si Punanimité se faisait sur l’acceptation de la Gabelle, le Gouvernement Russe consentirait 
évalement & faire état de cette ressource, mais si les paiements effectués sur la Gabelle étaient irréguliers ou 
insuffisants, il voudrait qu'on revint a l’élévation des droits. M.de Giers désire avant tout savoir de ses Collégues 
quelles sont les vues de leurs Gouvernements sur |’élévation des droits d'importation a ro ou a 5%—et quels sont 
les revenus précis sur lesquels ils comptent Cela “lucidé, on pourra prendre une décision concernant le mode de 
paiement.

M. Beau n'a également pas d’instructions sur ce dernier point, mais il en attend incessamment. 

En ce qui concerne la question posée par M. de Giers, M. Rockhill a déja fait circuler un mémorandum (Voir 
annexe) duquel il résulte que les Etats-Unis, désireux de faire état, pour gage de la Dette Chinoise, des revenus 
les plus sfrs et les plus facilement contrélables de |’ Empire, acceptent |’élévation des droits d’ importation a 10%. 
mais cela sous certaines conditions : suppression des likins sur les importations étrangéres, révision des tarifs et 
substitution des droits spécifiques aux droits ad valorem, amélioration des riviéres Whampou et l'ciho, avec 
participition financiére de la Chine, révision des réglements sur la navigation des eaux intérieures, enfin révision, 
lans un sens libéral, des likins sur les principaux articles d’exportation : thé, soies, coton brut. 

Le Gouvernement de Washington est prét a accepter d’ailleurs, tout arrangement raisonnable qui termine

M. de Giers youdrait qu'on bornft pour le moment la discussion a la question de l’élévation des droits 
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M. Komura est entiérement d’accord avec M. Rockhill sur les conditions réclamées en compensation ((- 
| élévation des droits &@ 10%. Il suggére de plus la constitution d’un Comité International qui serait chargé (|. 
rendre effectif la suppression du likin sur les importations et de mettre a exécution la révision du tarif et |, 
substitution des droits spécifiques d'importation aux droits ad va/orem, et en attendant la conclusion de ce trayai), 
la perception de droits de to% ad valorem.

Sir Ernest Satow dit que son Gouvernement n’en a pas mentionné, mais qu'il va de soi qu'il serait 
heureux d'obtenir des concessions, commerciales, en échange de son acceptation. 

M. de Giers demande si tout le monde accepte l’élévation des droits d’importation a 5% ad valorem? 

M. Rockhill répond que son Gouvernement fait les mémes réserves pour 1l'élévation des droits 4 ; 
qu'a To 

M. Joostens rappelle qu'il a déja informé ses Collégues qu'il était autorisé par son Gouvernement 4 
accepter une augmentation modérée des droits de douane. 

M. Knobel dit que son Gouvernement acceptera, tout en exprimant le yvoeu de l’amélioration du régime des 
likin. 

Tous les autres Ministres se prononcent pour l’acceptation. 

M. de Giers demande a Sir Ernest Satow s’il considére les t1 millions de la Gabelle comme un reyenn si: 

Le Ministre d’ Angleterre répond affirmativement. 

M. de Giers voudrait savoir, avant de se prononcer, si tous ses Collégues acceptent la Gabelle. 

M. de Mumm déclare que son Gouvernement est prét a aceepter tout ce qui peut faire aboutir |e: 
négociations. I] avait accepté |’élévation des droits 4 10%, il accepte cette élévation a 5%; il acceptera égalemenu' 
le revenu de la Gabelle. 

M. Beau: I! faudrait voir quels sont les revenus que tout le monde accepte. I] y a les Douanes Indigénes 
le reliquat et la Gabelle. 

M. de Giers dit que son Gouvernement acceptera la Gabelle sous certaines réserves. I1 proposera dei. 
formules, l'une qu’on pourrait soumettre aux Chinois et l’autre qui n'est destinée qu’'au Corps Diplomatique. 

Premiére formule. 

‘‘ Le Corps Diplomatique décide d’affecter au service de l’emprunt:

2° le reliquat des Douanes Maritimes ; 

3° les revenus de la Gabelle telle qu'elle fonctionne actuellement sous |’ Administration Chinoise et sou:

M. Rockhill: Il est entendu que les Douanes Indigénes sont celles des ports onverts, celles qui sero.’ 
placées sous le contrOle des Douanes Maritimes. 

M. de Giers, quoiqu’il n'ait pas encore d’instructions précises 4 ce sujet de son Gouvernement, constatc 
que le Corps Diplomatique 1’a toujours entendu ainsi. 
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Sir Ernest Satow: Nous pourrious le spécifier dans.la note que nous adresserons aux Chinois. 

M. de Giers dit que c’est une chose convenue, mais qu’il devra encore obtenir |l’assentiment officiel de son 
Gouvernement avant de souscrire a ce que cette mention soit faite. 

M. de Giers donne lecture de la seconde formule (destinée au Corps Diplomatique). 

‘* Le Corps Diplomatique propose qu’en cas d’irrégularité de paiement de la part de la Chine, les arrérages 
de l'emprunt soient gagés sur une élévation éventuelle des droits de Douane a l'importation jusqu'a concurrence 
de 10%. Dans ce cas, le surcroit de revenus produit par cette élévation serait enti¢rement affecté au service de 
l’emprunt. 

M. Beau: M. Rockhill, dans sa proposition d’élévation des droits a 107%, a, en somme, obéi, a la méme 
préoccupation que M. de Giers, mais il a pris les droits de Douane ainsi augmentés comme base du service de 
Vemprunt tandis que M. de Giers les affecte a la réserve de ce service. 

M. de Giers: Ils constitueront un second gage. 

M. Beau est d’avis que cette garantie supplémentaire facilitera |'émission de |'emprunt. Ia Gabelle ne 
semble pas devoir donner de satisfactions suffisantes aux financiers qui auront a négocier l'emprunt. 

M. Rockhill objecte que si l’on en venait A l'application de la seconde formule de M. de Giers, et A l'aug- 
mentation des droits, le Gouvernement Américain maintiendrait les conditions qu’il a posées au consentement 
a cette augmentation. 


Sir Ernest Satow renouvelle les observations qu’il a faites contre une élévation éventuelle des droits a 
107, qui frapperait avant tout le commerce britannique ; or Je commerce britannique constitue la moitié du 
commerce total de la Chine. I! tient donc.a déclarer dés a présent que son Gouvernement maintiendra lui aussi 
les réserves qu'il a faites en prévision de l'augmentation des droits tout en consentant A lui soumettre la formule 
de M. de Giers. 

Le Ministre de Russie dit que le Gouvernement Britannique pourra faire toutes les réserves qu'il youdra, 
quand le moment sera venu. Ce que nous voulo:s, c'esten finir. Détailler encore des réserves qui améneront 
une discussion sans issue serait reculer la solution. I] voudrait que le Ministre d’Angleterre se contentAt de 
conseiller l’acceptation de sa formule, ‘‘ sous réserves '’ purement et simplement. 

M. Beau: Ne pourrait-on pas se contenter d'introduire a la fin de la proposition de M. de Giers une formule 
qui donnft satisfaction a la fois A Sir Ernest Satow et a M. Rockhill? 

Le Ministre d’ Augleterre libelle ainsi ses restrictions. ‘‘ I] est toutefois entendu que chaque Gouverne- 
ment aura le droit de formuler ses réserves an moment d’entrer en discu sion de |'élevation éventuelle des droits 
d’importation au dela de 5% ad valorem.”’ 

M. Rockhill se rallie a cette proposition. 

M. de Giers croit que la Gabelle pourra donner un minimum de 16 millions de taéls. Si l'on en déduit 
1,8co0,000 ta€ls déja gagés, il resterait 14 millions de disponibles. La Douane Indigéne, dans les ports ouverts, 
dounera plus de § millions. D’aprés M. Rockhill, elle produit actuellement, dans deux ports seulement, et des 
ports d’importance moyenne, I million. Avec le reliquat, nous sommes plus ou moins garantis. 

Sir Ernest Satow partage cette opinion. 

M. de Mumm, en qualité de Membre de la Commission de Pavement des Indenmités, voudrait savoir si M. 
Rockhill ne croit pas possible d'amener son Gouvernement a accepter 1’élévation des droits d’importation A 5 
ad valorem. ‘es Chinois nous ont offert 10 millions sur la Gabelle, 3 millions sur les Douanes Indigénes; il nous 
manque encore quelque chose. Or les Plénipotentiaires nous ont prié de leur faire une concession en acceptant 
la taxation de certains produits jusqu’ici admis en franchise et en é€levant les droits de douane, cette concession 
serait plus facile a accorder si nous cédions sur la question du 5%. 

Pour que M. Rockhill obtienne l’assentiment de son Gouvernement, nous pourrions tAcher de donner 
satisfaction 4 quelques uns de ses desiderata. I] serait dangereux de toucher aux likin mais il n'y aurait pas 
d’inconvénient par exemple, a accepter la substitution des droits spécifiques aux droits ad valorem, avec \a clause 
introduite par le Gouvernement Japonais. On pourrait aussi accepter par exemple les demandes des Etats-Unis 
pour l’amélioration des cours du Peiho et du Whampoo. 

M. Rockhill_._..._.. et la révision des réglements en vigueur sur la navigation des eaux intérieures 
pour les Etrangers. 

Sir Ernest Satow partage l'avis de M. de Mumm, qu'il est préférable, a l'occasion de l’élevation des 
droits 4 5%, de ne pas soulever la question du likin. 

M. Beau apprécie la proposition de M.de Mumm. En ce qui concerne la taxation des produits qui ont 
jusqu’ici été admis en franchise, il conseille de trouver un moyen de ne pas faire peser les nouvelles charges sur 
les résidents Européens. C'est une question de détail qu'une Commission pourrait élucider. 

M. de Mumm: La Commission de révision du tarif pourrait s'en occuper. 

Aprés discussion, la formule suivante est rédigée et acceptée par M. Rockhill, sous réserve de l’approbation 
de son Gouvernement. 

“ Blévation du tarif actuel sur les importations a 5 “4 effectifs, a la condition: 
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a.—de transformer tous les droits sur les importations pergus actuellement ad va/orem en droits spécifiques., 
Une Commission Internationale serait nommée a cet effet, et, en attendant les résultats de son travail, les droits 
continueraient a étre percus ad valorem ; 

6.—d’améliorer les cours du Peiho et du Whampoo avec la participation financiére du Gouvernement Chinois. 

c.—d'é'endre le réglement de la navigation intérieure en vigueur a toutes les classes de navires. 

M. de Giers proteste contre le 2 ¢ qu'il dit ne pas pouvoir soumettre 4 son Gouvernement, a moins qu’il 
ne s'ag sse du relévement des droits 410%. La question, qu’il souléve est intimement liée a celle des likin. Le 
Gouvernement Russe a fait des concessions en vue de traiter les négociations et la conclusion de la-crise actuelle. 

Or la question qui est posée, en soulevant celle de la révision du réglement de la navigation, peut conduire 
a un résultat contraire. 

M. Rockhill, de son cdté, dit qu'il a compris, en acceptant de proposer a son Gouvernement le relévement 
des droits A 5%, que la révision des réglements de la navigation intérieure serait prise en considération. S’il 
devait en étre autrement, il retirerait son adhésion.

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MEMORANDUM: 
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La Commission chargée d’étudier la question du payement des indemnités, aprés avoir examiné 
attentivement les divers revenus Chinois qu pouvaient se préter a ce service, et aprés avoir étudié les méthodes 
administratives Chinoises et la possibilité de les contréler, est d’avisque “le revenu le plus sfir de la Chine 
est constitué par les Douanes Maritimes sous le contrdle d'une administration étrangére’’, et que ‘‘les évé iements 
de 1900 en ont montré la solidité.’’ 

Si, comme c'est le cas, d'autres revenus que ceux percus par les Douanes Maritimes doivent étre appliqués 
au payement de l’intérét sur les indemnités, et si les Puissances continuent a étre abso ument opposées a toute 
ingérance étrangére dans l'administration financiére de la Chine, alors la seule garantie que nous puissions obtenir, 
que les revenus gagés soient honnétement percus et appliqués au service de la dette, est de les placer sous le 
controle absolu de ce service reconnu si sfir. | 

Les Repré-entants des Puissances et le Gouvernement Chinois sont tombés d’accord que les droits de 
douane sur les batiments de type indigéne doivent é@tre percus par les Douanes Maritimes dans tous les ports 
ouverts, et que ce service leur sera généralement confié. On peut com >ter-avec confiance qu'entre leurs mains 
le reyenu provenant de cette source montera a prés de 5 millions de taels ; et, si nous en jugeons par lc succés 
obtenu a Kowloon et a Lappa of ces droits sont percus par les Douanes Maritimes, la somme susmentionnée 
s'accroitra encore considérablement, doublera ou méme triplera d’ici a quelques années. 

Le Gouvernement Chinois a suggéré, et la plupirt des Représentants des Puissances ont accepté en 
principe, que le tarif des douanes sur les importations étrangér*s devrait @tre porté a5 pour cent ad valor. m 
effectif.

Une autre proposition qui a été faite est l'élévation des droits de douane sur les importat ons a Io pour 
cent. En nous basant sur les recettes moyennes des trois derniéres années (1898 - 1900), et en excluant le riz et 
l‘opium, nous trouvons que cette surcharge produirait annuellement une augmentajion probable de prés de 
rt % millions de taels. Cette somme ajoutée au reliquat des Douanes Miritimes et aux recettes provenant des 
Douanes Indigénes parferait la somme de 18 millions de taels nécessaire probablement pour le service des intéréts 
sur les indemnités. Si méme ces trois sources ne produisaient pas de suite et pendant que l’administration 
s’organiserait, toute la sommme nécessaire pour ce service, il serait facile de prendre la somme nécessaire pour 
compléter le montant sur la Gabelle ou tel autre revenu que le Gouvernement Chinois voudraits'engager a employer 
le cas échéant. Mais, en vue des raisons ci-dessus, il semble trés improbable que ce cas se produira; il est plutdt 
probable qu’ aprés quelques années il y aura un excédant considérable de revenus de ces trois sources. 

L’élévation du tarif sur les importations a § pour cent ad valorem effectif, ou a to pour cent, rencontre 
toutefois l’opposition de certaines des Puissances et de tous les intéréts commerciaux étrangers, a moins qu’ elle 
ne soit compensée par le Gouvernement Chinois faisant disparaitre certains obstacles s'opposant a l'extension du 
commerce. , 

Les principaux désiderata du commerce étranger en Chine sont: — 

1° —-Abolition du likin ,ou, si cela ne peut se faire, la réforne de l’administration du likin et la réglemen- 
tation de ces droits. 

2° —Révision du tarif, et la substitution de droits spécifiques aux droits ad valorem. 

3° —Révision des reglements en vigueur sur la navigation des eaux intérieures par les étrangers pour les 
hesoins du commerce. 

4° —Amélioration des cours d’eaux conduisant aux grands centres de commerce. 

Si les Puissances acceptaient une augmentation de tarif Ad to pour cent, on pourrait demander au 
Gouvernement les compensations suivantes. 

1° —Révision gé~érale du tarif, et la conversion des droits ad va/orem en droits spécifiques. 

22 —Levée de l’interdiction de l’exportation du riz 

3° —Abolition de tout likin sur toutes les importations étrangéres, y compris les droits de transit et tout 
autre imp6t intérieur de quelque nature que ce soit. L/opium resterait soumis aux droits et autres impdts percus 
actuellement. 

4° —Révision et réglementation du tarif des droits de likin sur les produits indigénes destinésa 1’exporta- 
tion, en particulier sur ceux qui sont percus sur le thé, le coton brut, la soie, les cocons de soe, et autres 
principales denrées d'exportation. 

5° —Participation du Gouvernement Chinois dans les travaux pour |l’amélioration des voies fluviales 
conduisant 4 Shanghai et a Tientsin. 

Le montant de la contribution annuelle pour ces travaux a la charge du Gouvernement Chinois sera percu 
sur les revenus gagés pour le payement des indemnités de 1900, mais si ces revenus se trouvaient jamais insuffisants 
pour ces payements, le Gouvernement Chinois s’engagerait a parfaire le montant de sa contribution en employant 
tels autres fonds non gaygés qu'il jugerait convenables.

La séance @st ouverte a to heures, a la Légation d’Espagne, sous la Présidence de M. de Cologan, Doyen. 

Sont présents: 

MM. les Ministres d’Allemagne, d’Autriche-Hongrie, de Belgique, d’Espagne, de France, de Grande 
Bretagne, d’Italie, du Japon, des Pays-Bas, de Russie et le Plénipotentiaire des Etats Unis. 

M. de Mumm tient, au début de la s€éance, a remercier ses Collégues qui ont bien voulu assister au service 
commé moratif célébré en l’honneur du baron de Kettler, et en particulier le Doyen qui y a prononcé un discours 
A cette occasion. 

Sir Ernest Satow rappelle que le Doyen a regu du Corps Consulaire A Tientsin une réponse relative a 
la perception de la taxe sur le sel & T’ang-kou. Ence qui le concerne, le Ministre d'Angleterre ne voit pas 
d'inconvénient a ce que la taxe soit percque; le Gouvernement Provisoire s’est entendu a cet égard avec 
l'Administration du Chemin de fer. 

M. de Mumm,—On pourrait écrire au Directeur de cette Administration que le Corps Diplomatique y consent. 

M. de Giers voudrait voir d’abord la réponse du Corps Consulaire. En la parcourant, il remarque qu’il 
n’y est pas dit clairement que le sel imposé est celui qui doit étre imiporté dans le territoire ressortissant de la 
juridiction du Gouvernement Pruvisoire. Il désirerait que l’examen de la question fat remis 4 une prochaine 
séance pour qu’il puisse consulter le Commandant des troupes Russes re, résenté dans le Gouvernement Provisoire. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit que le Corps Diplomatique était d’accord pour autoriser le Gouvernement Provisoire 
a prélever les mémes taxes que le Gouvernement Chinois. Or il semble bien d’aprés la lettre précédemment 
écrite par le Gouvernement Provisoire, que la taxe indiquée soit une taxe ordinaire et non un likin. En 
ajournant notre décision, nous pouvons déranger le systéme de la taxation du sel au Tcheli, déja trés-atteint par 
la mise en vente libre de grandes quantités de sel saisis A Tientsin comme prises de guerre. 

M. Beau déclare qu’en ce qui concerne les prises fraacaises, l'imp3St a été payé au Gouvernement Chinois 
d’aprés un tarif supérieur au tarif ordinaire, plus Wun taél par sac. 

M. Rockhill; 11 est important de régler la question du sel, sans quoi la production peut étre entravée et le 
prix des stocks existants deviendra trop élevé. 

M, de Mumm rappelle que la question est sur le tapis depuis deux mois. [Le Gouvernement Chinois n'est — 
pas 4 méme de percevoir la taxe et nous, nous lions les mains au Gouvernewent Provisoire. 

M. de Cologan fait remarquer que la taxe est bien percue, mais que ce que demande le Gouvernement 
Provisoire, c’est l’autorisation de la percevoir 4 Tongkou. 

M. de Giers fera son possible pour donner une réponse définitive a la prochaine séance. 

M. d’Anthouard donne lecture des modifications au procés-verbal de la cinquante quatriéme séance qui 
est adopté. 

M, de Mumm dit qu’il a prié le Doyen de convoquer le Corps Diplomatique parceque la derniére séance 
avait été levée sams que l'accord fit fait sur un point important pour la question des indemnités: celui de 
l’élévation & 5% des droits spécifiques sur l'importation, qu'il considére comme nécessaire a la garantie dle la 
nouvelle Dette Chinoise. 

La France et la Russie avaient, par conciliation, accepté la Gabelle comme une des garanties. TI serait bon 
que les Etats Unis fissent une concession pour le 5%. La réforme proposée paraft bonne pour la Chine et pour le 
commerce. Tout le monde était prét a l’accepier sauf M. Rockhill. Lans le but de faciliter l'acceptation du 
Gouvernement Américain, le Corps Diplomatique avait uffert quelques réformes, telles que la substitution de droits 
spécifiques aux droits ad valorem, et l’amélioration des cours du Peiho et du Whampou. 

M. Rockhill dit que son Gouvernemen l'aavisé qu'il se ralliait A la proposition de 1’élévation des droits 
‘(’importation a 5%, sous ré-erve des deux concessions indiquées; substitution de- droits spécifiques, aux droits ad 
valorem, amélioration des rivi¢éres Whampou et Peiho. II se rallie également a la proposition de limiter le chiffre 
de l’intérét de 4% au lieu de celui de 37%, cela dans le but de hater les négociations 

M. de Giers remercie M. Rockhill du résultat de ses démarches. I| regrette de n'avoir pas encore de réponse 
de son propre Gouvernement sur la question des deux concessions. I] n'a pas non plus d’instructions @ propos du 
chiffre de 450 millions de taels. Son Gouvernement lui a cependaut mentionné la somme de 1,7: 0,000,000 de 
francs, qui sont 4 pen prés équivalent a 450 millions de taéls, mais cette somme avait servi de base de calculs 
plutdt qu’été définitivement adoptée. 

M. Beau voudrait que le Corps Diplomatique qui doit étre a l'heure actuelle muni d’instructions, se 
pronongaét sur la question du syst¢me de paiement, emprunt garanti ou bons. Si l'on adoptait l’emprunt garanti, 
i’ ntente serait facile, la question du taux étant presque secondaire. Mais si l'on choisit le systéme des Lons, i] 
est nécessaire que le Corps Diplomatique déclare A quel taux ils seront acceptés, A leur valeur nominal—au 
pair, ou bien au taux d’émission. M. Komura avait déja présenté les réponses du Gouvernement Japonais en cas 
d'adoption des bons. 
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M. de Giers dit que son Gouveruement a été et est toujours partisan de l’emprunt garanti, mais qu'il se 
ralliera néanmoins a |'unanimité des Puissances. Le Gouvernement Russe a trouvé juste le raisonnement de M. 
Komura que le choix des bons peut entrainer une perte pour les pays a crédit faible. Peut-€tre M. Komura 
pourrait-il expliquer yuelles compensations son Gouvernement demande. 

M. Beau insiste pour qu'on se prononce d’abord sur le systéme de paiement en vue d’établir l’unanimité. 
Personnellement, il est autorisé a accepter l'un ou l'autre des systémes préconisés. 

M. Komura dit que si le syst¢me de l’emprunt garanti était accepté, son Gouvernement ne ferait pas d’objec- 
tions. Mais si le paiement est fait en bons a 44, le Japon aurait a supporter une perte. Le dernier emprunt 
Japonais lancé a Londres est un emprunt a 4% et ces obligations actuellement sont au cours de £78 pour £ 100. 

Donec, tenant compte du principe établi dans la 5¢ partie du rapport de la Commissiou des Indemnités et 
croyant que l’intention des Puissances est gue les dépenses engagées par chaque Gouvernement dans l’intérét de 
tous soient remboursées, M. Komura croit de son devoir de déclarer que si les bons doivent rapporter 47 d’intérét, 
seul un capital qui produirait 54 sur le montant des réclamations japonaises serait regardé comme représentant ces 
réclamations, lesquelles ont été calculces d’aprés l"hypothése que le paiement serait immeédiat. 

Le Gouvernement Britannique, dit Sir Ernest Satow, s'est montré opposé au principe de l’emprunt 
garanti, par suite des difficultés d’établir un accord entre les différents Ministres des Finances. Une expérience 
d’emprunt garanti, faite il y a 4 ou 5 ans en Angleterre, n’a pas réussi. En outre, un tel emprnnt cofiterait trop 
cher a la Chine. Nous avons calculé yue pour se procurer 450 millions, elle devrait souscrire 484 millions, car pour 
1oo f. d'émission, la Chine ne recevrait que 93 francs, d’ou perte de 7. Voila pourquoi le Gouvernement Britannique 
s'est prononcé pour les ‘‘ bons.’’ Sir Ernest Satow n’apasencore regi sl’instructions a l’égard des objections déja 
faites par M. Komura. Pour le moment, i] ne pourrait accepter la demande de M. Komura derecevoir en obligations 
une somime qui donnerait l’équivalent d'un intérét de 5% sur le montant de la réclamation japonaise. 

M. de Giers: I1 peut y avoir émission a 5) et perte sur la valeur des obligations. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit que si le Gouvernement Japonais accepte des obligations a 4%, il faut augmenter le 
capital d'un quart. Il n’a pas proposé que le Japon ait des titres a 5 

M. Beau: Si on émet un titre de roo francs, a l’émission, on discute avec les banquiersle prix d'achat du titre 
quelque soit le taux. A quel prix le Japon pourra-t-il vendre ses titres 4d 4..? Ine faut pas entrer dans le 
calcul des intéréts. Ce que nous poursuivons c'est le remboursement de certaines sommes en monnaies différentes 
par bons A 4.4 qui seront remis par le Gouvernement Chinois et vendus sur les marchés. 

M. de Giers voudrait que M. Komura citft les chiffres en augmentation que réclamerait son Gouvernement. 

M. Beau: I! faut que chaque Gouvernement fixe | 'intérét correspondant a la somme qu'il verse, non pas 
en visant une spéculation mais en se substituent au Gouvernement Chinois. 

M. de Mumm dit qu'il y aurait eu, en adoptant |’emprunt garanti, les mémes difficultés et les mémes 
avantayges qu'on rencontre avec les bons. I ne partage pas l’opinion émise pas Sir Ernest Satow, que |’émission 
d'un emprunt garanti collectivement par les Pulssances aurait eu pour suite une perte de 74. II ressort de la 
discussion que nous sommes en train de perdre du terrain acquis et de remettre en question le total fixé de 450 
millions et les 4 ¢ d’intérét. 

M. de Giers a toujours dit qu'il n'a pas d’instructions en ce qui concerne le 4%. S’il s’était agi d’emprunt 
garanti, le taux de 4 ou de 37 aurait été accepteé. 

M. de Mumm ne juge pas de la méme maniére. I! croit que le Corps Diplomatique avait reconnu que 
intérét de 44 constituait une concession suffisante a la Chine et que l’emprunt garanti aurait été émis au pair 
eta 4 

En théorie, dit il, nous avons demaudé a la Chine de nous convyrir de nos dépenses et de nos pertes. 
C’était A elle A nous payer: seule, elle aurait dQ emprunter a 7.., peut-€tre plus cher. Nous sommes venus a 
son secours en lui offrant du4%. Nous faisons un véritable sacrifice, en encombrant nos marchés avec 4, 65,000.000 
de son papier et les Gouvernements, du fait de cet emprunt, diminuent leur crédit. 

M. de Giers: Avec l’emprunt garanti, les différences de crédit des diverses Puissances se seraient 
contrebalancées, 

M. Beau: Dans le systéme des bons, les Puissances a crédit faible placeront leurs obligations au dessous 
du taux gu’ou aurait obtenu grace a la garantie générale. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit qu'il a précédemment émis l’avis qu'on pourrait, sur le montant des réclamations 
donner a chaque Puissance l'intérét qu'elle devrait elle m@me payer, mais il ne sait pas si les Gouvernements 
s'entendraient sur la question d» taux ordinaire de leur emprunt. 

M. Beau dit que le Gouvernement Francais a toujours admis la possibilité d’emprunter a 47% et probable 
ment au pair 


Sir Ernest Satow remarque que la conséquence logique de la proposition de M. Komura serait apparemment 
une diminution des bons a remettre aux Pays qui, selon leur crédit, pourratent les placer 4 un taux .inférieur a 4 
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M. le Baron Czickann fait observer que les Gouvernements qui recevraient des obligations au dessous du 
pair profiteraient par l’amor:tissement et que les autres perdraient. 

M. Komura fait remarquer que la comme actuelle a majorer serait considérablement inférieure A 25 du 
montant des réclamations Japonaises, parce qu’il serait tenu compte dans les calculs de l’amortissement et de 
l’'intérét de la majoration, destinée 4 compenser la perte de 1% que devrait supporter le Japon. 

M. Beau dit que les titres délivrés aux Pu ssances seront différents puisque les bons seront établis 
en monnaies des divers pays, roubles, francs, marks, dollars. On peut admettre que l’intérét sera calculé d'aprés 
celui de l’émissio : et considérer les 44 comme un minimum. Nous pourrions demander a nos Gouvernements 
A quel taux les bons Chinois a 44 seront acceptés par les Puissances en payewent de leur réclamation pour arriver 
4 l'équivalence compléte des sommes réclamées par elles, Cet'e question ne s'applique, bien entendu, qu aux 
Gouvernements gui n’ont pas donné d instructions définitives A ce sujet a leur représentant. 

M. de Mumm rappelle que d’apreés les calculs de-la Commission une partie de l'amortissement est pavée 
par les 18 millions. D'aprés les instructions qu'il a regues, il a accepté la somme de 450 millions et le 4°. comme 
une co cession a la Chine et aussi a différentes Puissances. I| croit que son Gouvernement acceptera avec les 
450 millions, le 4%, et le pair. Mais la question posée par M. Beau remet sur le tapis celle des 450 millior s. 

M, Beau. Elle est, de toutes facons, remise sur le tapis par les objections de M. Komura. 

M. de Mumm dit qu’:l est prét a demander a son Gouvernement comment 1) accepte de donner satisfaction 
au Japon. 

M. de Giers __. et aux Puissances qui sont dans le méme cas que lui. 

M. de Mumm remarque qu’en somme, et depuis la déclaration faite au début de la séance par M. Rockhill, 
toutes les Puissances ont accepté le 44, a l'exception de la Russie et du Japon 

‘ Il existe maintenant A remédier a la difficulté soulevée par les objections du Japon, en cas d'adoption des 
bons. La Russie n’a pas définitivement libellé ses propres objections, basées surtout sur l'examen de |'émission 
de ses derniers emprunts 

M. le Marquis Salvago dit qu'il ne sait pas quelle sera la décision de son Gouvernement qui se trouve a 
peu prés dans la méme situation que la Russie, si l'on admet une exception en faveur d’une Puissance. 

M. Beau demande qu'on se prononce une fois pour toutes sur le mode de paiement, emprunt garanti ou 
bons. 

M. de Giers dit que son Gouvernement est partisan de l’emprunt garanti et se ralliera néanmoins aux bons 
si l'nnanimité est résolue en leur faveur. 

M. Beau a des instructions identiques. 

M. de Mumm est prét a accepter les bons, mais se rallierait aussi A l'emprunt garanti, s'il avait chance 
d’étre accepter A l'unanimité 

M. Joostens: Le Gouvernement Belge est pour les bons; il objecte a l’emprunt garanti parceque la 
Belgique ne peut concourir a une garanti@sondaire. | 

Le Marquis Salvago doit se ranger au systéme des bons préconisé par Sir Ernest Satow mais n'a pas 
d'instructions contrsires a l’emprunt garanti. 

Sir Ernest Satow est pour les bons parceque son Gouvernement trouve l’emprunt garanti trop compliqué 
et qu'il pourrait conduire a un contréle intérieur des affaires de Chine auquel il est opposé. 

M. Knobel n’a pas d’instructions a |'égard des bons, mais se ralliera a la majorité. 

M. de Giers: En somme, seuls Sir Ernest Satow, MM. Rockhill et jJoostens sont contre l’emprunt garanti. 

Sir Ernest Satow. Les bows ont réuni la grande majorité, qui s’est également prononcée sur le total de 
l'indemunité, la «late, sa limitation et le taux de l'intérét. 

M. de Giers dit qu'il n’a d’instruction ui sur le total de l’indemnité ni sur le taux de l'intérét. 

M. Beau: Da.s tous les cas les bons ont été acceptés a l'unanimité, avec les réserves par MM. de Giers, 
Komura et Sailvago. 

M. de Giers déclare que si les bons sont acceptés a l'unanimité, il doit faire observer qu’ils devront étre 
établis en roubles. Quant au pourcentage, les possesseurs devront pouvoir les toucher en roubles ou en taels, 
calculés sur le taux du rouble. 

M. Beau dit qu’on devrait décider comment les bons seront établis pour les différents pavs. 

M. de Giers et M. de Mumm répondent que la question est résolue en ce qui les concerne. 

Avant que la réunion ne se sépare, M. Beau tient a informer ses Collégues que le général Voyron lui a 
annonce l'embarquement de la seconde brigade Frangaise entre le 25 juillet et le 20 aofit. a l’'arrivée des navires. 
Il ne restera 4 Pékin que les gardes de la Légaton lien entendu on cortinuera a occuper Tientsin et les points. 
indiqués par la Note collective. Les Représentants des Puissances ont sans doute appris larrivée prochaine de 
3,000 hommes de troupes hinoises du Chantonng, soldats de Yuan Che-kai. M. Beauena été avisé par M. 
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Bouillard auquel les Chinois avaient demandé des trains pour transporter ces hommes de Paotingfou a Pékin, entre 
le 17 et 1 - 20 courant. 2 

Li Hong-tchang, qu'il a vu ce matin, lui a dit que les troupes Chinoises étaient déja A Hokienfou, qu’il en 
informerait officiellement aujourd'hui méme les Ministres pour concerter avec eux les mesures a prendre pour la 
venue de ces soldats A Pékin. Le Ministre de France a appelé l’attention du vice soi du Tcheli sur la coincidence 
de l'arrivée de ces troupes avec les anniversaires sanglants de l’année passée. C'est le 20juin 1900 qu’a été assassiné 
le baron de Ketteler. Le peuple Chinois pourrait établir de facheux rapprochements entre ces dates, d’autant 
plus qu’on propage dans le public des bruits tendancieux, représentant les troupes indigénes comme venant 
chasser les Européens. I] sera bon de rétablir la vérité par des proclamations a la population. 

Li Hong-tehang a promis de faire afficher des proclamations propres 4 dissiper toute équivoque et a en 
soummmettre d’abord le texte aux Ministres Etrangers. 

M. le Marquis Salvago demande s’il faudra autoriser l'entrée des troupes Chinoises 4 Pékin avant le départ 
des armées alliées? ¢t il exprime le désir que, dans le cas of cette mesure serait jugée utile par quelqu’un de 
ses Collég. es, celui-ci veuille bien en informer le Corps Diplomatique avant de |’effectuer, enfin, d’éviter des 
conflits assez probables entre-troupes alliées et troupes chinoises 

M. de Mumm est davis d’obtenir d’abord le consentement des Commandants en chef étrangers. I) est 
sous |'impression que les officiers Allemands ne sont pas partisans de la venue 4 Pékin des contingents indigénes 
tant qu'il se trouvera dans la ville des troupes autres que les gardes des Légations. 

M. le Marquis Salvago croit savoir que les officiers italiens sont du méme avis. 

Sir Ernest Satow consultera le Général Gaselee. [1 compte provoguer une réunion du Corps 
Diplomatique pour régler diverses questions Telles que: la reddition du Palais Impérial, du Palais d’Eté et de 
divers autres édifices occupés par les étrangers; de la démolition des forts de Takou et des ouvrages fortifiés 
entre Pékin et la mer, de la répartition des troupes étrangéres a Shanhaikouan, de la limitation’ de la juridiction 
des postes sur la ligne Takou Pékin. 

Les Chinois nous ont consultés sur la plupart de ces points, et quand nons traiterons avee eux de 
l'évacuation de Pékin, il faut que novs soyons tombés d’accord d’avance sur les réponses diverses a leur faire. 

I] serait d’avis de convoquer a la réunion les chefs militaires. 

M. le Marquis Salvago: Une premiére expérience n’a pas eu de résultats heureux. 

M. de Giers: La question de la compétence de chacun a été définie depuis ce moment. Dans tous les cas, 
il serait bon que Sir Ernest Satow voulut bien faire circuler une note of il analyserait les questions a4 résoudre par 
le Corps Diplomatique. 

La séance est levée 4 1 heure moins un quart. La prochaine réunion sera convoquée quand les Ministres 
auront recu de nouvelles instructions des Gouvernements.

Nous avons regu aujourd’hui, de Si-ngan, par le télégraphe, le Décret suivant : 

‘‘ Les auteurs des principaux crimes, actuellement en vie, devront étre punis comme l'ont demandé les 
‘' Ministres Etrangers dans leur note. 

‘‘On pourra, par mesure de conciliation, accorder 4 Yng-hien et A Tchao Chou-kiao la faveur de mourir. 

‘* Exigez qu’on rende Ki Siéou et Siu Tcheng-yu que nous ferons décapiter. 

‘Ii ne peut étre demandé compte de leurs fautes aux hommes qui sont morts. 

‘* Nous nous proposons de rendre un décret le 3 (21 février) et de procéder aux exécutions le 6 (24 février).’’ 

Puisqu’il est accordé que les punitions seront conformes a ce qui a été demandé, le Prince du 2¢ rang Touan 
et Tsai Lan seront condamnés a mort et attendront en prison. II n'y a aucun doute @ avoir. 

Par cette lettre que nous vous adressons, M. le Doyen, nous vous prions de vouloir bien en informer les 
Représentants des Puissances Etrangéres.

Le 13¢ jour de la 2¢ lune de la 27¢ année Kouang-Siu (1¢* avril rg0r), j'ai regu des Plénipotentiares étran- 
gers une communication officielle transmettant la liste des fonctionnaires provinciaux pour lesquels des chAtiments 
sont demandés, liste dans laquelle figure Li Tchao-tchen, sous-préfet de Wang-tou, avec la mention ‘ coupable 
‘‘de mauvais traitements contre les Missionnaires anglais susnommeés (famille Green). Dégradation perpétuelle.”’ 

En ayant avisé (l’intéress€), nous recevons a présent un rapport qui nous est adressé conjoiutement par le 
taot’ai du K’eou-pei et le préfet de Sinan-houa, et duquel fl résulte que le fonctionnaire en question est absent de 
son poste deWaag-tou depuis trois ans; que, alors qu’il se trouvait dans le poate de Vu-tcheou, un mouvement boxeur 
s’étant produit, ila aussit6t fait arréter et ex ‘cuter sept des meneurs de bandits dont un nommé Kia-tsi, et assuré la 
sauvegarde de la mission de Si-ho-ying, ce dont le missionnaire Tong Cheon-yi lui demeure jusqu’aujourd’ hui 
reconnaissant ; que, ayant été, depuis, transféré 4 Sinan-houa comme sovs-préfet intérimaire, il s’est moniré pré- 
occupé de pourvoir a tout en fournissant aux troupes alliées allemandes, anglaises, italiennes et autrichiennes 
tout ce dont elles pouvaient avoir besoin ; que, dans ce méme poste, il est alJ€é en personne dissiper les malen- 
tendus et rétablir l"harmonie réciproque au moment od leschrétiens de Hou-pao-‘ien et les milices de Chen-tsing- 
p‘ou, nourrissant les uns vis a vis des autres de l’animosit¢, prenaient les armes et étaient sur le point d’amener de 
graves malheurs ; que le missionnaire Te Mao-k‘ien a déclaré que la fs¢on dont les affaires de mission avaient été

Rapport du tao-tai du K‘eou-pei et du Préfet de Sinan-houa 


Nous avous recu de Li Tchao-tchen, sous-préfet p.i, de Sinan-houa-hen, les déclarations verbales suivantes : 
‘* J’apprends, par une lettre de Pékin, que mon nom se trouve compris dans une liste de fonctionnaires A punir pré- 
“sentée & l’examen de M. le Grand Secrétaire d’Etat par les pays étrangers, et que j’y suis désigné comme sous- 
‘“* préfet de Wang-tou. Ignorant de quelle faute je pouvais étre coupable, je suis allé aussit6t m’enquérir auprés 
“du principal mis ionnaire de Sinan-houa-fou, M. Te Mao-k‘ien, qui m'a déclaré que lorsque, précédemment, 
‘*j’€tais dans le poste de Yu-tcheou, j’avais réglé de la facon la plus satisfaisante et la plus heurense les affaires 
‘“‘entre boxeurs et chrétiens, et que, des treize districts de Ja circonscription de Sinan-houa, c’était dans le mien 
‘que les choses avaient été le mieux arrangées. Ce ne peut donc étre dans ce poste que je me eerais rendu cou- 
* pable d’une faute. Peut-€tre est-ce a raison d'un grief encourn pour quelque autre affaire par le gérant de 
‘* Wang-tou-hien que je me tronv: indfiment l'objet d’une accusation calomnieuse.”’ 


Nous avons été trés sus- ris de cette nouvelle, et nous nous disposions a rédiger un rapport pour demander 
des instructions, lorsque ledit sous-préfet est de nouveau venu nous dire :

‘‘Il me revient que c'est. 4 raison de mauvais traitements subis par des Missionnaires anglais 4 Wang-tou- 
‘‘hien qne j’aurais a @tre puni. Or, d’aprés l’époque (on ces faits se sont passés), je n’occupais point alors mon 
‘* poste ; il y a certainement confusion de personnes et je me trouve étre mélé A une affaire dont je suis innocent.”’ 

Nous constatons, en effet, que, bien que Li Tchao-tchen, sous-préfet p.i. actuel de Sinan-houa-hien soit le 
véritable titulaire de la sous-préfecture de Wang-tou, il avait remis le service de cette sous-préfecture a la date du 
6¢ jour de la 8¢ lune de la a5¢ année Kouang-Siu (1899), pour étre transféré a (la gérance de) Yu-tcheou. Alors 
qu'il était dans ce dernier poste, dans le courant de la 5¢ lune de la 26¢ année (juin 1900), les Boxeurs s’étant sou- 
leyés et livrés a l'incendie et au meurtre sous le prétexte d’inimitié contre les missions, le dit sous-préfet fit, a 
divers moments, arréter sept chefs de bandits, dont un nommé Kia-ti, et leur fit appliquer les derniers chAtiments 
pendant que d’autre part il envoyait des gens de police assurer l’ordre et ordonner aux bandits en question de se 
disperser ; c’est alors que la mission de Si-ho-ying, dans cette circonscription, fut sauvegardée, et le missionnaire 
de l’endroit, M. Tong Cheou-yi en garde jusqu’aujourd’hui le souvenir reconnaissant. Kt lorsque le missionnaire 
Te Mao-k‘ien a “éclaré que, des treize districts de la circonscription de Sinan-houa, c’était dans celui-la que les 
affaires entre Boxe. rs et chrétiens avaient été le mieux traitées, il a vraiment dit une chose exacte. 

Dans la nenviéme lune de la méme année (octobre-novembre 1900), le dit sous-préfet fut traneféré a la 
gérance de Sinan-houa-hien, et malgré la nouvelle de l’arrivée prochaine de troupes étrangéves, il prit quand 
méme le service le 23¢ jour de la dite lune (14 novembre 1900). Trois jours aprés, arrivérent plus de 2000 soldats 
allemands, anglais, italiens et autrichiens, et, sur la demande du dit sous-préfet, des délégués furent chargés par 
nous dé réunir les notables et d’organiser des bureaux pour _fournir aces troupes ce dont elles auraient besoin ; 
il fat de plus versé de l’argent pour éviter de plus grands maux. Plus tard, les soldats étrangers allérent jusqu’a 
Kalgan, puis repassérent en se dirigeant vers la capitale, et le pays fut beureux d’avoir été ainsi préservé. 

A cette €époque, dans la circonscription de Siuan-houa, les chrétiens de Hou-pao-tien et les milices de 
Chen-tsing-p‘ou nourrissant les uns contre les autres des sentiments d’animosité, prenaient les armes et étaient 
sur le point d’entrer en grave conflit: ledit sous-préfet se rendit en personne sur les lieux avec une faible 
escorte, aplanit le différend, prodigua les exhortations Jes plus sincéres et fit si bien que l’aucienne srspicion 
fut dissipée, et que la population et les chrétiens commenctrent a vivre en bonne harmonie. I! protégea en 
outre le retour dans la sous-préfecture du missionnaire de Hou-pao-tien, M. Heou Tchen-hai, qui Ini ena été trés 
profondément reconnaissant. 

Aujourd’ hui, le dit sous-préfet s’occupe avec nous du réglement des indemnités aux missions de toute la 
circonscription et il y apporte tout son soin et toute son énergie sans s’épargner aucunement les fatigues ; d’une 
courtoisie toujours égale, ni arrogant, ni obséqueux, il excelle a bien traiter les missionnaires; il a comme principale 
préoccupat on d’aimer le peuple qui lui en sait un gré infini; enfin c’est un fonctionnaire comme l’on n’en trouverait 
pas beaucoup dans toutes les provinces, et il ne faut pas qu'il ait le malheur d’encourir une responsabilité 
pénale a raison des rancunes entre les ohrétiens:et:les boxeurs. 

Au surplus, les mauvais traitements infligés aux missionnaires anglais ont été la suitedu mottvement boxeur 
de 1’été et de l’automne derniers, et 4 cette €poque ledit sous-préfet avait déja depuis plus d’un an remis le 
service de la sous-préfecture de Wang-tou of deux intérimaires se sont succédé ; c’est donc un intérimaire de 
Wang tou-hien qu’il convient de rendre responsble des mauvais traitements inifligés aux mee emer anglais, 
et le dit sous-préfet ne saurait en rien étre impliqué dans l'affaire.

Requéte adressée par Li Tchao-tchen, sous-préfet 9.7. de Sinan-houa-hien : 

Ayant appris que les divers Pays avaient présenté une liste de fonctionnaires A punir, liste dans laquelle 
figurait mon nom avec l’indication ‘‘ sous-préfet de Wang-tou,”’ je fis aussitét connafitre a mes supérieurs les 
conditions dans lesquelles j’avais jadis remis le se: vice de la sous-préfecture de Wang-tou. 
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J’'ignorais alors quelle ew pouvait étre la cause. Mais anjourd’hui, j’apprends que c'est a raison de 
mauvais traitements subis par des missionnaires anglais que je devrais étre puni. 

Or le service de la sous-préfecture de Wang-tou a été remis par moi le 6¢ jour de la 8¢ lune de la 25¢ année 
Kouang-Siu, [ 1899], €poque a laquelle je fus transféré A Yu-tcheou. L’agent qui me succéda a 
Wang-tou en qualité de gérant était Soun Yu-sieou. Pendant les 5¢ et 6¢ lunes de la 26¢ année [juin et juillet 
1900], Yen Pei-lié fut envoyé gérer le poste; et en ce moment, on a de nouveau chargé un nommé K‘ieou-ying 
d’un intérim de courte durée. 

Les mauvais traitements infligés A des missionnaires anglais ont été la suite du mouvement boxeur de 1’été 
dernier, et bien que je sois vraiment le titulaire du poste de Wang-tou-hien, voila aujourd’hui trois années que 
j’ai quitté ce poste dont trois gestions me séparent. Je ne puis donc étre mélé aucunement a |’affaire des mauvais 
traitements infligés aux missionnaires anglais. 

Comme ma situation en dépend, je prends la grande liberté d'adresser A V.E., Monsieur le Grand Secré- 
taire d’Etat, la présente requéte pour vous prier de vouloir bien faire faire de sérieuses recherches et tirer la chose 
au clair, afin d’éviter qu'une injustice ne soit commise 4 mon égard. Je serais vivement touché de votre haute 
bienveillance et vous en garderai une infinie reconnaissance

Yang Hong-li, général de la subdivision de Ta-t‘ong.—Dans sa juridiction, des affaires religieuses se sont 
produites, mais il n’a fait que faillir 4 assurer la protection. I] est proposé d’atténuer sa peine en celle de 
dégradation avec maintien en fonctions. 

Tseng P*‘ei-k‘i, préfet de Wei-houei.—II a protégé la sortie du territoire de missionnaires anglais et francais 
il n’y a pas eu de cas de massacres de chrétiens. I1 est proposé de le mettre hors de cause. 

Fou Feng-yang, préfet de Nan-yang [ Honan].—I) a su, ainsi qu’en témoignent des lettres de remerciements 
du missionnaire francais An Si-man et du missionnaire anglais K‘ong Hao-yi, assurer sérieusement la protection 
des missions. N’est véritablement pas anti-étranger. I) convient de le mettre hors de cause. 

Tch‘en Che-wei, sous-préfet de Wou-ngan [Ho-nan], Che-keng, sous-préfet de Ngan-yang, Tch‘e-kiun, 
sous-préfet de Ché-hien, et Lu Yo-k‘ing, sous-préfet de Houa-hien, ont indemnisé les missions en leur rendant 
divers objets, et ont signé avec Mgr. Sse Te-wang [Mgr. Scarella] un arrangement final des affaires de missions. 
Mgr. Scarella a adressé au Ministre [de France] un rapport demandant la mise hors cause de ces mandarins, et 
il convient naturellement d’agir de conformité. 

Ces huit derniers fonctionnaires n’ont été visés par aucun décret, mais dés maintenant, il y a lieu d’adresser 
a MM. les Plénipotentiaires étrangers une note concernant les réductions de peine a appliquer et les mises hors 
de cause & prononcer, en ajoutant que si le Palais agit ainsi ce n'est nullement par désir de couvrir et protéger 
certains fonctionnaires, ma's uniquement dans Je but de faire concorder la peine avec la faute.

He was made a Reader of 
the Grand Secretariat in 1897 and in the same year was appointed 
as Chinese Minister te Germany. He became a Director of the 
Banqueting Court in 1898 and a Director of the Court of Sac- 
rificial Wership in 1899. As stated in the Edict he is Presi- 
dent of the Censorate. 

As his rank is already abeve that of a Directer in the

There has been considerable activity in the Manchurian 
negotiations of late, and what was mere rumor before, has been, 
since the death of His Excellency, Li Hung-chang, verified as 
fact . . 

Very recently an arrangement was definitely agreed upon 
between Li Hung-chang anc Mr. Lessar, the Russian Minister, 
sent to the Court, and an order returned to sign with some 
slight amendments. In the meantime, the Japanese, through 
their secret service here, had got hold of the terms, and 
forthwith brought such influence to bear from Tokio upon the 
Viceroys of the Yangtze that they at once sent an earnest pro- 
test to the Court, which secured another order to Li Hung-chang 
not to sign the agreement. A very stormy scene ensued between 


Id Humg-chang and the Russian Minister when the latter was in- 


formed of this last erder. It was immediately after this in- 


terview that the Viceroy had a serious relapse, accompanied by 
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a severe hemorrhage from which he never recovered. It is 


also authoritatively reported that on the morning of the 7th

instmt, only a few hours before the death of Li Hung-chmg,

and while he was entirely unconscious, the Russian Minister 
went to his house, and tried to compel the Secretaries to have 
affixed, in the presence of the dying Viceroy, the official 
seals, but it was too late as the seals had already been placed 
in the custody of the Provincial Treasurer, Chou-fu. 

The death of Li Hung-chang will undoubtedly delay for a 
little time the conclusion of the Manchurian Convention. But 
as bearing on the proposed settlement in favor of Russia, it 
is understood and believed that Jung-lu has lately been won 
over to the Russians, and that Li Hung-chang's son, a wry 
clever young man, has been for some time in the pay of the 
Russo-Chinese Bank at a salary of five hundred taels per month. 

I enclose a memorandum of an interview between Mr. Williams, 
our Chinese Secretary, and ex-Governor Hu, at present General 
Military Director here, which throws much light on the situa- 
tion, and, I believe, may be confidently relied upon, The work 
of negotiating has been carried on very sécrétly so that the 
Powers might not wela none for interference wntil the matter 


was fait accompli. In conversation with prominent Chinese

officials, they say China is helpless and can do nothing but 
yield to Russia's demands, unléss the other Powers interfere,

and they ask, “will the United States help us?" I answer, 
"help you to do what? That can be quickly determined when you

explain your difficulties and ask for help." 

The United States, England and Japan have at present, 


almost a monopoly of the foreign trade of Manchuria, and it 


seems to me that we might, on that account, conjointly say to 


Russia that she must, in no respect, jeopardize the commercial 
rights or interests which have grown up under treaty provisions, 
and as a result possibly secure some assurance as to a per- 
manent open door, which may be effective. Especially in regard 
tc Newchwang, the only treaty port, and where the continued 
occupation of Russia is destroying our trade, and where she is 
collecting for her own use the native customs, which, by a 
protocol signed by her representatives, have been 
pledged for the payment of general indemnities, I apprehend

Proposed Russo-Chinese Agreement as to Manchuria. 

I outlet on His Excellency, Governor Hu, on Thursday after- 
noon, tov. 7th, and when we had spoken of the death of Li Hung- 
chang which had occurred that morning, we turned naturally to 
the unfinished negotiations between China and Russia as to Man- 
churia. I said to His Excellency that it was the opinion of 
Mr. Conger, the U. S. Minister, that China was making a mis- 
take in concealing from her friends the real terms of the pro- 
posed convention; that our Government had shown the greatest 
friendliness to China, but that however much they might desire 
to assist China in maintaining her territorial integrity, it 
was impossible for the United States to make any objection to 


what was ‘being done unless they were informed as to the facts, 


and that, if His Excellency were willing to communicate the 
substance of the proposed treaty Mr. Conger would transmit it 
confidentially to the State Department and the latter would 

no longer be compelled to depend upon rwnors for their knowledge 
of the situation. 

. Thereupon Governor Hu said that he had seen the conven- 
tion; that it consisted of four articles, but that he could 
give no more than the substance of the first three, as he had 
been permitted merely to glance over them very hastily; that 
of the fourth he had a copy. He proceeded to explain this in 
detail, but as I carried it away with me I give translation 


velow. 


The substance of the lst, 2nd and 3rd Articles is that 
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Russia will surrender the Shan-hai-kuan, Yin~-kteu (Newchwang) ad 


Hsin-min-ting Railroads and evacuate Shan-hai-kuan and New- 


chwang this year; that Russia will evacuate the provinces of 
Liao-tumg and Moukden next year (1902), Kirin in 1903 and Hei- 
lung-chiang in 1904, but that she will continue to maintain 
such military fofces in Manchuria as may be necessary to pro= 
tect her railways. No limit is fixed to the number of her 
troops. On the other hand, China, even after the evacuation, 
may not increase her military forces beyond their present num- 
erical strength, and they are to be allowed no arms but rifles, 
all cannon are forbidden, hence no fortifications may be er- 
ected. If any foreign officers are to be employed to drill 
Chinese troops in said provinces, only Russian officers may be 
so used. No foreigners but Russians are to be allowed to con~ 
struct railways, open mines, or otherwise exploit the resources 
of these territories. Even Chinese must first obtain Russia's 
consent before opening mines. 

I obtained a copy of the 4th Article from Governor Hu's 
Secretary, Mr. Wu, and have translated it as follows: 

Article IV. The Russian Government agrees to restore to 
their original owner the Shan-hai-kuan, Ying~k*ou (Newchwang) 
and Hsin-min-t'ing railways, which have been in her possession 
and under her protection since the end of September, 1900, 
Russian Calendar, and the Chinese Government on its part agrees: 

ist. That no other foreign troops shall be allowed to 
undertake the protection of the railways surrendered, nor will 


they be permitted to repair or administer such railways. 
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Neither shall the military forces of any other country be 
allowed to occupy the territories to be evacuated by Russia. 
Should circumstances arise making it necessary to give 
protection to said r railways, it shall be the special responsi- 


bility of China to provide the forces needed to protect them.

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the history of this proposed convention, were elicited. They 


were communicated chiefly By Governor Hu, but his remarks were 
at times supplemented by the statements of his Secretary, 
Captain Wu, who was educated in the United States and is very 
partial to American institutions: 

The proposed convention was agreed to by Li Hung~chang, 
who submitted it to the Court. The Court disapproved and re~ 
turned it for amendment. Li, however, submitted it a second 
time with strong endorsement and the Court reluctantly approved, 
provided no other power was making objections, but Li was in- 
formed that he would be held personally responsible for any 
trouble that might arise. This message and a stormy scene with 
the Russian Minister are said to have brought on the hemorr~ 
hage of the stomach which hastened Li's death. In the mean~ 
time, through Sheng, Director General of Telegraph, the news 
was allowed to reach the Japanese who urged Sin K'un-i, and 
Chang-Chih-t'ung to make a protest. They did so, holding that 
the convention was an abdication of sovereignty on China's 
part so far as Manchuria was concerned, and the result was a 
refusal of the Court to consent to the treaty. The Rusai an 
Minister went around again on the morning of Li's death in 
hopes of having the treaty signed before he died, but it was 
too late. The Provincial Treasurer, Chou-fu, had arrived at 
9 P. M. the day before and taken the Viceroy's seals.

He was still a member ef the Tsungli Yamen when 
the. "Boxer" eutbreak eccurred, and he accempanied the Ceurt in 
its flight te Hsian-Fu. He is a member ef the Grand Ceuncil 
and ene ef the Feur Grand Secretaries. On July 24th, 1901, by 
Imperial Bdict he was made Vice President ef the new Board of 
Foreign Affairs organized te take the place of the Tsungli 
Yamen, but his absence from Peking has seo far prevented his 
takin any active part in the work ef the Beard. 

The holding ef so many posts seems te conflict with the 
requirement: that the Ministers ef the Beard of Foreign Affairs 
Shall devete themselves entirely te the work ef that Board.

In addition to my despatch No. | Ae the 9th instant, re- 
porting the death of His Excellency, Li Hung-chang, I have the 
honor to enclose a translation of an official notice sent by 
the Wai Wu Pu, through the Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, and 
also copy of an Imperial Decree published in the Peking Gazette 
of November 9th. 

At six o*eleek, on the 8th instant, his body was, with the 
usual elaborate Chinese ceremonies, put into the coffin, and 
this prominentiy placed in a temporary apartment, magnificently 
decorated, which was erected for the purpose in one of the 
courts of his late residence, where the accustomed rites and 
sacrifices are now being performed and will continue unabated 
for several weeks; at the end of which time, it is expected 
his body will be removed to his native province, An-hui, for 


burial. 


On the 9th instant the Diplomatic Corp proceeded in a body 


to 


to the residence to pay a last tribute of respect to the de- 


ceased official and to offer their conddlence to the bereaved 


} 
family. Upon our arrival there Baron Czikann, the Austrian 


Minister and Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, made a brief speech 
which was feelingly replied to in Chinese by Li Ching-shu, el- 
dest son, and repeated in English by Li Ching-mai, a younger 
son of the deceased, copies of which I enclose. 

His death has deprived the Chinese Government of the ser- 
vices of its most widely known statesman and one of its most 
trusted Councillors. 

His life, extending over nearly four score years, has cov- 
ered the whole period of political intercourse between China 
and the West. That period has been one of repeated humiliation 
for China and of steady loss of prestige and territory, and 
in most of the stirring events which have accompanied this de- 
cline of power, Li Hung-chang has been a prominent actor, yet 
history will probably give him a place among the great political 
leaders of the Nineteenth Century. 

He was born in 1822, just six years after the failure of 
Lord Amherst's mission at Peking, and his young manhood was con- 
temporaneous with the struggle of the British for commercial 


privileges at Canton. His hame, however, was in central China.

The successful career of Li Hung-chang has made the little 
city of Ho-fei. famous throughout the Empire, and the influence 
of the great Minister has been exerted to advance the interests 
of his fellow provincials. Among the numerous factions that 
have Sicasteal for place and power in: China since the Taiping 
Rebellion, there are two that have stood forth with great prom- 
inence; the Hunan Party, headed first by the Tseng family and 
afterwards by Liu K'un-i, Viceroy at Nankin and the An-hui - 
Party, which gathered about Li Hung-chang and Liu Ming-ch'uan, 
another veteran of the T‘ai-ping Rebellion. 

Chief of those who have benefited by Li's advancement are, 
of course; his own family, including relatives of remote de- 
gree; for the solidarity of the family is much more fully re- 
cognized by the Chinese than by Western peoples. 

A very large portion of the business quarter of Wuhu is 
owned by the Li family, and they have other large holdings of 
real estate in the prefectural city, Lu-chou, at the Viceregal 
Capital Nankin, as well as in Shanghai, Tientsin and Peking.

China, Li invested considerable sums in pawnshops located in 
various cities of his native ioiune. The pawnshop is a li- 

; 
censed institution and serves the purpose of bank and safe 
deposit. Loans at exhorbitant rates of interest (usually 2% 
a month) are made on good security to the peasants in distress, 
and well-to-do families place their valuables in these pawn- 
shops for safe-keeping. The Viceroy held a large interest also 
in the China Merchants Steam Navigation Company. 

His father was twice married. His first wife was the 
mother of Li Hem-chang. The second who had been a widow be- 
came the mother of the great: Viceroy and his brother, killed 
in the T'ai-ping Rebellion. Her surname was also Li, a most 
unusual circumstance, as it is a violation of law for a man and 
woman of the same surname to marry, and it is said that when 


in later years the son had become distinguished and the Empress 


Regent sent her certain presents on her eightieth birth day, 


the son induced her to sign her name as Ki instead of Li, for 


married women in China retain their maiden names. According to 
Doctor W. A. P. Martin she was not a widow remarried but one 


of the concubines of the father of Li Hung-chang. 


Li Hung-chang in early life showed an aptitude for letters 
and while still quite young obtained the degree of Licentiate 


or B. A., which was speedily followed by that of Provincial 
graduate

Graduate or M. A. He then went to Peking to the examinations 


for the Doctor's degree which he obtained in 1847. His brill- 


iant gifts gave him a place in the Hanlin Acadeny , and from 


this scholastic retreat in 1853 he went forth to serve the In- 
perial House in its efforts . suppress the great T'ai-ping 
Rebellion, then going on. He was a protege of Tseng Kuo-fan, 
the father of the well known Marquis Tséng, who, in later years, 
served his country as Minister to England. Under this patron- 
age he was rapidly advanced. In 1859 he was a Taotai in the 
Province of Fukien; in 1862 he had become the Governor of 
Kiangsu, one of the richest and most populous provinces of the 
Empire and the chief seat of the rebellion. His capital, Soo- 
chow, was in the hands of the T'ai-pings, as was the Viceregal 
capital at Nankin. Circumstances had thrown him into intimate 
relations with the American, General Ward, whose ever victorious 
army was operating in Eastern Kiangsu in aid of the Imperial- 
ists and whose successes were gradually delivering the prov- 
ince from the control of the rebels. Ward was killed in 1862, 
but a few months later he was succeeded by Gordon who carried 
to completion the work so well begun, and Li profited by their 
skill and courage, the Chinese Goverment giving him a large 


measure of credit for the suppression of the rebellion. Gener-

8th, 1863) he discovered that Li had violated his solemn prom- 
ise to pardon the rebel leaders and had executed eight of them 
se oe we SS comes, Sheng be ne 


later induced in the interests of peace and order to resume the 


work and carry it to completion. The suppression of the 


rebellion brought great honor to the Imperialist leaders, and 
li soon found himself in high favor at Court, and was admitted 


to the peerage as an Earl of the Third Rank. In later. years 


he was promoted and made Earl of First Rank. In 1867 he became 
Viceroy of the Hukiang at Wuchang (opposite Hankow) and the next 
year was made also Superintendent of Trade for the South. Two 
years later he was Viceroy of the Metropolitan Province, Chihli, 
and in 1875; the first year of the reign of Kuanghsu, he was 
made Senior Grand Secretary of the Empire, a post whose functions 
po mostly nominal, but the holding of which is one of the 
highest honors which the Government can confer. There are but 


four Grand Secretaries, two Chinese and two Manchu. 
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In 1882 his mother died, and he asked leave to retire for 


the three years mourning required by law (nominally three years, 


really twenty-seven months). The Court declined to release 


him from his duties and commanded him to await a more conven- 
ient season. When he subsequently renewed his request he was 
gvéstien three months leave, instead of the three years. and a 
new post which custom demanded. He was, however, nominally re- 
moved from office and made merely an Acting Viceroy of his srev 
ince until 1884 when he was duly reappointed, and in the fol- 
lowing year his honors were increased by his appointment as 
Associate Director of the Board of Admiralty. 

Li's experiences during the T'ai-ping Rebellion enabled him 
to make something like a proper estimate of the military 
strength of the West. He recognized the superiorty of Western 
arms and tactics and was an early advocate of the reorganiza- 
tion of the Chinese army upon European lines and the creation 
of a strong navy. In his own Viceroyalty he built a large ar- 
senal * Tientsin, established a military school at the same 
place, and induced the Government to purchase a number of fine 
war-ships, the best of which constituted the Northern Squadron 
which was oeee his immediate control. Yet when war broke 
out with Japan his armies were found to be largely on: paper, bad- 


ly disciplined, and still more badly armed, while the fleet 
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eal so poorly provided for that after the battle of the Yalu, 
its ammunition being nearly exhausted it was compelled to seek 
shelter in Wei-hai-wei, where it fell an easy prey to the Japan- 
ese. Many charges of corruption were sa at the time against 
Li and his subordinates which were apparently well grounded, ani 
of the vast sums appropriated for many years for military and 
naval suppifes seems ry have gone to increase the large fortunes 
of himself and his protegés. 

Li, too, very early advocated the construction of rail- 


roads, the opening of mines and use of steamships. As we have 


said he was one of the principal partners in the China Mer- 


chants Steam Navigation Company. He is also reputed to have 


ox 


had a large interest in certain cotton and other factories, 
which introduced steam power and modern machinery. 

In 1885, when there was fear of war with Russia, in a 
strong memorial he urged upon the Government the importance 
of entering at once upon the construction of railways to pro- 
mote the defence of the Empire and to develop its resources. 
He himself built the first railway of any consequence, from his 
own port, Tientsin, to the coal mines which he had had opened 
at K'ai-ping. His well-known attitude towards foreigners made 


him the trusted agent of the Court in many of the most deli- 


cate questions arising between China and the Powers after his 
| attainment 


attainment of the Grand Secretaryship, but it was his misfortune 
in most cases to represent a Government defeated or in the wrong 
? 


and to have to yield to the foreigner concession after con- 


cession, and cede one piece of territory after another. Yet 


when Chunghow returned from Russia in 1880, after having yielded 


the fairest portions of Kuldja to Russia and granted her the 
right of navigation on the Songari River, as well as various 
other valuable concessions, Li was one of the first to denounce 
him in a memorial to the Throne. Mr. Margary, a British Con- 
sular officer, having been entnaes in Yunnan in 1875, while 
traveling under special authorization of the Chinese authori- 
ties, the British Minister, Sir Thomas Wade, charged the crime 
upon the Viceroy of Yunnan, and demanded that he should be 
brought to Pekin for trial. When the Chinese Government re- 
fused, Wade pulled down his flag anmpes the Capital. Li Hung- 
chang was immediately sent after him and overtook him at Che- 
foo, where, after long haggling, a convention was agreed upon 
and signed September 135th, 1876, whereby, besides the payment 
of an indemnity to the families of the injured persons and 
the sending of a Commissioner to apologize to Her Majesty's 
Government, the ports of Ichang, Wuhu, Wenchow and Pakhoi were 
thrown open to trade and other commercial privileges were ceded. 
In the war of 1884-85 with France, Li advised the Chinese 


Government 
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Government to withdraw from Tonkin. This was wry unpalatable 
advice to certain Imperial Princes and Li was removed from 
office. His disgrace was of very short duration, however, md 


in four weeks he was recalled and had the disagreeable task of 


signing at Tientsin, on June 9th, 1885, the Treaty by which 


China was compelled to abandon her ancient suzerainty over 
Annan and Tonkin. Not only were these important dependencies 
cut off, but two cities in Southwest China were opened to trade; 
Lungchou in Kuangsi and Mengtzu in Yunnan. 
~ 

The Japanese expedition of 1874 to Formosa to exact re- 
paration for the murder of Loochooan junkmen was in reality 
an effort to secure a recognition of Japanese suzerainty over 
the Loochoo Islands, and it succeeded in this purpose, despite 
the protests of the people who had, for five hundred years, 
paid tribute to Pekin. But this. violence on Japan's part 
rankled in thehearts of Chinese Statesmen, and Li Hung-chang 
is credited with having advised. the Government to imitate 
the Japanese and build up a strong army and navy with the ex- 
press purpose of exacting reparation ; but while China made «a 
show of military preparation, Japan did, in reality, build up a 
powerful army and an equally powerful navy, and when in 1894 
the opportunity afforded itself of detaching Korea from its 


allegiance to the Middle Kingdom, Japan was rot slqw 


to 


to avail herself of it. 


China turned again to Li Hung-chang for help. Had he not 
for years been educating officers, training soldiers and equipp- 
ing a fleet? Li was made Commander-in-Chief, but the over- 
whelming and disgraceful defeat of the Chinese army and navy 
led to the loss of his three-eyed pea-cock feather and yellow 
saa in September 1894, and to his deprivation of all rank 
in December of the same year. FEarly in ‘tin following year 
he was sent to Japan to sue for peace and while there was 
wounded in the face by the bullet of an assassin. This secured 
him considerable sympathy and the Emperor of Japan voluntarily 
abated somewhat of his demands. Li was assisted in his nego- 
tiations by the Honorable John W. Foster, but while the origind 
demands of Japan were considerably lessened, as no doubt they 
were intended to be, Li had the humiliation of once more ceding 
valuable territory of the Empire to her enemies. Korea, for 
centuries a tributary state, was declared independent, and For- 
mosa, the Pescadores and the Liao-tung Peninsula of Manchuria 
were made over to Japan. In addition to this China was required 
to pay an indemnity of Taels 200,000,000 and open four new ports 
to foreign trade, besides granting other important commercial 


privileges. It is generally understood that before signing 


this 
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this treaty Li came to an understanding with the Russian Min- 


ister gt Pekin that the Geer would interfere to prevent the 
alienation of the Manchurian Peninsula to Japan. In any case, 
py the support of France and Germany Russia was enabled to 
accomplish this result, in return for which she, a short time 
afterwards, secured valuable railway and mining concessions for 
herself in the same territory, together with the lease of the 
port of Tai-lien-wan and the fortified harbor of Port Arthur. 
Though deprived of his power and rank Li was allowed to retain 
the post of Viceroy at Tientsin, but in 1895, after his return 
from Japan, he was finally removed altogether and transferred 
to Pekin. 

Thus closed a period of twenty years service as Viceroy 
in one port, contrary to all usual precedents which require 
rotation in office. While still in disgrace he was appointed 
in 1896 a special ambassador to attend the coronation of Czar 
Nicholas II at St.Petersburg and is reputed to have carried with 
him the secret treaty between China and Russia, which granted 
to Russia valuable Railroad and mining rights in Manchuria, in 
return for which she was to guaranty China against Japanese 
aggression. 

Since the Japanese wer Li has been popularly regarded as 


a Russian agent. The British Journals particularly are never 
weary 


weary in denouncing him for this partiality toward the Musco- 
vite Power, but it is easy to understand that the displacement 
of British by Russian influence in China is a constant source 
of irritation to the Britons. It is not necessary to ascribe 
corrupt. motives to account for this surrender of China to 
Russian influence. So long as British iaaviasianen was felt, 
British statesmen were consulted on all occasions, but when 
Britain refused to interfere with the course of Japanese con- 
quest, the most natural course for the Chinese diplomat was to 
turn to the one Power willing to help, and fear of this Power 
has since served to strengthen the bond of Chinese dependence. 
The latest treaty negotiated by Li and left unsigned at 
his death is an illustration of this. The Chinese did not re- 
gard the appointment of Li to attend the coronation of the 
Czar as an honor. When the post was offered first to Prince 


Kung and afterwards to Prince Ch'ing, it is said they indig- 


nantly declined it, asking what they had done that they should 
be sent on a mission to barbarians. Li Hung-chang, however, 
realized, no doubt, that it was an honor, nevertheless, and 


his tour: of the world was one continued ovation. On his re- 


turn to China, in October, 186896, he was made a Minister of the 
Tsung-1i Yamen, where he served for two years. In September, 


1898, 


1898, he was removed from this post, an event which, at the time’ 
was claimed as a triumph of British diplomacy, and hailed as a 
sign of reviving British influence. In all probability it was 
nothing of the sort, but was the result of the scheming of the 
ne fish iain which, at that time, dominated for . few weeks 
the policy of the Govermment. Li was not a Reformer, nor in 
sympathy with the youthful statesmen whom the Emperor at that 
time was gathering about. him. He favored the introduction of 
Western inventions, and to a certain extent the material civil- 
ization of the West, because he saw that it was necessary to 
the preservation of the Empire, but he was a Chinese politician 
of the old school and made no pretence of differing from his 
Colleagues in the appropriation and distribution of the spoils 
of office. Morever, as between the Emperor and the Empress 
Dowager, he gave his allegiance without question to the latter 
as to the patroness to whom he owed all his advancement in the 
past. 

During the trouble with France in 1884, when by a palace 
revolution Prince Ch'un, father of the “mperor, managed to de- 
pose Prince Kung and remove Li from office, the latter staunch- 


ly adhered to the policy of the Empress Dowager, and within a 


month a counter revolution restored him to power. The Re- 


formers 
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formers knew, therefore, that to carry out their plans for mak- 


ing the Emperor ruler in fact as well as name, and thus to se- 


cure the retirement of the Empress, it would he necessary to re- 
move Li fein office; and it was he who, with the deposed Min- 
isters of the Board of Rites, aroused the Empress to a sense 
of her danger by a personal appeal for redress of their griev- 
ances and thus set in motion the chain of events which, in a 
few days, had made the Emperor a prisoner, beheaded his young 
advisers, and restored the Empress to the regency. Li was not 
long left in retirement. In November of the same year he was 
appointed a special commissioner to inspect the levees of the 
Yellow River and report a plan for its improvement. All his 
decorations had already been restored to him. In January, 
1900, he was favored by a further promotion, being made Vice- 
roy of the two Kuang at Canton. Rumors said at the time that 
he was sent to Canton for the special purpose of keeping watch 
upon the Reformers whose headquarters were believed to be in 
that region. 

There was never any doubt as to his ability to keep the 
pease. No anti-foreign demonstrations or other disorders found 
any toleration with hin. He put down all disturbances with a 
strong hand. Tientsin was once noted for its rictous popula- 


tion, 
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tion, but though La took up his residence there immediately 
after the shocking massacre of 1870, no outbreak of any im- 
portance occured during the whole twenty years of his incum- 
bency, and it is safe to say that had he been Viceroy of Chih- 
1i in 1900 the Boxers would never have been allowed to recruit 
their forces in that province, and the siege of the Legations 
could never have taken place. As it was he was at the other 
end of the Empire, and so long as he remained at Canton the 
provinces under his jurisdiction were quiet. He gave hearty 
assent to the compact of the Yangtze Viceroys whereby the cen- 
tral and southern provinces were pledged to refrain from all 
participation in the anti-foreign movement, and their officials 
to ignore all edicts issued after the 20th of June. 

In spite of this compact, when he received the commands 
of his Imperial mistress to return to the Viceroyship of Chihli, 
the seat of the war against niches he decided to obey. He 
was severely blamed for this step, but it is but just to him to 


say that he claimed that the edict appointing him to his old 


post was dated June 13th. The habit of loyalty to his patron- 


ess was too firmly fixed, and doubtless he felt that he could 


better serve his country in the north by his efforts to nego- 
tiate peace than by remaining at Canton to please the foreigner. 


He reached Shanghai July 2lst, 1900, and found a chilly 
Reus. reception 
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reception from the foreign population of that port. He exerted 
himself to the utmost of his ability to prevent the march of th 
allied forces on Peking. To shield his Government he gave out 


the fiction that it was in no wise responsible for the out- 


preak which he charged to the fanaticiam of the rabble and the 


ill-feeling aroused by the conduct of the missionaries. He 
stoutly adhered to this view of the case, and though he did not 
prevent the relief of the Legations, he was soon appointed a 
Plenipotentiary in association with Prince Ch'ing to negotiate 
peace. 

In his prime he was a powerful man physically as well as 
mentally. He was over six feet in height and of commanding 
presence. But for two years before his death he had suffered 
more or less from a partial paralysis which made it all but 
impossible for him to use his lower limbs. Yor some years, too, 
he had been afflicted with asthma. But frail as he was in 
body his mind had lost none of its brilliancy, and he toiled 
to the. last with splendid perseverance, and the Protocol of 
September 7th, 1901, must be regarded as the crowning work of 
his long and laborious life. Once more he has saved China from 
the consequences of her folly, but he had lived to see the 
great Empire, once mistress of the orient, stripped of her 


pride, shorn of her glory, robbed of her territory, and brought 
to 
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to the verge of afsintegration. He had seen her humiliated 
by her pigmy neighbor: and made a helpless bone of contention 

/~ 
among those powers which, in his young manhood, he had been 
taught to despise as barbarians from over the seas. We are too 
near to hin, andnational prejudices are too strong to enable us 
to estimate his character. His weaknesses were those of his 
race. His strength none can doubt. It has been said with 
truth that he was "China's greatest statesman." An Edict 
issued after his death recognizes his valuable services and con- 
fers upon him the posthumous title of "Worthy Patriot" and 
"Great Tutor,” and raises him to the hereditary rank of Mar- 
quis of the First Grade. 


An intimation is given, too, that still other marks of 


Imperial favor are to be bestowed by a later Edict.

Yian Shih-k'ai is a native ef the prevince ef Henan and 
is new abeut ferty-three years of age. He did not enter efficial 
life in the. usual way through examinatien, for he has never 
taken any but the lewest literary degree. His appeintment te 
office was at first due te the services of his father, Yuan 
Pae-hung, whe died seme thirty years age and whe was for a 
time the President ef the Beard ef Punishments. 
Yuan Shih-k'ai was in 1893 a Taotai at Wenchew in the 

prevince ef Chekiang. The next year through the influence of 

Li Ping-heng, Gevernor ef Shantung whe recenmmended him to Li 
Hung-chang, he was sent to Korea as Diplematic Agent. While 
there the Tenghak rebellien having grewn te serious preportions, 
he compelled the King te ask fer the assistance of China in 


repressing

repressing it. The rebellion frem all accounts appears te have 


been due te the misgovernment and eppressien ef the efficials.

China Had previously agreed with Japan that in case-treops 


should be sent by either Pewer te Kerea, notice would be given 


led 
te the ether. Yuan's action therefere,te gathering of forces 


a 

from Japan as well as China and thus precipitated the Chino- 
Japanese War. When the situatien became critical he returned to 
China, and at the time ef the seizure ef the Chinese Legation 
by Japanese treeps, there were none but suberdinates in charge. 

After the war in 1897 Yuan was made Previncial Judge ef 
Chihli and the next year he vacated this pest te accept the 
ceontrel ef an Army Cerps with the rank of an Expectant Vice 
Presidency ef a Beard. 

It was en the recommendation of Li Hung-tsae, President ef 
the Beard ef Civil Office, that Yuan Shih-k'ai was allewed te 
organize an army en Western metheds.

Empress Dewager, and refused te ebey the Edicts of the Emperor. 


The refermers turned te Yuan Shih-k*ai who had constantly ¢x- 


pressed himself as in sympathy with their aims. The Emperor is 
said te have summoned him te Court and at a secret audience te 


have issued erders te him te bring a large body ef treeps te 


Peking fer the pretectien of the Government and to keep the 
conservatives frem the execution. of their designs. The Palace 
ef the Empress Dewager was toe have been surrounded and any 
attempt en her part te usurp the Gevernment was te be prevented. 
Yuan pretended to fall in with the plans of the Emperer but 
instead disclesed them te Jung Lu whe at ence communicated them 
te the Empress Dowager and assisted her in her plot te dethrone 
the Buperor. Thus Yuan's treachery was the principal cause of 
the failure of the Emperor's plans fer the reorganization of the 
Gevernment and the enlightenment ef his people. 


Im 1899 when the criminal felly of Yu-hsien, Geverner of 


Shantung

Shantung,» in encouraging the anti-fereign outrages perpetrated 
by the Bexers had led te the murder ef the Reverend Mr. Breoks, : 
an English missienary, the demands ef the fereign Ministers 
effected his removal; although he was afterwards te the Gov- 


ernership of Shansi. On December llth, 1899, Yuan Shih-k'ai 


was _ Governer of Shantung. But he was teo wise te endorse 
the feelish plans ef the conservative party te expel all for- 
eigners frem China, and after his arrival in Shantung the Bexers 
were compelled te seek mere comfortable quarters. He steadily 
refused te obey the Edicts requiring him te join in the attack 
on fereigners, and instead exerted himself te the utmost te 
pretect all fereign residents in his prevince and sent the 
missionaries under escort frem the stations in the interior te 


the coast. He alse jeined the league of the Yangtze Viceroys 


and thus saved his prevince frem invasion. 


Since the relief ef the Legatiens he has leyally ceo-eperata 


with the Alites in their efferts te repress all déiserders and 
te restere geod feeling between the Chinese and the fereigners. 
He issued an excellent precliamation last summer exhorting 
Christians and nen-Christians te live at peace with ene another 
and directing his suberdinates te shew ne partiality teward one

Fer seme menths past there have been persistent rumors 
that he weuld seen succeed Li Hung-chang as Vicerey ef Chihli 
and immediately after the death ef the latter the enclosed 
Edict arrived by telegraph appointing him te the pest. Accerd- 
ing te the Edict he is but Acting Vicerey. This is due te the 

: 
fact that the preper period ef meurning fer his mether is nq@t 
yet completed. 

Yuan Shih-k'ai has shewn himself te be a man of strong 
character, quick te decide and firm in reselutien. As a poli- 
tician he belengs te the same scheel as Li Hung-chang. Favorable 
te Western innevatiens te a limited extent, chiefly as a 
means ef strenghtening the State and develeping the resources 
ef the ceuntry, but se far as a thereughgeing referm of the 
Gevernment is concerned he has shewn himself te be a conserva- 
tive.

By order of the Marine Commissioner at Port Arthur, notice is hereby given that a 
report has been received. from the Chief of the Eastern Pacific Hydrographic Staff that, on the 
16th August 1gor, he had discovered a dangerous submerged rock in the route of vessels bound 
to Pitsuwo frotn the south. 


From Cape Terminal the rock bears N. 57° E., true, distant 2 mules, and is in latitude 
39° 10’ 28” north and longitude 122° 12° 8” east; it lies on the continuation of a line joining 
Cape Terminal and Triple Island. 


The rock is about 12 feet in diameter, and so steep-to that at a distance of from 30 
to 40 feet from it there is a depth of over 5 fathoms, which rapidly increases to 8 and 9 fathoms, 


The position of the rock is temporarily indicated by a red Spar- buoy moored in 
18 feet of water off its northern edge.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 16th 
confirming telegrams as to sale of Legation. I beg now to ~ 
inform you that I have sold the Legation to the Korean Govern- 
nent, delivery of possession to be made, if the Secretary of 
State consents, on June S0th, 1902. I have wired my father to 
consult Washington. The matter is one of great importance to 
him, and I feel that no such favorable chance will again occur 
to get free from a possession in Peking which seems so extreme- 
ly undesirable for a non-resident private citizen to own. For 
his reason I feel convinced that you will lend your support 
in preventing any obstacles being put in the way of the con- 
summation of the sale. 

Though the lease appears to give the Secretary of State 
option to reserve his decision as to renewal up to June 30th, 
1902, it would be extremely unfair for him to take advantage 
of the techicality, and I do not suppose for a moment that he 
would do so. In fact I think the United States Goverment is 
morally bound to let us sell. It is notorious that they are 
building @ new place and propose to abandon the old. My father's

In pursuance of this intimation, I began negotiations to 
se 11 as lease the place, and these negotiations have been 
browglit to the notice of the Legation authorities, both your- 
self and Mr. Squiers having been kind enough to conduct pro- 
posing purchasers over the property, and no protest has ever 
been made nor reserve or dondition postulated, but my effort 
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to sell has been freely and approvingly accepted as the natur- 
al end proper course. The United States having had ample time 
to announce a wish to retain the property and under the above 
circumstances having failed to do so, is now debarred from 
taking technical advantage of the wording of lease. 

IT hope shortly to receive from America full confirmation 
of the contract. The traditional friendly attitude of our 
Govermment towards Korea would seem to lend force to this ex- 
pectation.

No. 183 (7), of October 10th, enclosing copy of a note from the 
Belgian Charge d'‘Affaires, in relation to the desire of the 
Belgian Minister to secure a tract of ground for his Interpret- 
er, in lieu of two tracts of which he had been dispossessed in 
arder to use them as glacis or street, adjacent to the French 
or Italian Legations. 

Several of the Legations in providing for a glacis or va- 
cant space in their fronts, which they seem to think necessary 
for defensive purposes, have found private foreign-owned prop- 
erty, and have, when the parties would agree to it, exchanged 
other tracts in the parts set apart for their Legations. We 
were obliged to make such exchanges with the Dutch Legation and 
Russo-Chinese Bank in order’ to clear a street and straighten 
our a It appears to me, therefore, that the Legati ons 
who have dispossessed this Interpreter, should either pay him 


or 


or give him land elsewhere from their own capacious grounds 


in exchange. The following figures show the area in square 


metres of the several Legations:

It will be observed from the above, that taking the three 
pieces together which have been set apart for the United States, 
the total amount is very ‘small in comparison with most of the 
other Legations, only Holland, Belgium and Spain having less 
than ours; some of the others having two or three times as 
much as the United States. The only reason I can see for the 
Belgim Government asking us for any is the fact that Mr. 
Squiers did buy some of this land before it was definitely 
settled that it was to be a part of our Legation, and which 


the Belgian Charge’d'Affaires in his letter to you mistakenly 


says 


says we do not need for Legation purposes. 


} Because there was so much foreign-owned property in 
the quarter set apart for the United States Legation, it was 


impossible for us to secure sufficient ground for our use in 


one single tract; we therefore were obliged to take three, but 


they are all conveniently adjacent, and the whole will be re- 


quired for Legation purposes, as the increasing work must de~ 
mand an increase of our staff. This will certainly be the 
case if we are ever to provide for the coming of young men here 
to study the Chinese language, a policy which is imperatively 
demanded,and which the Department has so often and so strongly 


recommended . 


I do not, therefore, think there is any good reason why 
we should furnish the lots requested to the Belgian Interpreter. 
I enclose a rough sketch of that portion of the Legation 
quarter set aside for the use of the United States. You al- 
ready have general maps of the Legation quarter, but as soon as 
Captain Reeves returns I will have prepared a new, compleis 
and accurate map. Earnest efforts were made to exchange prop- 
eiane with the Holland Legation so that ours might ail be to- 
gether, but it was impossible to accomplish an exchange. 
Trusting that the Department will share my opinion upon

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your despatch 
No. 1208, with reference to the Tientsin University, and in re- 
ply thereto have to say that I have delayed answering your 
inquiries hoping that the Customs Taotai would, as reported, 
visit Tientsin from whom I hoped to get such data as you want. 
Mr. Tenney carried with him the deeds, bill of sale for furni- 
ture, and all other papers connected with the transfer for the 
purpose of exhibition to the State Department and later to the 


German Government. I enclose you, however, copy of the deed 


from the Taotai to Mr. Tenney, as taken from my deed book. Not 


having an Interpreter just now, I am unable to send with the 
translation. In addition to this deed Mr. Tenney hus all of 
the old Chinese deeds that were turned over to him by the Tao- 
tai. The latter is now in Peking and has been asked to call 
on you and show you by what authority he was enabled to make 
the deed and give you any other information desired. 

Mr. Detring is a German subject and was largely instru- 
mental in organizing the university, contributing, liberally 
with other foreigners, the necessary funds to purchase the 
dand and erect buildings thereon. He believes that when the 


matter is properly presented to the German Government that the 


the 


premises will be restored. It should be observed also that whe 
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the surrounding land was conceded to the Germans for their 
Concession that this place was especially reserved for school 
purposes. This will be found in the contract with the Germans, 
copy of which you sent me. 

My judgment is that the Germans have in mind the maintci- 


ance cf the University but entirely under German control and 
professorship, with a political view for the future. 


In consideration of this matter it should not be forgotten 
that Mr. Tenney, assisted by American professors, remained on 
the premises during the siege and protected the property from 
destruction, and that but for them there would be little left 
for controversy. In doing this they incurred great risk of 
life, and persisted in remaining there contrary to my advice, 
and that of many others who felt that the risk was too great. 

Mr. Tenney is due in Washington just about this time.

I have the honor to inform Your Excellency that I recently 
received a letter from the President of the Tientsin Univer- 
sity, saying that the U. S. Consul at Tientsin had tranemitted 
to him a request from Your Excellency to inquire of the Customs 
Tao-t'ai of Tientsin what reliable evidence he has of his power 
to sell the property of the Tientsin University to Mr. Tenney, 
and respectfully soliciting a reply, etc. 

Examination shows that the Customs Tao-t'ai of Tientsin 
contributed the money for the purchase of the property of the 
Tientsin University, that the annual rumning® expenses of the 
said University have been appropriated by the Customs and that 
the general management of the University has belonged to the 
Customs Tao-t'‘ai. I had therefore the authority to sell this 
property to Mr. Tenney. Furthermore, at the time of the sale 
I received orders from the Superintendent of Trade for the North 
to this effect. I have already executed a deed which was 
stamped by the Tientsin District Magistrate and entered on his 
Register by the Consul, and together with the old deeds handed 
to Mr. Tenney, making the property his. 

Having received your request, as in duty bound, I have 
sent this reply, setting forth the circumstances of the affair 
for Your Excellency's examination.

In accordance with this a commission was appointed by the Super-

Translation from Peking Gazette of November 17th, 1901. 


On the 3rd Day of the Tenth Moon (Nov. 13th) the Grand 
Secretariat received the following Imperial Edict: 

"We (the Emperor) have reverently received the following 
Edict from Her Imperial Majesty, Tzu-hsi, etc., ete., etec., 
Empress Dowager: 

‘Chou-fu has memorialized Us that the Viceroy and Minister — 
(Li Hung-chang) having been taken ill, has vacated his post 
(died)},-and that on his behalf he presents the late Viceroy's 
valedictory memorial. 

. ‘Ld Hung-chang, the Grand Secretary and Viceroy of Chihli, 
attained office through his literary qualifications and made 
his name famous by his military services. He was early charged 
with the responsibility of provincial administration and assist- 
ed in the Palace. Through his services the State prospered and 
the great rebellion was put down. Afterwards as Superintendent 
of Trade for the North for more than thirty years he conducted 
international relations by a safe and friendly policy. During 
the disturbances of last year at the Capital, matters reached 
@ most critical condition, and the said Grand Secretary loyally 
put resolute endurance first and exerted his strength to dis- 
charge his difficult duties. Ancestral Temples and the Altar 


of the Spirits of the Land were restored to peace and palace 
and cottage both depended upon him. This year in the Seventh 


Month (Aug.-Sept.) on account of his illness We repeatedly 


made sympathetic inquiries, but the said Grand Secretary still 
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in spite of his illness exerted himself to discharge his pub- 
lic duties, and we could not prevail upon him to take a rest. 
A loyal Minister, trustworthy in the restoration of peace, old 
age has but increased his devotion. We were just hoping that 
by medical treatment he would be restored to health, that We 
might long continue to entrust him with office, when suddenly 
to Our grief a hemorrhage laid him low and he was not able to 
rise again. That in the time of difficulty We should lose such 
a Minister, the very pillar of the State, afflicts Us with un- 
controllable grief. 

We nave already conferred additional honors upon him as a 
mark of Our sympathy, giving him the posthumous titles of "Wor- 
thy Patriot " and "Grand Tutor," and raising him to the rank 
of a Marquis of the First Grade, and ordered that he should be 
enterred in the Temple of Wirthies, there to be worshiped. We 
now also command that Five Thousand Taels be contributed to- 
ward his funeral expenses to be appropriated by the Board of 
Revenue, and that his native district, together with those 
provincial posts where he served with renown, shal] build es- 
pecial shrines for his worship, and the State Historiographer's 
Office is ordered to prepare a complete record of his merit- 
orious services, military and civil, throughout his life. 

When the encoffined body is carried back to his native district, 
the local officials along the route will see that it is proper- 
ly cared for. All penalties inflicted for errérs while in 
office are cancelled and a blameless record restored to him. 
All regulations with regard to the bestowal of posthumous hon- 
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ors shall be inquired into and reported upon in a memorial to 
the proper Board. 

His son, Li Ching-shu, a Second Class Secretary of the 
Board of Punishments, is made a Fourth Rank Director of a Court, 
and shall inherit the title of Marquis of the First Grade. It 
will not be required to present him at an audience. Li Ching- 
mai, Second class Secretary of the Board of Works, shall be 
regarded as a Fourth or Fifth Rank Director of a Court and 
await appointment to office. Li Ching-fan, registered as a 
ncminal Tao-t'ai, appointment to be made upon the occurrence 
of a vacancy. i 

Of his grandsons, Li Kuo-chieh, Second Class Secretary 
of the Board of Revenue, is appointed a First Class Secretary 
to await employment. Li Kuo-yen and Li Kuo-tao, are appointed 
Second Class Secretaries of Boards to be assigned. Li Kuo- 
chao and Li Kuo-hsiung, are both granted the degree of Chu-jen 
(Provincial Graduate or M. A.) and will be admitted as others 
of that degree to the examinations for the Doctor's degree. 

Tet this be published to manifest our sincere sieilieeeada 
of the perfect Minister to whose honors We would add without 
end."

Excellencies that I have now received said instructions, and 
they fully confirm the telePraphic information reported. 

Since, in the note of October 30th, Your Highness agrees 
that the railway concession which the Viceroy proposes granting 
to the Franco-Belgian Syndicate does contravene that of the 
American-China Development Company, a further discussion of 
that point does not seem necessary. But there are mining pri¥ 
ileges acquired by the American-China Development Company which 
the proposed concession would seriously affect.

On April 14th, 18698, the Chinese Government, through its 
Minister at Washington, executed a preliminary contract with 


the American-China Development Company, which was supplemented 


by & final contract on July 13th, 1900, by which the said Com- 
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pany acquired the right to construct, maintain and operate a

_w ‘main line of railway from Hankow, on the Yangtze River, to Can- 


ton, on the sea, together with certain branch lines in connec- 


tion therewith. Before actual work of construction was begun 


the "Boxer" trouble broke out, which made it impossible or un- 


safe to commence work. Whether or not other causes prevented 
operations I do not know, but this in itself was sufficient 

cause for delay. One of the conditions of the contracts re- 
quired the Company $e benibenoe the actual construction within 


twelve months under the pénaity of forfeiture. Work not being 


‘commenced within that time, Mr. Shéng, Director General of 


Railways, on the 9th of August last, notified the Company that 
for this reason he had withdrawn the branch line "Ping Hsiang 
to Lukow," from the operation of the agreement, and he pro- 
ceeded forthwith to give this line to a German Company which 
has since expended considerable sums thereon. He did this 
notwithstanding another clause in the agreement which provides 


that war or other troubles which prevent work going on should 


operate as an extension of time for beginning work. This branch 


line which reaches some very extensive coal fields, was con- 


sidered, at the time of securing the contracts, as a most val- 


uable feeder for the main railway line, and hence one of its 


valuable 
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valuable appurtenances. ~ Its loss, therefore, would very ser- 
iously affect the whole Se 

The Company has never filed a copy of its supplemental 
contract of ely isin, 1900 at this Legation, but Mr. ere 
has heretofore shown it to me. I do not now quote from it 
literally or by sections, because Mr. Pethick * now on his 
death bed, and I cannot, therefore, at this time procure it. I 
am informed that Mr. Fearon, the Agent of the American-China 
Development Company at Shanghai, has personally protested with 
Mr. Shéng against his action, and offered to at once hand over 
to him sufficient funds with which to reimburse the ceeten Com- 
pany for any outlay they have made, but he (Shéng) refuses to 
do anything about it. I am told at the Foreign Office here 
that they have no information concerning Mr. Shéng's action. 

An examination of the contracts which Messrs. Cary & Whit- 
ridge say are filed in the Department of State, will disclose 
whatever rights the American-China Development Company have, 
and henoe to what extent this action of Mr. Sheng's violates 
them. 

It is very important that the American-China Development 


Company should scrupulously perform their part of the contract. 


Thies done, it is necessary to make the Chinese Government clear-

In July 1900, when the anti-foreign uprising in China 
jad eut the Government off from commmication with our Min- 
ister in Peking, and it was deemed of great importance thet 
3 the general condition of affairs in that country should be 


promptly reported on and the bearing of events on American 
interests exactly determined, the President was pleased to 
appoint me Commissioner of the United States to China. 

I reached Shanghai on the 29th of August and proceeded 
at once to Peking, where r discussed with our Minister, Mr. 
Conger, the situation and the steps he proposed taking to 


hasten the restoration of order and for the protection of 
American persons and property, and I was pleased to be able 
to report to you that I fully coneurred with him in all the 
measures he had and was advocating. 


After a brief stay at Peking, I returned to Shanghai, 
and then visited the Viceroy Liu Ktun-y4 at Nanking, and 
‘Qater #he Viceroy Chang Chih-tung at Wu-Chang, for thé pur- 
- poets 6f thanking them, in the name of the United States, 
be a for the perfect manner in which they and the other Viceroys 
hag maintained peace, and the friendly spirit they and their 
provincial administrations were showing forelmers during. 
‘these troublesome times. I wished also to ascertain their 
views on the question of the restoration of order and the 
return of His Majesty the Emperor to Peking. 


The courteous 
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and friendly receptions given me by the tro Viceroys and 
the personal relations which I was thus so fortunate as— 
to establish and whiten were kept up during the remainder 
of my miseiow in Ghina, aid not Little, I think, dn the 
sinterest of peace and thé common denefit of the two coun-

After returning to Shanghai and eonferring with the 
varjous American commercial and missionary bodies there, 
I left agein for Pekirig, where you had directed m to pro- 
ecsed to act as counselor and adviser of the Ame rican Min- 
ister in the Aegetiations then begun. I discharged this 
duty, and, T ‘am pleased to say, always in perfect harmony 
with —_ Minister, until the otra of February of this year, 
when Mr. Conger, having obtained from you leave of absence 
with permbesion to visit the United States, I was appointed 
by the sa etre under telegraphic instructiéns from you, 
Plenipétentiary to continue tre negotiations on the part or 
the United States. In this capacity I acted until Septen- 
der 7th, when the Final Protocol, embodying the resulte of

The different phases of the negotiations between the 
Powers and China, which extended over a period of about 
fourteen months, are shown in detail in the correspondence 
of Mr..

defined the policy already then-adopted, by the United 
States in the settlement of affairs in China and from which 
they never departed, Bearing these instruct ions always in 
mind, the task of the agents of our Government in Peking was 
4 comparatively easy one, Throughout the negotiations our 
object was to use the influence of our Government in the in- 
terest of justice. and moderation and in a spirit of equal 
friendship to the Powers negotiating jointly with us and 
the Chinese nation. 

The twelve demands made by the Powers on China, the

They each 
protested generally against the proposed terms of the Conven-~ 
tion as giving Russia exclusive privileges of oecupation, rail- 
ae building: etc., and solemnly warned him that China must 


not be surprised if other Powers immediately demanded like priv- 


ileges in other Provinces. But what is China to do? Manchuria 


is now completely ocoupied by Russia, and uniess China signs

she will not evacuate. In fact it is quite credible that she 


would prefer not to have the Convention signed so that she may 


make her ihedisain occupation permanent. If China does not sign, 
the only way to secure evacuation is for the other Powers to 
compel Russia to withdraw; the necessary combinations of Powers 
to accomplish which, under the present world conditions, may 
not be easily attained. Therefore, under all the circumstances, 
I have not thought best, without definite instructions, to 
join the British and Japanese Ritakeon in their warning pro- 
test, but shall, of course, be ready to take prompt action in 
whatever direction you may instruct after receiving my telegram 
of yesterday.

I have the honor to enclose herewith copy of translation 
of an Imperial Decree appointing Chang Té-i as Chinese Minister 
to Great Britain, Italy and Belgium. 

Chang T@-i is a Chinese Bannerman and a native of Peking. 
The Chinese Bannermen are the descendants of those Chinese who 
assisted the Manchu conquerors of their country in the XVII 


Century. They are divided into eight Corps, just as the 


Manchus are, each Corps being called a Banner and distinguished 


co ats own colors. The same is true of the Wongols who assisted 
in the conquest. Wr, Chang belongs to the Bordered Yellow 
Banner. 

In 1862 Chang Te-i was admitted to the T'ung W6h Kuan, 
the school of languages in Peking, of which pr. W. A. P. Martin 
was for many years the President. In 1866 he was sent with Sir 


Robert Hart on a tour of Burope, visiting Imgland, France, 


Prussia, Russia, Denmark, Holland, Belgium etc. Two years later 


he 
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he was sent in the company of students conducted by Mr. Bur- 


lingame on a tour through the United States and Europe. In 1870 


he accompanied Chung How on his mission to France after the 
Tientsin massacre. In 1876 he served as Interpreter to Kuo 
Sung-t'ao, Chinese Minister to England and France. In 1879 he 
was sent in the same capacity with Chung How, Minister to 
Russia, who incurred such odium on his return to China because 
of the aot tienent he made with Russia of the Turkestan bound- 
ary dispute. In 1880 Mr. Chang was transferred to the service 
of Marquis Ts@hg, Minister to Great’ Britain. In 1887 he was sent 
to Berlin as Interpreter to Hung Chin, cee Minister to. Germany. 
In 1890 he was appointed instructor in English to His Majesty, 
the Emperor. In 1896 he went again to England as Interpreter 
to Sir Lo Féng-lo. In 1900 he returned to China arriving in 
Peking only twenty days before the Boxer outbreak, and for some 
time was in great danger on account of his well-known pro- 
foreign sympathies. 

Since his return he has been connected with the Foreign 
Office. In rank pa a T'aotai, awaiting assignment, has the

In explanation of enclosure. (I), I would draw Your Ex- 
cellency's attention to Bylaw XXXIV attached to the Shanghai 
Lmd Regulations, which calls, inter alia, for Consular counter- 

~ signature to all licenses issued to Foreigners. This counter- 
signature has for many years been dispensed with by general 
consent except in the case of more important licenses where the 
Council regards it as necessary in the interests of the pub- 
lic, e.g-, Taverns and Hotels, since to enforce it in reference 
to dog or jinricsha permits would clearly involve considerable 
inconvenience and delay to the Consuls and to the public which 
the needs of the case do not warrant. 

Enclosure (IV) is the Council's published minute on the 
case which contains all that this letter desires to represent; 
it therefore remains for me to ask that the views therein ex- 
pressed may receive Your Excellency's attention and support, 
and that you may be good enough to indicate how best a satis- 


factory arrangement of the matter may be reached. 
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I ventere to refer, in conclusion, to the letter Your Ex- 
cellency addressed to my predecessor in office on the lith 
January last, wherein the Council was informed that you had ad- 
vised Council General Goodnow to try and have the matter of 
procedure for bail at the Mixed Court settled, and to state that 
ur to the present, so far as the Council is informed no further 
step has been taken towards that end.

You will see, if you read the record sent by me, 
that the very first paragraph of the Council's letter is a gross 
misstatement of the action, which was not to recover license 
fees, but was to punish Dunning for selling liquor without a 
license,- in other words to make it so expensive for Dunning to 
fight that he would pay the license fees demanded without any 
adjudication of his rights in the premises. You will note that 


the Council does not send you all of my judgment. 

Altogether I would call your attention to the fact that 
this “minute” and this incorrect letter to you is a piece of 
4 gross impertinence against this Court.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
the 22nd ultimo, in regard to the case of McNeill vs the Amer- 
ican firm of Dunning & Company. 

- * You state that this was .n ettempt of the Municipal Council 
to collect from the firm of Dunning & Company "the license fee 

due from them as keepers of a shop or store for the sale of li- 

quors within the limits of the Settlement." But it appears 

clear to me from the record that the case before the Court was 
not one to eellect from Dunning & Company the license fee re- 
quired by Bylaw 34 from a shop or store in which liquors are 
sold; but rather one to impose upon Dunning & Company a penalty 
or fine for selling liquors without a license. This being the 
case before it, the Court holds that the evidence that Dunning 

& Company had so sold liquor is not sufficiently clear and post 

tive to justify the imposition of such penalty or fine. 

With the Court's judgment as to the sufficiency or insuf- 
ficiency of the proof offered in the case before it, it would 
be manifestly improper for me to interfere. 

I may add that it seems to me the Municipal Council should 

be able to find some direct method of collecting these license

All workers in reforms realize the importance of having these 


questions answered accurately, and all realize that the advaice 


in’civilization is relative to the status of women. For this 
reason, it should be a matter of interest to all to co-operate 
in securing these reports. We wish these reports in our hands 
by January 15th, if possible. If you will superintend the 
report from China, I assure you that you will be conferring 
avery great favor upon the National American Woman Suffrage 
Association and at the same time upon the cause of Women and 
civilization everywhere. tg

1. The wife in China is in the power of her husband or 


of her husband's father, if the latter be alive. She holds no 
property, herself, while her husband is still living. Even the 
dowry, whieh she may have brought with her, passes into her 

husband's hands, and, should the marriage be dissolved, remains 


with him, unless otherwise stipulated in the marriage contract. — 
While this is the theory, however, as a matter of fact a divorad 
wife or a widow returning to her father's home, always takes 

her silks and jewelry away with her, and it is in such articles 
that her dowry usually consists. But, if the husband be the 
eldest member of his stock, his control of the estate will pass 
on his death to his wife (not to a concubine, however, even if 
the wife also be dead.) In this case the wife manages the es- 
tate so long as she lives, and after her death it is divided 
among the sons. Remarriage of widows is severely frowned upon, 
and absolutely forbidden to those of official families. Should 
@ widow of common rank re-marry, however, she may not deprive 
her first husband's family of his property. Yet I know of one 
instance in which a woman, being childless, retained possession 
of her first husband's house and land after her second marriage. 
Where the’first husband has no near relatives, the widow often 
takes all the property and her children to the second husband, 


/ 


who acquires the power of control. 
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2. Unmarried women are supposed to be in the power of 
the father or eldest brother until married, when they pass into 
that of their husbends. They have, however, ordinarily no 
property rights. Yet it seems that cases occasionally arrise 
of orphan girls without near male relatives inheriting property, 
in whieh case they and their property pass under the .control 

of a guardian uwntil married. The guardian is by preference a 
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male relative of the same surname. If there be none of the 
- Same surname, then a male relative of some other surname is 
chosen. The guardian enjoys the full usufruct of such proper- 
ty. 
(For Property rights of widows see answer to No. 1.) 


S- Women of the peasant class assist their fathers or 
~ husbands in the cultivation of the soil. They are often seen 
digging or hoeing in the fields, setting out the rice shoots, 
reaping, threshing, picking tea and cotton, etc. At home they 
are kept busy with the spinning and weaving of cotton and silk, 
with tailoring and shoeemaking for the family. The shoes afe 
of cloth, and women usually make those of the children as well 
as their own. Even well-to-do women are often seen engaged in 
this work. Only this last winter I saw a Duchess making a pair 
of shoes for the Empress Dowager. The silk-weaving is usually 
deft to the men, but the rearing of the silk worms is a feminine 
employment. Women do not often go away from home to work, ex 
cept as house servants or slaves. Slaves are numerous in China, 


F _ nd by far the larger part of them are female. Some women take 
: in work at their homes for the shops; such as embroidery, mak- 
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however, the old seclusion is being broken down. There an ine 
creasing number of women and girls are induced by the compar- 
atively high wages to work in the new cotton mills, silk-fila- 
. tures and other factories, and others are employed at their 
homes in mak ing paper boxes for matches’ and filling them. 

4. It is difficult to compare the wages of women with 
those of men; they are not generally engaged in the same occu~ 
pations. Speaking generally, the wages of women are lower than 
those of men. Yet the women in the factories of Shanghai earn 
from $3.00 a month for an ordinary operative, to $8.00 a month 
for an overseer, as against $3.00 to $5.00 a month for such 
mechanics as blacksmiths, cabinet~-makers, and loom silk-weavers, 
etc., or as against $1.50 to $2.00 a month for farm laborers. 

5. None. 

6. There is no public school system in China. The educa- 
tion of children depends upon the ability of parents to pay for 
it. Wow and then one meets with a free school, provided by 
the charity of a rich man, or maintaind by a village or clan, 


but they are few, of primary grade and not largely attended. 
Very few girls ever go to school at all, but occasionally a 


little girl of ten or twelve years of age may be seen attending 


school with her brothers or enjoying the privileges of the school 
Ca by her father. Wealthy families sometimes employ tutors 
_ fee their daughters as well as for their sons. As a rule, how 


ry girls are not educated, save in needle-work, painting or 
¢ weary round of household duties. Perhaps one woman in a 
pus can read a few characters. 
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of District Primary Schools, Prefectural Academies, Provincial 
_ Colleges, and the Imperial acini ahebed. make no provision for 
the education of women. These Edicts are based on the theory 
that it is necessary for the State to provide an intelligent 
civil and military service, and women are not considered as 
eligible to posts in either. During the brief period when re- 
form was in the ascendant in 1898, an intelligent and philan- 
| thropic mandarin at Shanghai established a boarding school for 
girls in the suburbs of that city, but the reaction brought him 
-into.disfavor and the school had to be closed. The mission~ 
aries, of course, establish schools for girls wherever they 

go, so that Christian women are growing up under entirely new 
influences. 

7. As will be seen from the above, co-education in China 

is a thing unthought of and impossible at present:

There are no 
universities in China, however, as we understand the term, save 
those which have recently been opened by the Government under 
foreign supervision, or those established by mission societies.

10 As far as experience and observation go, the punish- 
ments for public offenses, save for the one sin of infidelity, 
are equal as between men and women. The wife cannot complain 
of her husband's unfaithfulness, but swh sin on her part is 
punishable by death, if the husband surprises her and her par- 
amour in flagrante delicto. But the execution is left to the 
husband who must kill both or neither. If he does not kill 
his wife he may sell her as a céncubine. It must be said, 
however, that few women are seen in a criminal court, and al- 
though the law holds them equally guilty with their male accon- 
plices, the tendency is to deal leniently with them and hold 
their companions of the other sex as chiefly to blame. 

1 While theoretically the wife's wages belong to the 
husband, and while it is true that some worthless men frighten 
their wives into parting with a good share of their earnings, 
yet no court would compel a wife to turn her wages over to her 
husband, for Chinese law proceeds upon the presumption that the 
man is or ought to be the bread-winzer. 

12 Wills, as we understand them, are unknown in China. 
The division of property takes place in accordance with age-old 
and well-known custom. Even a will, should there be such a 
thing, could not modify this custm. It does sometimes happen, 
indeed, that a dying man will give instructions in writing or 
ole as to the distribution of his personal property, but the 
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mien bid such wishes is left to the next of kin; the courts 
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do not take cognizance. 
--.4S. «~Court procedure is not carefully defined as with 
us. If the Magistrate desires the evidence of any person, male 


or female, he summons ach person. Married women are often 


required to give testimony, but cannot be compelled to testify 
against their husbands or against parents or parents-in-law. 
There appears to be no obstacle to their giving testimony in 
Court should they desire to do so. 

14. Wo. But, if the husband die before the wife, the 
patria potestas passes to her. 


15. Wo such law. But this does not mean that the se~ 
duction of a young woman cannot be punished. Fifteen to six- 
teen years of age may be taken as that under which a marriage 
cannot be allowed by custom/ but the law does not contemplate 
@ young woman as ever sui juris. If a man has got a girl with 
child, he must marry her; if he already has a wife, he must 
take her as a concubine. If he be prevented by death from doing 
this, the child is considered his legitimate offspring. 

16. There is a State religion, which in its broadest de~ 
finition may be said to include the cult of Ancestral Worship, 
in which women are permitted to take part, both in the services 
at the home and in those at the grave. Most women are believr~ 
ers in Buddhism and frequently visit the temples to worship. 
Some, who are more zealous, abstain either entirely or on cer- 
tain days from eating flesh, and others use the rosary and re- 
cite the prayers.

: do not hold office, they take no part in the public, official 
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services, required by the State religion. |

18. They often attend the public meetings held in cele« 
bration of the religious festivals. They are also seen at the- 
atrical representations, which, except in thm some of the large 
cities are always held in the day time and in the ope? air. But 
it is not regarded as entirely proper for women to attend mixed 
assemblies, and on this account those of official families are 
rarely seen at them. 

19. Such meetings are all but unknown. Progressive young 
Chinese have recently held such meetings at Shanghai and other 
Treaty Ports, where they enjoy the protection of foreigners, 
but the Government frowns upon them, and it goes without say~ 
ing that respectable women do not attend them. 

26. Wot by law; but where the mingling of the sexes in 
such meetings as religious assemblies has given rise to scandal, 
local magistrates have issued proclamations forbidding the prac- 
tice. Such proclamations, however, soon are forgotten and lose 
their force. 

21. This question has largely been answered already. 
Public opinion is responsible for most of the restrictions put 
upon women. If they belong to the laboring classes, they en- 
joy a great deal of freedom, for they must assist in the work

 @ Woman is subject to some man in theory, but practically, as 


we have seen, this is not always so. The mother-in-law is 
often a perfect tyrant to her sons' wives, who are little better 
than her slaves, and the old grand-mother rules the whole house~ 
hold,,male and female. Wives often assist their husbands in 
the conduct of their business and are not infrequently shrewder 
managers thm their lords. Concubines enjoy much more freedom 
than the true wife. The latter is expected to remain at home 
and look after the household; the favorite concubine travels 
with the husband and is often trusted with his accounts. If a 
man is charged with providing descendants for an uncle as well 
as his father, he must have two wives, each of whom is of equal 
rank and has a separate establishment. Otherwise a m@m can 
have but one legal wife. Monogamy is the rule in china, but 
the wealthy and official classes often have several concubines.

‘The social and political organization in China is 
so unlike anything in the Vest that it is impossible to reply 
vriefly to any of the questions without rendering oneself li- 
able to misapprehension. The family is the social unit, md 


this means much more to the Chinese thm to us. The family 
often remains together in the same house for three or four 
generations and the estate undivided; great-grandfather, grand 
father, father and son, with grand-uncles, uncles, brothers, 
cousins, nephews, and the correspond ing female relations, all 
being found under one roof and living off the common patrimony. 
The solidarity of the family is complete. Such families have 
in many districts grown into slans. The representative of the 
oldest stock is the patriarchal ruler. His will is law. He he 
power of life and death over his descendants. The home has 
grown into a village. The dead are provided with a temple 
where their spirit tablets are kept, and where on stated occas- 
ions they are worshipped. Around it is the family burying 
ground. While the patriarch is lord, all matters of common in- 
terest are talked over by the whole clan. . Though the men are 
theoretically masters, the women exercise quite as much influ- 
ence in the decisions. The local officials do not dare to in- 
terfere with the action of the clan, even though it be the kill- 
ing of one of their number. It is only when clan feuds lead to 
attacks upoh those outside the clean that the mandarin may in+« 
terfere in the interests of the public peace. Custom rules 
with iron hmd in China. A woman's position in the family is 
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determined by this ancient custom, rather than by law, which 
in os its notices of wmen presupposes the existence of cus- 
tom. Her position at best is a degraded one. Among the poor 
the birth of a girl is regarded as a misfortune, and in at 


least three of the provinces where the pressure of population 
makes the struggle for life a hard one, infanticide is quite 
common in the case of such girl children. Any measures looking 
to an improvement of the condition of women must have in view 
the existence of this tyrannical rule of ak age-old custom, and 
the strong family organization to compel observance. Reform 
must begin here or it can never succeed. The Edict of the 

early Manchu Emperor, K'ianghsi, commanding the abolition of 

the custom of foot-binding has never had any force cr obedience. rE 


Many other examples of disregard of the Imperial will may easily 
be found.

The name of Prinee Chun, brother of the present Emperor, has 
been often mentioned yin this connection, by both Chinese and 
foreigners, but he is of the same generation as the Emperor, 
and Chinese tradition would be violated by his selection. How-

I confirm on the overleaf, herewith, your cipher telegram 
of the 6th instant, and report that on yesterday I had a con- 
ference with Prince Ch'ing on the subject matter thereof. 

I handed to Prince Ch'ing a memorandum embodying your in- 
structions, and the expectations of the President, a copy of 
which I enclose. I said to him, in substance, that it was gen- 
erally understood what the proposed terms of the Manchurian 
agreement were, but that we had no authoritative knowledge; 
that if the terms as understood should be agreed upon, China's 
territorial integrity would be endangered, her sovereignty inm- 
paired, the Treaty rights of ‘other nations violated, and her

ee ability to meet her international obligations diminished. He 
then briefly outlined to me the demands which Russia was mak- 
ing. They were substantially as reported in my telegram of the 
Srd instant. He said he agreed with my views as to the results 


to be reasonably expected from a compliance with the Russian 


demands, 


demands, and that he shoula endeavor, in whatever agreement was 
finally reached, to preserve the sovereignty of China and res- 
pect all Treaty and international obligations. He assured me 
that instead of taking nearly three years to evacuate Manchuria, 
he should insist upon its being accomplished in one, and that 


while limiting the number and kind of Chinese troops to be kept 


in the territory during Russian occupancy, this matter should 


be ieft to China's judgment and control after the evacuation; 
and that after turning back to China the Shan-hai-kwan, Ying 
Kou and Hsin-ting railroads, the Chinese Government should it- 
self decide how it should be guarded, and whether or not a 
bridge across the Liao River should be constructed. Also, if 
upon investigation it should turn out that Russia's expenses 

of repair and maintenance of the above mentioned railroads were 
included in the general indemnity allowed by the Final Protocol, 
then: they snould be paid agains otherwise reasonable compensa- 
tion should be agreed to. 

I asked him if the proposed agreement did not provide for 
exclusive privileges of railway and mining development. He 
replied it did not, but that later negotiations might be entered 
into to reiterate the agreement heretofore entered into with 


the Russo-Chinese Bank; that these would give Russia, when new 


railways

railways were to be constructed or mines opened, the first 
right to build or open, but that these would only be given 
w i Z 

after conference with, and approval of, the Chinese authorities. 
He also said that if he could not secure Russian consent to 
these modifications, he would confer with me again before sign- 
ing. 

Under all the circumstances I can see no serious objections 
-to the terms which he suggests for the general agreement, but 
if the understanding as to a separate agreement concerning ex~- 
clusive — and mining concessions, as it would seen, 
really makes a part of the main agregqment, it is quite as ob- 
jectionable as if it was formally included therein. I am bound 
to add that I have very serious doubts about his ability to 
secure the consent of Russia to the terms he proposes.

secure advances on their adjusted claims.

, people if the amount of their claims could be quickly and 


definitely determined. Seme of them inform me that their 
business interests are suffering greatly by the uncertainty 
in which they are;placed.

| T would like to call your attention to enclosed 


advertisement which was aiso circulated as an express at 
Tientsin. British subjects now not only know what indemnities 
they are to receive but their Government puts them in a positim 
to raise advances in proper form on the sums due. This is a 
great advantage. It would be very useful to American citizens 
4f they could have some difinite recognition of their claims 
even if falling short of the consideraté.measures of the Britig 
authorities. The apparentfnabtion of the United States is 
difficult to understand and I regret to say causes some bitter 
comment. I am sure we have your sympathy in this matter and 
I take the liberty of requesting you to urge the Government to 
give the subject early attention. There are suggeétions of 
public meetings, protests etc. which I do not approve, in our 
present profound ignorance as to the intentions of the United 
States such proceedings would be meaningless. 

The delay is a serious matter to many of us. We suffered 
our losses eighteen months ago and there was a general expect- 
ation of early payment which necessarily influenced business 
and other arrangements.

I have the honor to inform Your Excellencies that on the 
24th of July last this Legation received a communication from 
His Highness, Prince Ch'ing, and His Exceilency, Li Hung-chang, 
Ministers Plenipotentiay of the Chinese Government, saying that 
they had just received a telegram from the Government of Shansi, 
to the effect that in the seven sub-prefectures of that province 
outside the passes the Prtétestant Church had theretofore been 
represented by the American Missionary Alliance, but that among 
the missionaries, who had recently arrived in T’ai-yuen to 
settle the troubles that had grown out of the "Boxer" uprising, 
there were none belonging to that Mission, and that he requesta 
the Plenipotentiaries to ask the U. S. Minister to telegraph 
to New York and have the mission authorities appoint some one 
to go to Shansi to attend to the matter. 

In compliance with this request a cable message was sent 
to New York, but no one was appointed until August 29th, when I 
received a cable despatch announcing the appointment of Rev. 
Mr. Johnson of Tientsin. I wrote to Mr. Johnson about his go- 
ing, and urged upon him the need of haste. On Sept. 26th I re- 
ceived a reply from Rev. Mr. Johnson saying that he did not un- 
derstand that he was,to 0 to Shansi and that it would be in- 
possible for him to dco so. He had so notified the mission au- 


thorities and had asked them to appoint some one else. I com- 
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municated this reply to His Highness and His Excellency, but 
have had no further word from New York until two days ago, when

We * the honor to acknowledge the receipt recently of 
Your Excellency's despatch, saying that an American, Mr. Ruhl, 
had chartered a Chinese junk at Hankow and loaded her with coal 
for Wuhu; that he had reported to the Hankow Customs and had 
requested and obtain@ a special permit; that he had no other 
cargo aboard; that on his journey down the river he passed the 
native Customs at Kiukiang who stopped him and demanded tonnage 
dues to the amount of $52.30; that this would seem to be a 
violation of the Revised Yangtze Regulations of 1898; that 
according to Article VII of these Regulations foreign merchants 
may charter Chinese boats to carry cargo, which they have pur- 
chased, from one treaty Port to another, provided they obtain 
special permits from the Imperial Maritime Customs, and the 
junks so chartered are to be treated in the same way as the 
"Special River Pass"vessels; that therefore you requested that 
instructions should be sent to the proper authorities to make a 
careful investigation of the case and that, if the facts should 
prove to be as reported, the said Native Customs should be re~ 
quired to return to the said foreigner the $52.30 collected, 
as the money collected was demanded in violation of these Regu- 
lations, etc. 

We thereupon telegraphed to the Governor of Kiangsi to 
instruct the Customs Taot'ai at Kiukiang to investigate and re- 
port. 
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We are now in receipt of the following report of the Cuse 
tom's Tao-t'ai @ Kiukiang:- 

"Examination shows that Pay, by the Native Customs 
at Kiukiang according to established precedent in-clude the 
five items; port dues, salt, wood, tea and bamboo taxes, and 
that therefore the port dues have formed the chief item. Native 
craft on passing the Customs,no matter whether carrying passen- 
gers or cargo,must all accroding to Regulation pay port dues, 
which have nothing to do with the tonnage Dues paid by foreign 


craft according to their capacities. 


As to the chartering of native boats by foreign merchants 
to carry cargo along the Yantze, the Inspector General of Cus- 
toms, both in the 9th Year of T'ung-chih (1871) and in the 
Eighth Year of Kuanghsu (1883) issued certain Regulations, stat 
ing clearly that such craft must continue to pay port Dues just 
as native craft plying inland are required to do. He reported 
these Regulations to the Tsungli-Yama, who in accordance with 
his request, notified the Ministers of the Various Powers resia 
ing at Pekin,and sent instructions to the provincial authorities 
to act accordingly. Im the XXIV Year of Kuanghsu (1898) the 
various Powers proposed that the Yangtze Regulations should be 
revised, and in the matter of foreign merchants chartering Chi- 
nese craft the Inspector General suggested that these baats 
should pay tonnage dues just as "Special River Pass" vessels. 
But Port Dues are a fixed item of revenue for the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. If all at once these boats chartered by foreigners are 
changed to a class paying Tonnage Dues,it is naturally in con- 
flict 
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~3- 
flict with the Regulations of the Ninth Year of T'ung-chih and 
with that of the Eighth Year of Kuanghsu (1871 & 1886). There- 
fore,at that time, in obedience to orders a By-law was agreed 
upon ,that it was still necessary in accordance with established 
precedent,to pay the Port Dues in order to secure uniformity. 

In the Present case the American merchant ,Mr. Ruhl,charterd 
& mative gunk at Hankow to carry caal; he passed Kivkiang. 
According to the Transit Certificate which the said merchant 
presented for examination,he had declared the cargo at the Han~ 
kow Customs and paid the export Duty.on coal,which is altogether 
another thing from the port Dues levied by the Ki ukiang nan 
tive Customs. At that time having been érdered to pay according 
to Regulation the said merchant then immediately proceeded to 
the Customs and paid over the sum of $50.00, was givem a Duty 
Receipt and allowed to pass on his way. The Port Dues thus levitd 
are not at all a violation of the Regulations,etc.” 

Having received the above, we have examined and find that 
the Port Dues levied by the Riwer Customs,are really collected 
in accordance with established precedentj;that the Revised Yang-~ 
tze Regulations originally provided that when freign merchants 
chartered native craft they should be treated in the same manne 
as the "Special River Pass" vessels,but the said Customs Tactai 
in obedience to orders issued a By-law to the effect that when 
foreign merchants chartered inland craft to carry cargo on the 
Yangtze, such craft must in accordance with the Regulations 
of the Eighth Year Kuanghsi (1883) pay Port Dues, etc. 

This By-law and the new Regulations must be enforced as 
mutually supplementing each other, and this is clearly implied 
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in the Regulations. In the present instance the Port Dues col-~ 


lected by the said Customs from the American Merchant, Mr. 
@ Ruhl, cannot be regarded as a viclation of the Regulations, and 
therefore it is not necessary to return the money. 
As in duty bound we send this reply for Your Excellency's 


information.

: In reply I beg to point out that the Revised Yangtze Regu- 
lations of 1898 were adopted after conference with the Repres- 


entatiives of the Foreign Powers at Pekin and are in the nature 
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of a Treaty between China and the Powers, while the separate 
local rules drawn up by the Customs authorities at Kiukiang are 
in direct conflict with said Revised Regulations and are there- 
fore of no force Whatever. Morever, an examination of the said 
Revised Regulations (Art. X.) shows that the orders to the loca 
Customs authorities to issue separate rules distinctly says 
that the adoption of the Revised Regulations had made many of 
the Port Regulations which formerly obtained entirely meaning~ 
less, and that new rules were to be established in harmony with 
the Revised Regulations. The Customs authorities at Kiukiang 
have attempted to retain an old regulation which by agreement 
with the powers had already been abrogated, and in doing his 
the Kiukiang Customs authorities have not only violated a 
treaty stipulation, but have destroyed the orders of their 
superiors. 

I must therefore insist that the Native Customs authori- 
ties at Kiukiang be at once instructed to refund to Mr. Ruhl 
the money unjustly collected from him.

I at once requested the Inspector General of Customs to 
make investigation and, according to his reply, it appears that 
on this occasion, aithough the Port Dues levied were in accord- 
ance with the Local Regulations made by the Taot'ai himself, 
they do not exactly agree with the General Regulations jointly 
determined upon and the money should therefore be returned, etc. 

Examination shows that in the levying collection of 
Port Dues the Kiukiang Taot'ai decided to noe eed according to 
the Local Regulations, but, since Your Excellency's note shows 
that the Sencral Regulations ought to be observed and that the 
Local Regulations ought not to control, I have at once directed 
the said Customs official to refund to the American Merchant, 
Mr. Ruhl, the amount of the Port Dues collected.

: the Provisional Government, there are questions continually 
arising as to transfer and registration of property, taxation,

My Russian md Japanese Colleagues frankly declare that 
the City should be surrendered. The British, German and French 
Ministers, without committing themselves as to time, say it 
should be done sometime after the return of the Court. I agree 
that now that it is definitely known that the Court will arrive 
here early in January, the transfer might be properly postponed 
until after that event; but in accordance with the spirit of 
the Protocol, the entire Province, except the places especially

In the course of the visit which I made to Your Exmellency 
a few days since, and of my subsequent interviews with the Min- 
isters of the different Powers, I was touched by the sincere 
and cordial reception accorded me. 

Believing, however, that because of the numerous questions 
which were discussed, it might be difficult to recall them all 
to memory, I have thought it best to embody in a note hereto 
attached, the different poirts verbally discussed, and I sin- 
cerely hope that Your Excellency will kindly intercede with 
the Foreign Plenipotentiaries, requesting them to come to an 
early underst anding as to a final date for the turning over 
of the City of Tientsin to the Chinese Authorities, in order 
that I may have a place in which to reside, and that nothing 
may give place to any difficulties. . 

I hope, on the other hand, that after the fixing of the 
date in question, and before the turning over of the city be 
made effective, that you will acquiesce in that which a high 
functionary, versed in international questions, and designated 
by me, will have outlined for the necessary procedure in the 
premises, to the end that the resumption of services on the 
part of the Chinese may be happily affected.

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1. Formerly the Commissioner of the Northern Ports al— 
ways resided at Tientsin, and it is also in this City where 
are Located the residences of the Tientsin Taotai and of the 
Customs Tactai, as also the offices of the Prefect and the 
Sub-Prefect, and the different administrations and schools. 
After the disturbances of last year, there is an absolute 
necessity of placing everything in the proper order for the 
successful administration of affairs. A long residence at 
Pao-ting would be incompatible with the situation. 

2. If Tientsin is surrendered without delay, the Commis- 
sioner of northern ports will assume the responsibility of the 
pacification and protection of the country, and no new incident 
would manifest itself as a result of negligence. 

3. The market of Tientsin has a considerable import- 
ance, notably in salt, from which more than a hundred thousand 
merchants, coolies, etc., derive their means of sustenance. 

By the prompt restitution of Tientsin, the Commissioner of 

Notthern Ports will be placed in a position to restore things 
to their natural order, and the people resuming their occupa- 
tions, the country will enter upon a state of tranquility and 


security. 


4. In spite of the fact that the Provisional Government 
published proclamations, inviting the banks, houses of exchange 
and other institutions to resume their business operations, the 
big merchants have, notwithstanding, not yet dared, before the 
restoration of the Chinese authority, to resume their operations, 
uffered greatly tly. If Tientsin 
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could be promptly restored to the Chinese, the markets would 
reopen, and commerce assume its natural course. 

5. After the restoration of Tientsin, the Commissioner 
of Northern Ports could again assume control of the execution 
of operations of all kinds, and thus such operations would not 
be abandoned and lost in the course of execution. 

6. To the performance of the clause of the Protocol 
stipulating the execution of works for the improvement of the 
Peiho River, the presence of the Commissioner of Northern Ports 
at Tientsin is indispensable. 

7 The delimitation of the concessions is meeting, at 
the present time, numerous inexplicable difficulties. It is 
indispensable that the Commissioner of Northern Ports should 
go to Tientsin to equitably establish the limits of these ; 
concessions, publish proclamations to the inhahitants, in order 
that disputes may be avoided, and that the regulations of the 


concessions be observed. The different countries could thus

Consul Fowler reports that arms and ammunition are being 
smuggled into Chefoo, in Chinese junks, seized by the Customs 
Officers and then turned over to the Chinese Tactai, and sug- 
gests that inthis way the Chinese Government might in great 
meggure avoid the article of the Protocol which prohibits the 


importation of arms. I am sure the Customs Officials would 


not lend themselves to any such scheme, and it is extremely 
doubtful if the Chinese Government would avail itself of it. 
However, Sir Robert Hart has asked the Diplomiatic Corps to take 
some action in the matter, saying that if the confiscated arms 
should be destroyed there would be no means of paying the re<« 
ward necessary to induce pene He therefore suggests that 
such seized arms be turned over to the Senior Consul at each 
Port, and that he keep them and pay the reward. 

I enclose copy of Sir Robert. Hart's letter. The Diplomat-

Reports having come to me that arms, etc., were being 


- gmuggled into Chefoo, and that at least one man had taken from 


him some 2000 cartridges, which it is stated he brought over 
from Port Arthur, and that the Commissioner of Customs had 
caused the same to be handed to the Taotai, I wrote to the 
Commissioner at once, Nov. 6th, to enquire, and failing to re- 
ceive a reply wrote him again on the 9th, and he replied that 
as the matter concerned the “internal working" of his office, 
he had referred my letter to Peking. Copies of my letters of 
Nov. 6th and 9th and Mr. Carrall's reply of November 9th, res- 
pectfully enclosed. 

While the Protocol forbids China importing arms, etc., 
there is nothing so far as I know to show how this is to be 
prevented. The question arises, What is to prevent China from 


“smuggling” war material. Suppose the authorities depute con- 


fidential agents to bring in war material and then their agent, 


with his supplies, is seized and the Foreign Customs hand him 
or them with said contraband to his own employers? The Agent 


(smuggler) is not apt to be punished, China has received the 
material and can say to us "We did not import this, it was

microscope, etc., @ gale sprang up and communication with the 


ship was impossible. The next day a signal of distress and 


- em 


mutiny was shown from the ship; no one could go on board; sig- 
nals were made at the request of the British Consul for the 

Austrian cruiser to investigate. A launch from that ship went 
alongside the Canton and the Captain informed the Austrian that 
the soolies had arms and ammunition and were threatening to 

kill; the "Canton" was ordered alongside the cruiser. On the 
20th the weather permitted the Medical Officer to visit the 
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ship; the “suspect” was dead from plague; ship is now in 
quarantine and the British Consul is devising measures for 
searching for the arms and ammunition the coolies are reported 
to be supplied with as soon as the "Canton" is released from 
quarantine. It is ood that if ammunition, etc., is coming in, 
it is Fru verte under Russian control.

Early appoint- 


ment of representative for the United States important. 


My dear Adee: 

: = have carefully read Mr..'Conger's No, 864 of December 
26th last. If I am correctly informed a permanent repre- 
sentative of the United States on the Commission of Bankers 
sitting at Shanghai has been appointed in the person of Mr. 
James 5. Fearon. If this be true, it seems to me that the 
first part of Mr. Conger’s despatch does not require con- 
sideration. 

Referring to Mr. Conger's remark that his colleagues 
are speculating as to whether the Commissioners would be 
instructed directly by their Governments, or through their 
Ministers, and to his observation in connection therewita, 
it am distinctly of opinion that on questions financial the 
representatives on the Bankers Commission must be instructed 
by their Governments. 

Paragraphs b andc of Article VI of the Final Protocol 
define pretty clearly the duty of the Commission as regards, 
at all events, its financial work. I append herewith copy of 
them in the English translation for your convenience.

As to the question of allowing China interest on the 
money which she deposits monthly with the Commission of 
Bankers, it is quite true that Article VI of the Final 
Protocol, paragraph a, says that the amortizations are 


payable annually and that the interest shall be paid semi-

: anuualiy. These two provisions, however, do not concern 
| o China; they refer simply to the distribution among the he 
¢ Powers of the revenues paid monthly by the Chinese Govern- 
¥ ment,under the provisions of paragraph d of the same Article, 
A to the Commission. It was the suggestion of the Chinese 
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Plenipotentiaries (see p. 166 of my predneed report) that 
these payments on account of the interest and amortization 
should be made monthly by the Imperial Maritime Customs to 
the Commission of Bankers. Since these payments are due 
from China monthly, there seems no reason why tney should 
be allowed interest on them up to the time of their semi- 
annual or annual distribution among the Powers. If, on 


the other hand, the Commission of Bankers, in whose custody 


these sums must remain for periods varying from one to twelve 


months, have the use of them, it would seem eminently equi tgble 
S war h) 
that China should be allowed interest on them, and I wenute 


think that the same rate of interest should be allowed as 
China has agreed to pay on her indermity bond - that is to 
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say ,4 per cent. 


Interest shall run from the Ist of July,1901, but the Chinese Gov- 
ernment shall have the right to pay off within a term of three years, 
beginning January, 1902, the arrears of the first six months, ending the 
3ist of December, 1901, on condition, however, that it pays compound

of which shall have thus been deferred. Interest shall be payable 
semiannually, the first payment being fixed on the Ist of July, 1902.

I have the honor to confirm on the overleaf my cipher tele- 
grams of the 2lst and 24th instants, and to say that all the 
Sédehamante interested have already appointed their members 
of the Commission of Bankers provided for by Article VI of the 
Pinal Protocol, except the United States and Spain, and the 
Representative of the latter has promised the Diplomatic Corps 
that a member from Spain, either permanent or provisional, will 
1 be appointed in time for the organization of.the Commission. 

Italy and Belgium have appointed delegates from home , who 
cannot reach Shanghai until late in January, os the Diplomatic 

Corps, while maintaining the principle that in accordance with 
since appointments of Bankers have already been made by Italy 
and Belgium no objection was seen to the Consuls of these 
countries being appointed to act ad interim. A like understand- 
ing was had in regard to the two countries which have not yet 


appointed 


appointed delegates, but they insist that the Consuls should 
not be appointed provisionally until after a permanent delegate 
oes is a Banker, has been named. 

The Chinese officials have unofficially informed us that 
-_ Chinese Government would be ready to begin indemnity pay- 
ments early in January, and Sir Robert Hart has officially in- 
quired the name and organization of the Commission, and to whom 
payments can be made. (Copy of his letter enclosed). 

The members of the Commission should be on hand at Shanghai, 
ready to organize immediately, and it will be a matter of keen 
regret if the United States, usually so prompt, should be the 
occasion of any delay or embarrasament in the matter; hence my 
telegrams. The other Ministers insist that the Commission shovwld 
be at once organized by those already appointed, but I have ob- 
jected until ours is named . 

Considerable speculation has been indulged in by the Min- 
isters as to whether or not the Commissioners would be in- 
structed directly by their Governments, or through the Minis- 
ters. Most of them think that upon questions purely financial, 
instructions will be given direct, but that upon matters polit-— 
ical, instructions will be given through the Ministers. 

It was thought the selection of the President would be a 


political 
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political matter, and the Ministers all agreed to advise their 
respective members that the Diplomatic Corps was of the opinion 
that the delegates should in turn preside over the sessions, 
taking the countries in alphabetical order, but that no provi- 
sional delegate should be eligible to preside. 

An important question was raised at the last meeting of 
the Diplomatic Corps by the presentation of a letter from Sir 
Robert Hart, copy of which I enclose, calling attention to the 
fact that tie terms of the Protocol, Article VI, paragraph 4, 
requires that, "The scvibete of the revenue pledged to the pay- 
ment of the Bonds shall be deposited monthly with the Commission, " 
and asking that in view of the fact that the deposits thus made 
will remain from one to twelve months in the hands of the 
Bankers' Commisd on, that some arrangement be made whereby the 
Chinese Government can be allowed interest on these amounts, 
naming 1% per month as a reasonable rate. No action was taken 
except to reply to Sir Robert Hart that the Commission was not 
yet organized, and our Governments would be consulted, etc. It 
seems hardly fair that China should not be allowed something 
for these very large prepayments, yet 1% per month would be 
outrageous. Undoubtedly the intention of this provision of the 
Protocol was to make sure that this revenue, pledged specially 


for the payment of indemnities, should be sacredly kept for

this purpose, and not otherwise paid out; hence the reason 


for not leaving it in the hands of the Chinese. However, it 
—. seems to ms, and I so suggested to my Colleagues, that the quest- 
om might safely be left to the Commission to deal with as the 
Representatives of the Governments might instruct then.

Total indemnity claimed is ten millions in 
excess of bon global. Pro rata reduction very diffi- 
cult because some Ministers think others claims ex- 
aggerated. Up to the present our claim has not been 
attacked, and I have been ready to reduce pro rata. 
Yesterday Reuter's Agency telegrams say that United 
Statee will relieve China from the payment of eighteen 
millions of its share in the indemnity. If other Gov- 
ermments who claim their amounts represent a deficiency 
instead of an excess shall believe this they will insist 
that part of the eighteen millions be applied to reduce 
the total before they submit to any pro rata reduction, 
and deadlock will probably result. What can I say to 
my colleagues? .
